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Translator’s Preface 


All Praise 1s due to Allah, the Most High, the 
Greatest and the Almighty. I testify that there is nO 
god but Allah, Who has no partner and that nothing 
is like unto Him. I testify that Muhammad š%# is the 
Messenger of Allah. May the peace and blessings of 
Allah be upon His Messenger, his family, his 
companions and his followers until the Day of 
Judgment. 


Allah the Almighty sent His Messengers and 
supported them with miracles to prove to those who 
belie them that they are really sent by Allah. Before 
the advent of Muhammad #, those miracles were 
mainly material signs that could be seen and felt by 
the senses. However, Muhammad # was supported 
by the greatest and everlasting miracle- The Glorious 
Qu’an, the Book of Allah- which Allah promised to 
preserve -Himself- until the Day of Judgment. Truly 
Allah said:

“Verily We: It is We Who haye sent down 
the Dhikr (t.e. the Qur’ ûn) and surely, 
We willl guard it (from corruption)” 
(15:9). 
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Ihe Prophet $ was supported by many material 
signs, that all could see and which were narrated by 
the Companions of the Prophet š# and were reported 
in many books of Hadîth. 


This book, “The Miracles of the Prophet š ” 
is extracted from the great book of Ibn Kathîr: “al- 
Bidûayah wan-Nihûyah”, the greatest book ever 
written about the history of the world until the era 
which the author had lived through. Imûm Ibn 
Kathîr, was a scholar of Hadith, so when he relates a 
Hadith, he follows it by commenting on the chain of 
narrators and the text of the Hadîth. That is why, I 
chose to leave out (in this translation), the very weak 
or invented narrations, depending mainly on the 
comments of Ibn Kathîr and trying to adhere 
whenever possible to the sound (Sahîh) narrations or 
the good (Hasan) ones. 


I1 must say though, that I have come across many 
Interesting stories, for the first time, which proved 
to me that we -the Muslims- are not fully aware of 
the material miracles by which Allah supported His 
Prophet, and we chose to remain under the 
impressıon that it is only the Qur’ãn which is the 
miracle of our Prophet š#. 


I would like to express my appreciation to sister 
Selma Cook for her great efforts not only in editing 
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this work, but also for being a critical reader, who 
appreciates and understands what she is reading, 
giving interesting remarks, of which I benefited a 
great deal. 


I1 hope that this valuable book will be a 
beneficial addition to the English Islamic library, and 
I pray to Allah to accept this humble effort, without 
Whose help and guidance, this work would not have 
been accomplished.

Introduction 


All praise is due to Allãh and may the peace 
and blessings of Allah be upon His Messenger 
Muhammad, his household, his companlons, his 
followers and those who continue the call to Islam 
until the Day of Judgment. 


This book, “The Miracles of the Prophet” is 
extracted from the famous history book, entitled “al- 
Bidûyah wan-Nihûyah” written by Imam [bn Kathîr. 
Ihe miracles of the Prophet # were included in this 
encyclopedia under the heading “The Signs Of 
Prophethood”. This book is spiritual nourishment for 
Muslim readers as it links them to the life of our 
holy Prophet 3š. It clarifies an aspect of his great 
character, which is supported by endless Divine 
power of which all the laws of the universe submit. 
For this reason, we observe that all creatures 
responded to him - with the will of Allah the 
Almighty- in whichever way he chose. Trees 
followed him, stones praised and glorified Allãh in 
his hand, mountains communicated with him, birds 
and beasts spoke to him, the Jinn submitted to him 
and the devils were stricken upon hearing his name. 
There are many more miracles, which were narrated 
about him 3š. These miracles bewildered the minds 
of his contemporaries and their great impact was 
evident in silencing the tongues of those who 
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opposed his Message, while being a source of 
comfort to the believers. 


The miracles of the Prophet % were SO 
numerous, that it was impossible to count them all. 
Narrators of Hadîrth reported them in authentic 
chains of narration that were subsequently 
transcribed by Muslim scholars. All the books of 
history and biography of the Prophet # or his 
companions, refer to some of these great miracles. 
These miracles prove that Allah supported His 
Prophet š and granted him victory over his enemies. 


The transcription of these miracles started very 
early, under the title “The signs of prophethood”. 
One of the earliest authors of these miracles was Ibn 
Qutaybah, who died in 267 AH followed by Imam 
Abû-Dûwûd as-Sajistûnî, who died in 275 AH who 
also wrote a book about the signs of prophecy, 
which was referred to by Imam Ibn Hajar in his 
book “Tahdhîb at-tahdhib ”. 
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The life of the Prophet $$ is a great miracle: 


There is no doubt that the life of the Prophet š# 
is in itself a great miracle. [mûm Ibn-T. aymiyah 
referred to this fact by saying, “The biography of the 
Prophet #, his attributes and manners, his sayings 
and deeds and his Sharf'ah are of the signs of his 
Prophecy”. If this were the true miracle of the 
Prophet š#, what would one say about the moral and 
material miracles, which Allãh bestowed upon him! 
The latter will be discussed in detail in this book, 
Inshãa’ Allãh (Allah willing). 


The definition of a miracle: 


Scholars have defined a miracle as an event, 
which violates the conventional laws of life. This 
kind of event occurs by the permission of Allah 
through one of His Prophets, in order to prove His 
Prophecy and message. 


It is customary that a miracle comes to defy 
human power and that this occurs in the same field 
in which those people have achieved some level of 
progress and development. 


The sign of prophecy is a miracle, which Allah 
reveals, through that Prophet, after the non-believers 
have defied him. It occurs in a way that renders them 
helpless to perform a similar feat. This miracle, is a 
testimony from Allãh that this Prophet, who came with 
| this miracle is truthful in conveying this message, as

Allah the Almighty does not support Hars. 


Types of miracles: 


If we look at the miracles that supported Allah ’s 
Prophets and Messengers throughout history, we will 
find that for each Prophet, there is a miracle that 
suits both his people and his time. This miracle, is 
either an action, such as the emergence of the she - 
camel of Sûlih from the mountain rocks, or the 
conversion of the stick of Moses into a snake and its 
swallowing of the magic of the magicians without 
leaving a single trace of it. 


On the other hand, a miracle could be displayed 
in a negative form of action such as the fire in which 
Ibrahîm was thrown, as it did not burn him when the 
non-believers cast him Into It. 


A miracle could also be manifested in the form 
of sayings, such as the words of the Glorious 
Qur’ãn, which defies the rhetoric ability of the non - 
believers throughout the ages. 


Miracles of the Prophet % 


First: Moral miracles 


The miracle of the Qur ûn: 


Ihe miracle of the Qur’ãn, is both a moral and a 
materlal miracle. In the moral aspect, it is the 
revelation of the Qur’ãn to the Prophet š, which in 
itself reflects the greatest of miracles, the most 
amazing sign and the clearest evidence, due to its 
miraculous linguistic structures that defies human 
beıngs and the jinn alike. They were both challenged 
to produce the like of the Qur’ãn, but were unable to 
do so. The enemies of the Qur’ãn were absolutely 
incapable of saying anything like it, even though 
they were motivated to oppose it, in addition to their 
traditional eloquence and fluency in Arabic. This 
challenge to produce something like the Qur’ãn, 
went down to ten Sûrahs (chapters), but they still 
could not, and then even one Sûrah (chapter) but 
they were still incapable of producing anything like 
it. They were well aware that they could never do sO 
and that no one could ever meet this challenge. 
Allah, the Almighty says in the Qur’ãn:

“Say: “If tte mankind and the Jinns were 
together to produce the like of this Qur ’ûn, 
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they could not produce the like thereof, 
even if they helped one another” (17:88). 


This verse was revealed in Makkah. In Sûrah 
at-Tiur (The Mount), which was also revealed in 
Makkah, Allah the Almighty says:

“Or do they say: “He (Muhammad 3%) 
has forged tt (this Qur’ an)?”

i.e. if you are truthful in saying that Muhammad 
3š made this Qur’an himself, then remember that he 
is a human being like you, so they should be able to 
say something similar to what he said, 
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Allah the Almighty repeats in Sirah “al- 
Bagarah” (the cow), which was revealed in 
Madinah, the challenge to the non believers ..

Allah the Almighty also said:

Jorged it (the Qur’ûn)”. Say: “Bring you 
then ten forged Sûrah (chapters) like unto 
if, and call whomsoever you can, other 
than Allah (to your help), if you speak the 
truth! If then they answer you not, know 
then that the Revelation (this Knowledge of 
Allûh and that Lû ilûha illa Huwa (none 
has the right to be worshipped but He)! 


Wil you then be Muslims (those who 
submtt to Islûm)?” (11:13-14). 


Allah, Glorified be He also said:

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“And this Qur’ ûn is not such as could 
ever be produced by other than Allah 
(Lord of the heavens and the earth), but 
lt is a confirmation of (the Revelation) 
which was before it and a full 

. explanation of the Book wherein there is 
no doubt from the Lord of the universe. 
Or do they say : “He (Muhammad ¥%) 
has forged it?” Say: “Bring then a Sûrah 
(chapter) like unto it, and call upon 
whomsoever you can, besides Allûh, if 
Jou are truthful! Nay, they deny that ; 
the knowledge whereof they could not 
compass and whereof the interpretation 
has not yet come unto them. Thus see 
what was the end of the wrong-doers!” 
(10:37-39). 


Allah the Almighty clarified that human beings 
are unable to say anything like it (the Qur’ãn), not 
ten Sûrah (chapters), not even one Sûrah. They 
would never be able to do so, as Allah the Almighty 
says: “But if you do it not, and you can never do 
if”, i.e. if you did not do this (in the past) and will 
not be able to do this in the future; which means they 
could not say anything like it, now or later. 


If the Qur’ãn was written by a human being, 
then that person would hesitate to throw out such a 


challenge and thereby be exposed and suffer the 
repudiation of the people, contrary to what he 
originally intended. It is well known by every wise 
man, that Muhammad is the most rational creature 
of Allah; the most wise and most perfect of all. He 
would never have taken such a step (saying the 
Qur’ ãn) unless he was certain that no one could ever 
produce anything like it. This is how it has been 
since the time of the Prophet # till now, that no one 
has ever been able to say anything like the Qur’ãn, 
not even one Siürah. It is impossible because the 
Qur’aãn is the word of the Lord of the Universe, 
Allah, and there is nothing like unto Him. He bears 
no similarity to any of His creation, in His Being, 
His Character or His Deeds. How then could the 
words of His creation, be similar to His words! 


The non believers of the Quraish said - as Allah 
told us 1n the Qur’ãn: 


(وإذا لى عَلَيْهم آيانتا قالوا قد سمعتا لو كشاء لقلا مغل هَذا إن 
هذا إلا ساط الأوَلسَ( ")€ (لأنفال: )١‏ 

“And when Our Verses are recited to 
them, they say: “We have heard this (the 
Qur’ ûn); if we wish we can say the like 


of this. This is nothing but tales of the 
ancients ” (8:31). 


There is no evidence to support their lie. If they 


were truthful, they would not have said any such 
thing, but they know within themselves that they are 
lying, just as they know that they lied when they said :

“Tales of the ancients, which he has‏ 


written down, and they are dictated to 
him morning and afternoon” (25:5). 


Allah the Almighty answered them saying,

“Say: “It has been sent down by Him 
(Allah) (the Real Lord of the heavens 
and earth) Who knows the secrets of the 
heavens and the earth, He is Oft- 
Forgiving, Most Merciful” (25:6), 


which means that Allah knows all the hidden 
secrets. That He is the Lord of the heavens and the 
earth, and knows all that took place (in the past), 
what will be (in the future), and even from what 
never took place, He knows what would have 
happened should it have occurred. 


Aspects of the miracles of the Qur ûn: 
Allah the Almighty revealed to His slave and 
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messenger, the illiterate Prophet 3# the stories of the 
previous religions, which he did not know before. It 
was Allah Who told him the stories of what took 
place in the past, together with what existed in 
reality, at that time. By doing so, Allãh makes a 
distinction between what is true and what is false, 
and that is the distinction, which the previous books 
differed in. Allãh the Almighty said:

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will abide in that and evil indeed will it 
be that load for them on the Day of 
Resurrection”. (20:99-101). 


Truly, Allah also said:

“Neither did you read any book before it 
(this Qur’ ûn) nor did you write any book 


(whatsoever) with your right hand. In that 
case, indeed, the followers of falsehood 
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might have doubted. Nay, but they, the 
clear Aydt [i.e. the description and the 
qualtties of Prophet Muhammad 3 written 
like verses in the Turût (Torah) and the 
Injeel (Gospel)] are preserved in the 
breasts of those who haye been given 
knowledge. And none but the wrongdoers, 
deny Our Ayût (proofs, evidences, Signs.. 
etc). And they say: “Why are not signs 
sent down to him from his Lord? Say: 
“The signs are only with Allah, and I am 
only a plain warner. Is it not sufficient for 
them that We haye sent down to you the 
Book (the Qur’ûn) which is recited to 
them? Verily, herein is mercy and a 
reminder jor a people who believe. Say (to 
them O Muhammad 3# ‘Sufficient is 
Allah for a witness between me and you. 
He knows what is in the heavens and on 
earth.” And those who believe in 
falsehood and disbelieve, in Allûh and (in 
His Oneness), it is they who are the 
losers” (29:48-52). 


Allah, thus declared that revealing this book to 


Muhammad - the illiterate Prophet #, the book 
which contains the reality of what happened before, 
what will take place (in the future) and what was 
actually taking place at that time, is sufficient ih 
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itself to prove that he is truthful. 
Allah Glorified be He, has said:

“And when Our Clear Verses are recited 
unto them, those who hope not for their 
meeting with Us, say: Bring us a Qur ûn 
other than this, or change it”. Say (O 
Muhammad 39: “It is not for me to 
change it on my own accord; I only follow 
that which is revealed unto me. Verily, I 
fear if I were to disobey my Lord, the 
torment of the Great Day (i.e. the Day of 
Resurrection)”. Say (O0 Muhammad 3#) 
“If Allah had so willed, I should not have 
recited it to you nor would He have made 
lt known to you. Verily, I have stayed 
amongst you a life time before this. Have 
Jou then no sense?” So who does more 
wrong than he who forges a lie against 
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Allah or denies His evidences and signs? 
Surely, the criminals will never be 
successful”. (10:15-17). 


The Prophet 3% is saying to them: “I cannot 
change this on my own accord, it is only Allah the 
Almighty who blots out what He wills and confirms 
(what He wills). I am only conveying the Message, 
and you know how truthful I am concerning what I 
revealed to you, as I was brought up amongst you 
and you know my lineage and my honesty. I never 
lied to any one of you, how could I lie to Allah the 
Almighty, to whom belongs the ability to inflict harm 
or bring about what is beneficial. He has power 
over all things, and He is the All-Knower of 
everything. 


Is there a greater sin than forging a lie against 
Allah, and relating to Him what He did not say, as 
Allãah the Almighty said:

certainly should have cut off his life artery 
(Aorta). And none of you could withhold Us 
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from (punishing) him” (69: 44-47). 


This means that if he had lied concerning 
what was revealed to him, Allah would take His 
revenge from him, in a most severe way. Not one of 
the inhabitants of the earth would be able to prevent 
Allah from taking revenge. 


Allah the Almighty said:

“And who can be more unjust than he 
who invents a lie against Allûh, or says: 
“I have received inspiration, ” whereas he 
is not inspired in anything; and who 
Says, “I will reveal the like of what Allûh 
has revealed.” And if you could but see 
when the wrongdoers are in the agonies 
of death, while the angels are stretching 
forth their hands saying: “Deliver your 
souls! This day you shall be recompensed 
with the torment of degradation because 
of what you used to utter against Allah 
other than the truth. And you used to 
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reject His signs with disrespect” (6:93), 


and said:

This means that Allah 1s witness over all that 1s 
happening and that He is the greatest witness. He 1s 
watching over you and I, concerning all that was 
revealed from Him. What makes these words even 
stronger is that they imply a solemn oath from the 
Prophet #% In that Allah sent him to all creation tO 
warn them through this Qur’ãn. Whoever received 
the Message, is considered to have received the 
warning, as Allah the Almighty sald: 


(........ ومن يكر به من الخرّاب فالارُ مَوْعد فلا كن في 
مرية من إله الحق من رَبك ولكن أكثر الاس لا يؤمنونر۷١))‏ 
(هود:۱۷) 
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“but those of the sects (Jews, Christians 
and all the other non-Muslim nations) 
that reject it (the Qur ûn), the Fire will 
be their promised meeting-place. So be 
not in doubt about it. Verily, it is the 
truth from your Lord, but most of 
mankind believe not” (11:17). 


The Qur’ãn contains all truthful information 
regarding Allah, His angels, His Throne, and His 
upper and lower creatures. It also includes 
knowledge about the heavens and the earth and all 
that is between them. As well as all the great events 
taking place therein, supported by decisive evidence, 
which is to be conceived by the sound mind, as 
Allah the Almighty says:

“And indeed We have fully explained to 
mankind, in this Qur’ûn, every kind of 
simnilitude, but most mankind refuse (the 


truth and accept nothing) but disbelief” 
(17:89). 


Allah the Almighty also said:

“And these similitudes We put forward 
for mankind, but none will understand 
them except those who haye knowledge 
(of Allah and His Signs, etc..)”

“And indeed We have put forth for men, 
tn this Qur’ûn every kind of similitude in 
order that they may remember. An 
Arabic Qur’ ûn, without any crookedness 
(therein) in order that they may avoid all 
evil which Allûh has ordered them to 
avoid, fear Him and keep their duty to 
Him” (39: 27-28). 


The Glorious Qur’ãn also tells us the truth 
concerning the events that happened in the past, as 
evidenced by what was written in the books of the 
people of the Scripture (Jews and Christians) 
themselves, even though the Qur’ãn was revealed to 
an illiterate man. This man, never witnessed any of 
the events of the previous nations, or read any of 
their books. Nevertheless, be surprised people by 
what was revealed to him, of those events that are 
mentioned, so that people can take lessons from the 
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stories of the previous Prophets with their nations, 
how they suffered with them, and how Allah the 
Almighty, saved the believers and destroyed the 
unbelievers. These stories were revealed to the 
Prophet š In a language with which nothing can 
compare. Stories are told briefly but using very 
eloquent and well-versed language. The same story 
is told again in other places but in detail with the 
same superb linguistic structures. The one who reads 
or hears these verses of the Qur’ãn, feels as if he is 
watching the scene live; being present in the midst of 
events as they are unfolding. Allah the Almighty said:

It 
(the Qur’ ûn) is not a forged statement 
but a confirmation of Allûh’s existing 
books (the Torah, the Gospel and other 
scrıptures of Allah) and a detailed 
explanation of everything and a guide, 
and a Mercy for the people who 
believe” (12:111). 


Truly, Allah also says:

We will show them Our 
Signs in the universe, and in their own 
selves, untl it becomes manifest to them 
that this (the Qur’ ûn) is the truth. IS it not 
sufficlent in regard to your Lord that He is 
a Witness over all things?” (42:52-53). 


Allah the Almighty, promised that He will prove 
the truth of the Qur’ãn and the truth of the one to 
whom 1t was inspired, through what He created in 
the universe, of the signs which prove that this book 
(the Qur’ ûn) is the truth. This evidence (of creation) 
is also to be seen in themselves, i.e. those who are 
denying the Qur’ãn, which in itself is an evidence 
against them, in order that they are sure that this 
Qur’ãn is revealed by Allah through inspiration tO 
His truthful Prophet š#. Allah then directed them to 
another independent proof by saying: “Is lt not 
sufficient in regard to your Lord that He is a 
Wıutness over all things?” i.e. knowing that Allah is 
a Witness over this matter, 1s sufficient to know the 
truth of the Messenger, because if he was forging a 
lie against Allah, he would have been severely 
punished, as mentioned earlier. 


The Qur’ãn also tells us about what will take 
place in the future, as much as It tells us about the 
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past. The following is an example:

“He knows that there will be some

This was one of the very first chapters that were 
revealed In Makkah. There is another example 
mentioned in Sirah al-Qamar (the Moon), which 
was also revealed In Makkah ¬- with no dispute 
among the scholars as to the place of its revelation-

Allah the Almighty said in the Qur’ãn :

It was 
reported on the authority of ‘Alî Ibn Abû Tûlib (may 
Allah be pleased with him) who said: “It is the book 
of Allah that has the news of those who were before 
your time and the judgment of what takes place 
among you, and the news of what takes place in the 


' Sa’îd bin Jubair narrated that: “Sad bin Abî Waqqês said: “ Wher 
the words of Allûh “Their multitude will be put to flight and they 
will show their backs”, were revealed, I did not know, which 
multitude would be put to flight. But on the day of Badr, I saw the 


Prophet %4 Jump into his shield and say: “O Allûh! The conceited 
and haughty Quraishites are already here defying You and belying 
Your Messenger. O Allûh ! I am waiting for Your victory which You 
have promised. I beseech You Allûh to defeat them (the enemies) ” 


and then he said š%š : “Their multitude will be put to flight, and they 
will show their backs”. Sad then said: “It was only then that I knew 
the interpretation of the verse”. This is also one of the miracles of 


the Prophet E as he told about a future event , which took place as 
he said. (See the Tafsîr of Imûm al-Qurtubî) ”. 
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future”. 


The miracle of his morals and attrtbuies: 


From among the moral miracles of the Prophet 
3#, are his pure manners and perfect morals, his 
courage and stamina, his patience, forgiveness and 
clemency, his generosity and asceticism, his pleasant 
companionship and giving preference to others over 
himself, his honesty and truthfulness of speech, his 
piety and worship, his nobility, honorable birth and 
upbringing. 


Imam Ibn-Taymiyah said in a chapter ın which 
he wrote about the signs of Prophecy: “The 


biography of the Prophet #% his attributes and 
manners, his sayings and deeds, his Sharî ‘ah, his 
natlon, the Knowledge of his nation and their 
religion, and the pious people of his nation, are all 
signs of his Prophecy. This is made clear by a 
crilical study of his biography from the day of his 
birth to the beginning of his message, and from the 
date of his message to the day he died. If is also 
made clear through studying his lineage, origin and 
environment ”. 


Hıs honorable lineage ¥: 


* This chapter was written at the end of his book, in which he 
answered back the different sects of the people of the Scripture; i.e. 
the sects of the Jews and Christians. 
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Muhammad š## is one of the most honorable 
people in regards to lineage. He is a descendant of 
Ibrahim, of whom Allãh ordained from among his 
offspring, Prophethood and the Book, so all the 
Prophets who came after Jbrûhîm are of his 
offspring. Allûh the Almighty, gave him two sons: 
Ismû îl and Ishãq, who are both mentioned in the 
Iordûh. The good news was mentioned in the Torûh, 
that there will be a Prophet from the children of 
Ismû ‘îl. None of the children of Ismû ‘îl had the signs 
of Prophecy except Muhammad š#.Jbrûhîm made a 
Du'a’ (supplication) to Allah to send a Messenger 
from his offspring”. Moreover, the Prophet # is of 


the Quraish tribe which is selected from the children 
of Ibrahîm, and the sons of Hûshim who are 
selected from the sons of the Quraish. 


The honor of the area where he was born and 


raised: 


The Prophet # was born in Makkah, the Mother 
of the towns (Umm al-Qurû), the place where 


° He is referring to the verse: “Our Lord! Send amongst them a 
` Messenger of their own who shall recite unto them Your Verses 
and instruct them in the Book (this Qur’ûn) and wisdom and 
sanctify them. Verily! You are the All-Mighty, the All-Wise”. 


(2:129). That is why the Prophet Ê used to say “I am the Da ‘wah 
of Ibrahîm, and the last to give the glad tidings about me was Isû”. 
Narrated by Ibn ‘Asûkir on the authority of ‘Ibûdah ibn As-Sûmit, 
and reported to be a good (Hasan) Hadîth by Imûãm as-Siûfî. 
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Ibrahîm built the House of Allaah ((the Ka ‘bah at 
Makkah) and invited people to come to it for Hajj 
(pilgrimage). People have been coming to the 
Ka ‘bah for Hajj since the time of Ibrûhîm, and it 1s 
mentioned In the books of the Prophets, with the best 
description. 


His perfect discipline and upbringing: 


The Prophet š5 was raised with the most perfect 
discipline. He was known for being honest, 
righteous, just, and for abandoning all forms of evil 
acts (such as adultery) and oppression. He was 
known for these qualities by all those who knew him 
before the Message, and by all, who believed in 
him, as well as those who disbelieved in his 
Message. Nothing disgraceful was ever known about 
him, in his sayings, deeds or manners. He was 
never known to have ever lied, practiced oppression 
or committed any sin. 


His perfect creation and iınage: 


The Prophet % was the most perfect and 
beautiful creation, which combined all the merits and 
charms which signify his perfection. 


He was Illiterate, and grew up among an 
illiterate nation, where neither he nor them knew of 
the knowledge of the people of the Scripture, 1.e. the 
Torah and the Bible. He never read or heard any of 
the knowledge of the people of his time. He did not 
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claim Prophethood, until he was forty, but after that, 
he came with wondrous words (i.e. the Qur’ãn) the 
like of which was never known before by the people 
of previous or later times. He was followed by those 
who were deemed weak, and was belied by the 
leaders of his people, who persecuted him and 
exerted every possible effort to destroy him and his 
followers, just as the disbelievers have always done 
to the Prophets and their followers. 


Those who followed him did not do so for any 
worldly incentive or due to fear of him, as he did not 
have any property to give them or ranks to appoint 
them to. He did not even have a sword. It was bis 
enemies who inflicted every type of torture on his 
followers, who in turn tolerated all this with 
patience, awaiting the reward from Allãh. They 
never turned away from their religion, as they felt 
the beauty of faith and knowledge in their hearts. 


Hts Migration from Madînah: 

Since the age of Prophet [brûhîm, the Arabs 
used to come to Makkah for pilgrimage every year. 
So, the Prophet š# used to go out at that season, 
when all the Arabian tribes gathered for pilgrimage, 
to convey the Message to them, calling them to 
Allah and exhorting them to enter the fold of Islãm. 
He used to do so, with patience with those who 
belied him, who were averse to him and those who 
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turned away. He continued until he tiı.ı the 
inhabitants of Madinah, who were the netghbors of 
the Jews, who knew about him and his description 
from their books. When they met with the Prophet 
34 they knew that he was the awaited Prophet, that 
the Jews used to speak about. As well as that, they 
heard the news of his Message that was spreading all 
over the area, ten years or so after the beginning Of 
his mission. They believed in him, gave him the 
pledge of allegiance for his migration and the 
migration of his companions to Madînah, and also to 
fight with him in the Cause of Allûh (i.e. perform 
Jihdd). 

Consequently, the Prophet and his followers 
migrated to Madinah, where the emigrants and the 
Ansûr”, settled together. None of them embraced 


Islam for any worldly pleasure or for fear, except for 
a few of the Ansûr who apparently embraced Islam 
(i.e. the hypocrites), but then, some of them 
repented and became better in their Dîn (religion and 
faith). The Prophet # was then allowed to go out for 
Jihûd, and was ordered to fight the disbelievers. He 
continued in the cause of Allah in the most perfect 
way, observing honesty, justice and fulfilling every 
promise. He was never known to tell any lie, and 
never known to inflict oppression or Injustice on 


° The companions of the Prophet from the inhabitants of Madînah. 
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anyone. Rather, he was the most honest, most just 
and the first to fulfill his promise to all people. He 
observed all this throughout all the different 
circumstances that they underwent, between war and 
peace, security and fear, wealth and poverty, power 
and incapability. They were few in number but 
steadily increasing, and they remained steadfast 
during times of victory over their enemy and during 
times of defeat. Throughout all these phases, he 
continued on the same path, until his Da ‘wah was 
established throughout all the Arabian Peninsula, 
which was dominated by paganism, soothsaying, 
obeying Allãh’s creations while disbelieving in 
Allah, shedding blood which is prohibited to shed, 
severing the ties of kinship, and on top of that, they 
did not believe in the Hereafter or the Day of 
Judgment. Yet, when those same people discovered 
Islam and followed its guidance, they became the 
most knowledgeable people on earth, and moreover 
the most religious, the most just and the best of all 
people, so much so, that even when the Christians 
saw the Muslims upon their arrival in Syria, they 
sald: “Those who accompanied Jesus, were no 
better than those people (i.e. the Muslims)”. 


The effects and impressions left by them on 
earth, concerning their deeds and knowledge, in 
comparison to the impressions left by others, are 
obvious to every wise man. Even though, the 
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religion of the Prophet š3 was established and obeyed 
by everybody, who gave him preference over their 
lives and their property, he died without leaving one 
single Dirham or Dînûr, and none of his heirs were 
allowed to inherit anything that he left behind. He 
persevered at all times, showing the wondrous signs 
and miracles that require pages to detail. He told his 
companions about the unknown past, what will be - 
in the future- and enjoined on them to do right and 
forbade them from doing wrong. He made lawful 
for them all good things, and made all evil 
unlawful. The Sharî ‘ah was gradually revealed to the 
Prophet 3š, who in turn taught it to his people as it 
was revealed to him, until the religion of Allah was 
completed. 


The Sharî ‘ah that was revealed to him, was 
absolutely complete. There was no right or pious 
thing but it was prescribed, and there was no evil, 
which is known to the sound mind, except that he 
prohibited it. He never ordered them to do anything, 
to which they reacted negatively saying: “Wish that 
he did not command us to do”, and he never forbade 
them from doing anything, that they reacted to by 
saying: “Wish he did not forbid us from doing it”. 
He made lawful for them all good things, unlike the 
other religions, which prohibited some of them. He 
prohibited them from all evils, unlike some other 
religions, which made lawful some evil things. There 
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was nothing which was mentioned in the earlier 
Scriptures, the Torah, the Bible, and the Psalms 
concerning Allah, the Angels and the Day of 
Judgment, except that the Prophet š# told his people 
about them in the most prefect way, and included 
even more than what was mentioned in these books. 
There was no encouragement to perform pious deeds 
in the other Scriptures, except that the Prophet 3% 
ordered them to do so, and even better. 


If a man of wisdom compares the worship, 
prescribed punishments in I[slãm, and all other 
legislation that were ordained by the Prophet šš to 
that of the other nations, he would see the superiority 
of Islam. If the knowledge, Dîn (faith and religion), 
worship and obedience to Allêh - of the Muslim- 
was compared to other nations, it would be clear that 
they are more courageous and stronger in heart. If 
their generosity, piety and forgiveness were 
compared to others, it would be clear to every man 
of reason that they are more generous and pious than 
others. 


They learnt these virtues, and acquired them 
from the Prophet #, and he is the one who 
commanded them to this behavior. They were not 
following one of the previous scriptures, which he 
came to complete, as Jesus came to fulfill the 
Sharî ‘ah of the Torah. Consequently, the virtues of 
the followers of Jesus and their knowledge were 
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taken partly from the 7Torah, from the other 
prophecies, from Jesus and from the disciples. They 
also adopted some of the sayings of the Philosophers 
and others into the religion of Jesus, until they 
introduced into it the principles of the atheists, which 
contradict the religion of Jesus. 


As for the nation of Muhammad š they were 
not reading books before his Message. On the 
contrary, most of them did not believe in Moses, 
Jesus, Dawûd, the Torah, the Bible or the Psalms 
except through him. It was Muhammad 3% who 
ordered them to believe in all the Prophets and tO 
acknowledge all the Books revealed from Allah. He 
prohibited them from differentiating between the 
Prophets, as Allah Almighty sald:

"Say (O Muslims): "We believe in Allah 
and that which has been sent down to 


Ibrûhîm, Ismû‘l, Ishûq, Ya'qûb and al- 
Asbût (the twelve sons of Ya'qûb), and 
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that which has been given to Mûsû and 
Jesus and that which has been given to 
the Prophets from their Lord. We make 
no distinction between any of them, and 
to Him we have submitted (in Islam)". 
So tf they believe in the like of that which 
you believe, then they are rightly guided, 
but if they turn away, then they are only 
in opposition. So Allûh will suffice you 
against them. And He is the All-Hearer, 
the All-Knower" (2:136-137), 


and said:

"The Messenger (Muhammad 3#) believes‏ 
in what has been sent down to him jrom‏ 
his Lord, and (so do) the believers. Each‏ 


one believes in Allûh, His Angels, His 
Books and His Messengers. They Say, 
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"We make no distinction between one 
another of His Messengers" and they 
say, "We hear, and we obey, (We seek) 
Your Forgiveness, our Lord and to You ts 
the return (of all). Allûh burdens not a 
person beyond his scope. He gets reward 
for that (good) which he has earned, and 
he is punished for that (evil) which he 
has earned ...." (2:285-286). 


His nation š#% do not allow themselves tO 
introduce any innovations (such as in worship) or 
any legislation into the religion, which was not 
revealed by Allah. They only believe in that with 
which Muhammad # came, and what he told them 
regarding the stories of the Prophets and their 
nations, in order to take lessons from them. 
Whatever the people of the Scripture told them, 
which is in accordance with what they have in the 
Qur'ãn and Sunnah, they believe in it. What they do 
not know, whether it was true or false, they abstain 
from accepting or commenting about its being true 
or not. Whatever they know that it is definitely false, 
they reject it and confirm that it is not true. Those 
who innovated in Islam, such as the sayings of the 
Indian, Persian and Greek Philosophers or others, 
the Muslims consider them as innovators in the 
religion and even bearing some atheism. This was 
the faith of the companions of the Prophet 3 and 
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their followers, and is still the belief of the scholars 
of Islam, and all Muslims in general. Whoever 
contradicts this faith, is considered disgraced and 
expelled, which is the belief of Ahl- al-Sunnah wa 
al-Jamû ‘ah (mainstream Islãm), This group was 
described by the Prophet # when he said: “4 group 
of my followers will remain victorious in their 
struggle in the cause of the Truth and they will not 
be harmed by those who dispute or stand againsi 
them, till the Day of Judgment ”.5 


Some Muslims, may still have their disputes 
even though they agree on fundamental prınciples 
which reflect the religions of the Prophets in general 
and the religion of Muhammad š# in particular. 
Whoever contradicts these fundamentals is 
considered a disgraced atheist. They are not like the 
Christians who invented a religion, which is not the 
religion of Jesus or of any of the other Prophets. 
Allah the Almighty sent all His Prophets to teach 
people useful knowledge and pious deeds. Whoever 
follows the Prophets in their words and actions, will 
gain happiness in this world and in the Hereafter, 
and whoever fails to do so, will fall into the pit of 
innovation. When Allãh sent His Prophet š# with 
guidance and the religion of Truth, the Muslims 
rece1ved this guidance directly from him.

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His nation is the most perfect of nations: 


From the above statement, we deduce that the 
nation of Muhammad %# is the most perfect of 
nations, in their deeds, knowledge and worship. It is 
well known that any form of perfection in the student 
emanates from the teacher. He # was the most 
perfect person in his religion and knowledge. 


We are further assured that he was honest when 
he said: “ because he who is not honest, is either 
lying deliberately or mistaken in what he says.” The 
first assumption (i.e. lying deliberately) means that 
he is a liar, while the second (i.e. committing a 
mistake) means that the person is ignorant and being 
led astray. Muhammad š was neither ignorant nor a 
liar (his people called him the truthfully honest), and 
that is why Allah the Almighty said about him in the 
Qur’aãn:

And said:

“Shall I inform you (O people!) upon 
whom the devils descend? They descend 
on every lying, sinful person. Who gives 
ear (to the devils and they pour what they 
nay have heard of the unseen from the 
angels), and most of them are liars.” 
(26:221-223). 


In the above verses, Allah, Glorified be He, 
declared that the Shaitûn (Satan) inspires those who 
resemble him in his qualities, in order to fulfill his 
purposes. Ihe Shaitûn always aims at fulfilling evil, 
which includes lying and committing adultery, but he 
never alms to establish truth and justice. That is why 
he always affiliates with those who lie deliberately or 
by mistake, as making a mistake in one’s Dîn 
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(religion and faith) is also from the Shaitûn. When 
Ibn Mas ûd was asked about a religious matter, he 
sald: “I would answer you, but according to my own 
opinion. If it was right, then it is a blessing from 
Allah, but if it was wrong then it has come from me 
and from the Shaitûn. Allûh and His Prophet are not 
responsible for it”. The Prophet % is protected from 
the Inspiration of the devils, whether deliberately or by 
mistake. On the contrary, anyone other than the 
Prophet %# is subject to making mistakes, whose 
source is the Shaitûn, even though his mistake is 
forgiven. That is why Allah the Almighty said about 
His Messenger # 2

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Second: The material Signs Of Prophecy 


1. The sign of the splitting of the moon: 


One of the greatest signs of prophecy is the splitting 
of the moon. Allah the Almighty says:

“The Hour has drawn near, and the 
moon has been split. And if they see a 
sign, they turn away, and say: “This is 
continuous magic. They belied (the 
Verses of Allûh- this Qur ûn) and 
Jollowed their own lusts. And every 
matter will be settled. And indeed there 
has come to them news (in this Qur’ûn) 
wherein there is (enough warning) to 
check (them from evil). Perfect wisdom 
(this Qur’ ûn), but (the preaching of) 
warners benefit them not” (54:1-5). 


There is consensus among the scholars that the 
splitting of the moon was at the time of the Prophet 
3#. Their consensus is supported by evidence from 
Hadith. 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
‘Anas Ibn Mûlik who said : “that the inhabitants of 


Makkah asked the Prophet š# to show them a 
miracle, and so he showed them the moon splitting in 


two halves, until they saw the space between 
them ”®. 


Imam al-Bukharî also narrated on the authority 


of Ibn ‘Abbûs who said: “The moon was split in two 


parts during the lifetime of the Prophet š7. 


Imam al-Bukhûrî also narrated on the authority 


‘Anas Ibn Mûlik Ibn an-Nadr is the servant of the Prophet و‎ 
was so called, and he was proud of the title. He served the Prophet 


5 for 10 years and he ا‎ made Du‘û’ for him to have blessing in 
all his life matters and to have a long life. Subsequently, ‘Anas had 
an orchard which produced fruit twice a year, and he also had Basil 
plants ~in that orchard- which had Musk like fragrance. 80 boys 
and girls were born for him and he lived for 120 years. He was tbe 


last of the companions of the Prophet 5 to die in Basra. 
' Jbn ‘Abbûs, is ‘Abdullûh Ibn ‘Abbûs Ibn ‘Abdul-Murtalib, the

cousin of the Prophet 9 who was called “Trujunûn al-Qur ûn” i.e. 


the interpreter of the Qur'’ûn. The Messenger of Allah ا‎ made 
Du‘@’ for him and said: “0 Allûh teach him wisdom”. He died in 
Tûa’if in the year 68 AH, when he was seventy years old.

All the narrations, which are reported by the 
companions of the Prophet š3 in addition to what is 
mentioned in the Qur’ãn about the same event, 
assure that this miracle definitely took place during 
the lifetime of the Prophet š#. 


2. Invoking Allah _(Duû) for_ rain ((Istisqû’ 
prayer): 

Imam al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
‘Anas Ibn Mûlik who said: “A man came to the 
Prophet %#% and said: “O Messenger of Allûh! 
Livestock have been destroyed and the roads are cut 
ojj, so please supplicate for rain”. The Messenger of 
Allah šš made Du‘û’ and it rained from that Friday 
fo the next Friday. The man came again to the 
Prophet and said: “O Messenger of Allûh! Houses

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have collapsed, roads are cut off and livestock are 
destroyed. Ask Allûh for us to make it stop”. So The 
Prophet š¥ said: “O Allûh make it rain upon the 
hills, small mountains, bottoms of the valleys and 
the plantaltons”. So the clouds cleared away from 
Madinah just as when clothes are removed”. 


Imûam al-Bukhûrî also narrated on the authority 
of ‘Anas Ibn Malik who said: “During the lifetime Oof 
the Prophet š# a droughı affected the area of 
Madinah and its surroundings. So while the Prophet 
3# was delivering the Friday sermon, a man entered 
the mosque and said: “O Messenger of Allûh, our 
wealth has been destroyed and our offspring are 
hungry so please invoke Allah to bless us with rain”. 
So Allûh's Messenger raised both his hands towards 
the sky, and at that time there was not a trace of 
cloud in the sky. By Allûh, no sooner had Allah ’s 
Messenger lowered his hands than the clouds started 
gathering like mountains. Before he got down jrom 
the pulpit I saw rain-water trickling down his beard. 
It rained that day, the nex! day, and the third, fill the 
next Friday, when the same Bedouin or some other 
person stood up (during the Friday Sermon) and 
said: “0O Allûh’'s Messenger! The houses have 
collapsed and the livestock are drowned. Please 
invoke Allûh fur us". So Allûh’s Apostle raised both

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his hands and said: “O Allah! Around us and not 
upon us’. Whichever side the Prophet directed his 
hand, the clouds dispersed from there till a hole (in 
fhe clouds) was formed over Madînah. The valley of 
QJanûdt remained flowing (with water) Jor one month 
and none, came for ouisid? (the area) except that he 
talked about the abundani rain”. 


Invoking Allûh fer rain at Tabûk- 


‘'Imar Ibn al-Khattdûb +# was asked by some 
companions to talk to them about the hardship and 
distress they faced on their way to Tabûk. Thereupon 
he said to them: “When we left for Tabûk, the 
weather was extremely hot. When we arrived at 
Tabûk and camped there, we were extremely thirsty — 
due to the excessive heat and the shortage of water- 
until we felt that our necks would be cut off. A4 man 
would slaughter his camel, so that he could drink the 
water Jrom its belly. Then, ‘Abû Bakr +ë said: “O0 
Messeneer of Allûh! Supplicate Allûh for us (to bless 
us with water)”. The Messenger of Allah š# then 
sald to him: “Would you like that?” ‘Abû Bakr 
replied: “Yes I would”. The Prophet ¥ then raised 
his hands towards the sky, and before he lowered 
them down, the response came Jrom Allah, and a 
rain full cloud passed, pouring its water down. We 
Jilled our utensils and went to inspect -where it came 
Jrom- but we discovered that it did not exceed the 
boundaries ©1 ‘ie camp. ” 
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Imûm al-Wûqidî® said that at the battle of 


Tabûk, the Muslims had twelve thousand camels and 
a similar number of horses, and their number was 
almost thirty thousand fighters. He added that the 
rainfall (after the Du û’) was so abundant, that the 
pools of water were pouring one into the next, even 
though it was extremely hot. 


His Du‘û’_ š3 on the Quraish: 


There were many occasions when the Prophet š# 
made Du ‘û’ on the Quraish, upon which he received 
an immediate response from Allah. For example, he 
made Du‘û’ on the Quraish, when they insisted on 
rejecting his Message in the most aggressive way, 
and inflicted all forms of oppression against him and 
his companions. The Messenger of Allãh, š invoked 
Allah to curse them, so they were afflicted with 
seven years of famine like at the time of Prophet 
Yûsuf (Joseph) ¥. They actually suffered from a 
year of famine and severe drought which destroyed 
everything until they ate the bones, carcasses and 
dogs. Thereupon, Abû-Sufyûn (from the Quraish) 
asked the Prophet š# to make Du‘û’ to Allah to 
alleviate their suffering, and Allah Almighty 
responded to his Du ‘û.

Imam al-Bukhûrî reported on the authority of 
Anas Ibn Mûlik that whenever drought threatened 
them, ‘Umar Ibn al-Khartûb used fo ask al-‘Abbûs 
fo invoke Allûh for rain. ‘Umar # used to say: “O 
Allah! We used to ask our Prophet š to invoke You 
Jor rain, and You would bless us with rain, and now 
we ask his uncle to invoke You for rain. O Allûh! 
Bless us with rain“ 


3. The miracles related to the earth: 


There are some miracles related to the earth 
concerning solid matter and some related to animals. 


A. The spouting of water from between his fingers: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Anas Ibn Mûlik who said: “I saw the Prophet š# one 
day, when if was time for ‘Asr (afternoon) prayer. 
Ihen the people were searching for water to make 
Wudu ’ (ablultion) but could not find any. The Prophet 
#š ordered that some water for Wudû’ be brought to 
him. He then placed his hand in the pot and ordered 
the people to start making Wudû’ using that water. I 
saw the water spouting from underneath his fingers, 
and the people started performing Wudû’ until all of

Imûm uı Bukhûrı also narrated on the authority 
of Anas who sald: “It was the time of prayer one day 
and the people whose houses were close to the 
mosque went to their houses to perform Wudû ’, while 
the others remained there. A stone pot containing 
water was brought to the Prophet i , who wanted to 
put his hand in it, but it was tee small . So, he had

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to bring his fingers together before putting his hand 
In the pot. Then all the people performed Wudû 
(wıth that water)”. They were eighty men according 
to the narration of Anas. 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of al- 
Bard’ Ibn ‘Azib # who said ۰: “We were one 
thousand four hundred persons on the day of al- 
Hudaibiyah (Treaty). Al-Hudaibiyah is a well, and 
we drew out its water without leaving a single drop. 
Ihe Prophet % sat at the edge of the well and asked 
Jor some water with which he rinsed his mouth and 
then he threw it out into the well. We stayed for a 
short while and then drew water from the well and 
quenched our thirst, and even our riding animals 
drank water to their satisfaction "®. 


The Miracle on the Day of Hudaibiyah (Treaty): 

Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Jabir Ibn ‘Abdullûh who said: “The people became 
very thirsty on the day of al-Hudaibiyah (Treaty). A 
small pot containing some water was in front of the 
Prophet %#¥ and when he had finished performing 
ablution, the people rushed towards him. 


He asked, “What is wrong with you?”. They 
replied: “We have no water either for performing

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Wudû ’ or for drinking except what is present in front 
of you”. So he placed his hand in that pot and the 
water started flowing between his fingers like 
Springs. We all drank and performed ablution (from 
i1). 1I asked Jûbir: “How many were you?”. He 
replied: “Even if we had been one hundred- 
thousand, it would have been sufficient for us, but we 
were Jifteen hundred”. 


`aIniûm al-Bukhûrî also narrated on the authority 
of al-Miswar and Marawan Ibn al-Hakam, in a long 
Hadith about the Treaty of al-Hudaibiyah “The 
Prophet +ë changed his way till he dismounted at the 
Jarthest end of al-Hudaibiyah at a pit (i.e. small 
well) containing little water which the people used in 
Small amounts, and in a short while the people used 
up all its water and complained of thirst to Allah ’s 
Messenger #. The Prophet took an arrow out of his 
arrow-case and ordered them to put the arrow in that 
pit. By Allah, the water started and continued 
spouting out fill all the people quenched their thirst 


and returned with satisfaction ”. 


Some _ people embraced Islam when they saw the 
miracle of _ the water: 


Imam al-Bukharî narrated on the authority of 
‘Imran Ibn Husain that they were with the Prophet #š

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on a journey. They traveled the whole night, and 
when dawn approached, they took a rest and sleep 
overwhelmed them fill the sun rose high in the sky. 
Ihe first to get up was Abû Bakr <4 . Allûh’s 
Messenger š5 used not to be awakened from his 
sleep, until he woke up by himself. ‘Umar +# woke 
up and then Abû Bakr # sat by the side of the 
Prophet ’s head š#¢ and started saying: “Allahu Akbar 
(Allah is great), raising his voice fill the Prophet #¥ 
woke up (and after travelling for a while) he 
dismounted and led us in the morning prayer. A man 
amongst the people failed to join us in the prayer. 
When the Prophet š# had finished the prayer, he 
asked (the man) “O so and so! What prevented you 
Jrom offering the prayer with us?” He replied, “I 
am Junub (in a state of sexual impurity)”. Allûh’s 
Messenger #¥ ordered him to perform Tayammum?? 


wıth clean earth. The man then offered the prayer. 
Allah ’s Messenger #š ordered me and a few others to 
go ahead of him. We had become very thirsty. While 
we were on our way, we came across a lady (riding 
an animal) hanging her legs between two water- 
skins. We asked her, “Where can we get water?” She 
replied: “Oh! There is no water”. We asked: “How 
Jar is your village from the water ?” She replied: “A 
distance of a day and a night “. We said: “Come to 


*° It means performing ablution using sand or earth when water is not 
available... 
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Allah ’s Messengers”. She asked: “Who is Allûh’s 
Messenger?” So we brought her to the Prophet # 
against her will, and she told him what she had told 
us before and added that she was the mother of 
orphans. So the Prophet 4ë ordered that her two 
water-skins be brought and he rubbed the mouths of 
the water-skins. AS we were thirsty, we drank fill we 
quenched our thirst and we were forty men. We also 
Jilled our water-skins and other utensils with water, 
but we did not water the camels. The water skin was 
so full that it was almost about to burst. The Prophet 
š#¥ then said: “Bring what (foodstuff) you have”. So, 
some dates and pieces of bread were collected for the 
lady, and when she went to her people, she said: “I 
have met either the greatest magician or a prophet as 
the people claim”. So Allûh guided the people of 
that village through that lady. She embraced Islam 
and so did all of them. ”. 


B. Food multiplies in amount in his hand ¥: 


Milk becomes abundant on some occasions as well: 

Imam al-Bukhûrî reported on the authority of 
Abû Hurairah who said: “By Allûh except whom 
none has the right to be worshiped, (sometimes) I 
used to lay (asleep) on the ground on my liver 
(abdomen) because of hunger. One day I sat in the

way, where they (the Prophet š and his companions) 
used to come. When Abû Bakr +# passed by, I asked 
him about a Verse from Allûh’s Book and 1 only 
4sked him hoping that he might satisfy my hunger, 
but he passed by and did not do so. Then ‘Umar +# 
passed by me and I asked him about a Verse from 
Allah's Book, and I only asked him hoping that he 
mıght satisfy my hunger, but he passed by without 
doing so. Finally, Abul-Qûsim (the Prophet #) 
passed by me and he smiled when he saw me, for he 
knew what was in my heart and on my face. He 
said: “0O Abû Hirr (Abû Hurairah)!” I] replied: 
“Labbaik*, O Messenger of Allûh”. He said to me: 


“Follow me.” He left and I followed him. Then he 
entered the house and I asked permission to enter 
and was admitted. He found milk in a bowl and 
said: “From where is this milk?” They said: “It has 
been presented to you by such and such a man (or by 
such and such family). He said: “O0 Abû Hirr!” ] 
said: “Labbaik O Messenger of Allûh”. He said: 
“Go and call the people of Suffah® to me”. He said 


(1.e. Abû Hurairah): “These people of Suffah were 
the guests of Islam who had no families, nor money,

object of charity was brought to the Prophet šš he 
would send it to them and would not take anything 
Jrom it, and when a present was given to him he used 
to send some to them and take some of it himself. 
Ihe order of the Prophet š# upset me, and I said to 
myself. “How will this little bit of milk be enough 
Jor the people of As-Suffah?” 1 thought I was more 
entitled to drink from that milk in order to Str 1gthen 
myself, but behold! The Prophet šš came to order 
me to give that milk to them. I wondered what would 
remain of that milk for me, but anyway, I could not 
but obey Allah and His Messenger #k, so I went to 
the people and called them, and they came and asked 
the Prophets permission to enter. They were 
admitted and took their seats in the house. The 
Prophet š¢ said: “O Aba Hırr!” I said: “Labbaik O 
Messenger of Allah”. He said: “Take it and give tlt 
to them.” So, I took the bowl (of milk) and started 
giving it to one man who would drink his fill and 
return it to me, whereupon I would give it to another 
man who, in his turn, would drink hts Jill and return 
it to me, and I would then offer it to another man 
who would drink his fill and return it to me. Finally, 
after the whole group had drunk their fill, I reached 
the Prophet #ë who took the bowl and put it on his 
hand, looked at me and smiled and said: “O0 Abû 
Hirr!” I replied: “Labbaik O Messenger of Allah”. 
He said: “There remains you and I”. I said: “You 
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have said the truth O Messenger of Allûh!”. He sald: 
“Sit down and drink.” I sat down and drank. He 
said: “Drink”, and I drank. He kept on telling me 
repeatedly to drink, fill I said, “No. By Allah Who 
sent you with the Truth, I have no space for it (ln my 
stomach)”. He said: “Hand it over to me.” When I 
gave him the bowl, he praised Allah and 
pronounced, Allûh’s Name on it and drank the 
remaining milk”. 


The reason behind Ibn Mas ûd’s embracing Islam: 


Imûm Ahmad narrated on the authority of Ibn 
Mas ûd who said : “I! was a young shepherd boy 
pasturing sheep for ‘Ugqbah Ibn Abû Mu ‘atyt. Ihe 
Prophet # once came with Abû Bakr <# and said: “O 
boy, do you haye milk for us to drink?” I replied : 
“Yes, but I am entrusted with these sheep (1.e. I 
cant let you drink their milk)”. The Prophet # sald: 
“Do you have a virgin sheep that has never mated 
with a male?” I thereupon brought him a sheep, 
which he caught and stroked its udder, which 
became full with milk. The Prophet š$ milked the 
sheep into a bowl, drank some of the milk and gave 
Abû Bakr to drink. After that the Prophet # sald to 
the udder, “Shrink” and it did. I went to the 
Prophet # after this incident and said to him: “Teach 
me this kind of talk (i.e. the prayers he was

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uttering)”. The Prophet š¢ stroke his head and said: 
“O boy! May Allûh have mercy on you. You are 
already a learned boy”. (In another narration by 
Imûm al-Baihaqî, Ibn Mas ‘ûd added: “1I learnt from 
the Prophet š# seventy chapters that no one else 
learnt from him”. 


The Hadith narrated by Umm Ma‘bad (on the way 
to Madinah): 


When the Prophet šš was on his way to Madînah 
(during his migration Journey), he stopped at the 
tent of a woman called Umm Ma ‘bad al-Khıutzû ‘iyah. 
he was a gracious lady who sat at her tent-door 

.h a mat spread out for any traveler that might 
„1 AS by. The Prophet #š and his companion wanted 
. refresh themselves with food and some milk, So 
iey asked her if she had anything (food or milk) for 
1em. The lady told them that the flock was out in the 
sture and the goat standing nearby was almost 
. and it was a rainless year. The Prophet š# asked 
ıcr tO bring that goat to him. He rubbed its udders 
ith his hand, reciting the name of Allah and making 
DOu‘û’. 70 their joy, there flowed plenty of milk out 
of them. The Prophet #¥ first offered it to the lady of 
the house, and she drank unfil she quenched her 
thirst. He š%# shared what was left with his 
companıons, and thev drank to their fill. Before he 
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left, he milked the goat once more, filled the 
container and gave it to her. When her husband 
arrived with slender goats hardly having any milk in 
their udders, he was astonished to see milk in the 
house. His wife told him that a blessed man passed 
by, and then she gave him details about his physical 
appearance and manner of talk. Here Abû Ma ‘bad 
realized on the spot that the man was the one whom 
the Quraish were searching for and asked her to give 
a full description of him.... ^ 


The story of Umm Shuraik: 


Imûm al-Baihaqî related on the authority of Abû 
Hurairah who said: “There was a woman from the 
tribe of Doas called Umm Shuraik®®, who embraced 


Islam in Ramadûn”. Abû Hurairah mentioned the

am asking for someone to take me to the Prophet 1 so he offered to 
take her to him, and he did. Before she migrated to Madinah, she 
was active in making Da‘wah to Islûm in Makkah. She used to go 
secretly to the women of Quraish, inviting them to embrace Islam, 
until her activities in Makkah were disclosed. Thereupon, they took 
her by force i her family, so she migrated to Madinah. (Usd al- 
Ghûbah 7/351. 
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story of her migration to Madinah, accompanied by 
a Jewish man. On the way, she became thirsty, but 
he refused to give her water unless she embraced 
Judaism. She fell asleep and saw in her dreams that 
someone was giving her water, and when she woke 
up She felt that she has quenched her thirst. When 
she came to the Prophet š she told him her story, 
and he asked her for marriage, but she felt that she 
did not deserve to be the wife of the Prophet š and 
said to him: “But marry me to whoever you choose”. 
He married her to his slave Zaid Ibn Hûrithah, and 
he ordered that 30 Sû‘ (a measure of capacity) of 
barley be given to her, and said to them: “Eat and 
do nol re-measure the barley”. She also had some 
clarified butter in a small leather skin which she 
intended to give as a present to the Prophet š . She 
ordered her servant to carry it to him š, and when 
she arrived there, she poured it all for him. He 
ordered her to hang it in its place, when she gets 
back (to Umm Shuraik) and not to tie it up. When 
Umm Shuraik came in, she found that the skin was 
Jull, so she asked her servant: “Didn’t I ask you to 
take it to the Messenger of Allûh #š? The servant 
assured her that she did. They mentioned what 
happened to the Prophet št and he ordered them not 
to tie lt up. It remained there for a while, until Umm 
Shuraik tied it up, and when they measured the 
barley, they found that it was still 30 Sû”. 
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Another Hadith reported by Jabir: 


Imûm Muslim reported on the authority of Jûbir 
that a man came to the Prophet š and asked for 
Jfood. He gave him half a Wasq (measure) of barley, 
and the man and his wife and their guest Kept on 
making use of it (as a food) until he weighed it (in 
order to find the actual quantity), but he found 
nothing left. He came to Allah ’s Messenger š% and 
informed him about it. He said: “Had you not 
weighed it, you would be eating out of it and tt 
would have remained intact for you”. 


The Prophet š#¥ is a guest of Abû Talhah al-Ansûrt : 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî related on the authority of Anas 
Ibn Mûlik who said: “Abû Talhah said to Umm 
Sulaim: “I have noticed feebleness in the voice of 
Allûh’s Messenger šë which I think, is caused by 
hunger. Have you got any food?” She said: “Yes.” 
She brought out some loaves of barley and took out a 
veil belonging to her, and wrapped ihe bread in part 
of it and put it under my arm and wrapped part of 
the veil round me and sent me to Allah ’s Messenger 
## I carried it and found Allûh ’s Messenger š¥ i 
the Mosque sitting with some people. When I stood 
there, Allûh’s Messenger š asked: “Has Abû

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Talhah sent you?” 1I said: “Yes”. He asked: “With 
some food?” I said: “Yes”. The Prophet + then said 
lo the men around him: “Get up!” He set out 
(accompanied by them) and I went ahead of them fill 
1 reached Abû Talhah and told him (of the Prophet ’s 
visit). Abû Talhah said: “O0 Umm Sulaim! Allûh’s 
Messenger +¥ is coming with the people and we have 
no food to feed them.”

So Abû T alhah went out to 
receive Allûh ’s Messenger š. Allûh’s Messenger #4 
came along wiih Abû Talhah and said: “O0 Umm 
Sulaim! Bring whatever you have.” She brought the 
bread, which Allûh’s Messenger # ordered to be 
broken into pieces. Umm Sulaim poured on them 
some butter from an oilskin. Then Allûh’s Messenger 
## recited what Allûh wished him to recite, and then 
said: “Let ten persons come (to share the meal)”. 
len persons were admitted, and when they were full, 
Ihey went out. Then he again said: “Let another ten 
do the same”. They were admitted, ate their Jill and 
went oul. Then he again said: “Let another ten 
persons (do the same).” They were admitted, ate 
their fill and went out. Then he said: “Let another 
ten persons come.” In short, all of them ate their 
Jill, and they were seventy or eighty men. ”*

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The Prophet 3š is a guest of Jûbi: . .. ‘Abdullah: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrate’. un the authority ot 
Jûbir Ibn ‘Abdullê wu sau: “We were digging (the 
trench) on the day of (al-Khandagq, i.e. the trench) 
and we came across a large solid rock. We went to 
the Prophet š# and said, ” Here is a rock appearing 
across the trench. ” He said, “I am coming down. ” 
Then he got up, and a stone was tied to his belly for 
we had not eaten anything for three days. So, the 
Prophet # took the spade and struck the large rock 
and it became like sand. I said, “O Allah's 
Messenger! Allow me to go home.” (When the 
Prophet 3š allowed me) I said to my wife, “I saw the 
Prophet #¥ in a state that I cannot take lightly, Have 
you got something (for him to eat)?” She replied, “: 
have barley and a she goat.” So I slaughtered the 
she-kid and she ground the barley: then we put the 
meat in an earthenware cooking pot. Then I came to 
the Prophet ššë when the dough had become soft and 
fermented and (the meat in) the poi over the stone 
trivet was nearly cooked, and said, “I have gol d 
little food prepared, so get up O Allûh ’s Messenger, 
you and one or two men along with you (for the 
food).” The Prophet š asked “How much is that 
food?” I1 told him about it. He said: “It is abundant 
and good. Tell your wife not to remove the 
earthenware pot from the fire and not to take out 
any bread from the oven till I reach there.” Then he 
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said (to all his companions): “Get up”. So the 
emigrants and the Ansûr got up. When I came to my 
wife, 1 said: “Allûh’s Mercy be upon you! The 
Prophet š## came along with the emigrants and the 
Ansdûr and those who were present with them. ” She 
sald, “Did the Prophet # ask you (how much food 
you had?” I replied “Yes” Then the Prophet #¥ said: 
“Enter and do not throng” The Prophet š¢ started 
culling the bread (into pieces) and put the cooked 
meat Over it. He covered the earthenware pot and 
Ihe oven whenever he took something out of them. He 
would give the food to his companions and take the 
meat out of the pot. He went on culting the bread 
and scooping the meat (for his companions) 1ill they 
all ate their fill, and even then, some Jood remained. 
Then the Prophet # said (to my wife): “Eat and 
present to others as the people are stricken with 
hunger™™., 


The Walîmah (wedding meal) of Zainab bint 
Jahsh: 


Imûm Muslim reported on the authority of Anas 
Ibn Mûlik who said: “Allûh’s Messenger 3š 
contracted a marriage and went to his wife. My 
mother Umm Sulaim prepared some (food which is 
made of dates, flour and butter) and placed it in an

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earthen vessel and said: “Anas, take it to Allah s 
Messenger and say: “My mother has sent that to You 
and she offers greetings to you and says that it IS a 
humble gift for you on our behalf, Messenger of 
Allah”. So, I went along with it to Allah ’s Messenger 
#4 and said: “My mother offers you salutations and 
says that this is a humble gift for you on our behalf”. 
He said: “Place it here” and then said: “Go and 
invite on my behalf so and so and anyone whom 
you meet”, and he even named some persons. He 
(Anas) said: “I Invited whom he had named and 
whom I met. I (one of the narrators) sald to Anas: 
“How many (persons) were . there? He (Anas) 
said: “They were about three hundred persons. Then 
Allûh’s Messenger (said to me): “Anas, bring that 
earthen vessel”. They (the guests) then began to 
enter until the courtyard and the apartment were 
fully packed. Allûh’s Messenger š# sald: “Make a 
circle of ten (guests), and every person should eat 
from that nearest to hin”. They began 1o eat, until 
they ate to their fill. A group went out (after eating 
the food) and another group came in until a lot of 
them had eaten . He (the Holy Prophet) said to me: 
“Anas, lift it (the earthen vessel)”. So, 1 lifted it, but 
I could not asses whether it had more (food) when I1 
placed it (before Allûh’s Messenger) or when 1 lifted it 
(after the people had been served out ofit)......”* 


30 Narrated by Muslim, Book of “an-Nikûh (marriage). 
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The story of the bowl in the house of Abû Bakr +k: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Abdur-Rahmûn Ibn Abî Bakr who said: “The 
companions of Suffah were poor people. The Prophet 
#% once said: “Whoever has food enough for two 
persons, should take a third one (from among 
them), and whoever has food enough for four 
persons, should take a fifth or a sixth (or said 
something sirmilar).” Abû Bakr +##brought three 
persons while the Prophet # took ten. And Abû Bakr 
with his three family members (who were I my father 
and my mother) (the sub-narrator is in doubt whether 
Abdur-Rahmûn said, “My wife and my servant who 
was common for both my house and Abû Bakr’s 
house ”.) Abû Bakr took his Supper wıth the Prophet 
#$ and stayed there fill he offered the ‘Ishû (night) 
prayer. He returned and stayed fill Allûhs 
Messenger š¢ took his supper. After a part of the 
night had passed, he returned to his house. His wife 
salid to him, “What has detained you from your 
guests?” He said: “Have you served Supper to 
them?” She said, “They refused (to take supper) until 
you come. Ihey (i.e. some members of the 
household) presented the meal to them but they 
refused (to eat)”. I went to hide myself and he said: 
“O Ghunthar!*” He invoked Allûh to cause my ears 


*" This expression indicates that Abû Bakr was angry with his son 
‘Abdur-Rahmûn. 
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fo be cut and he rebuked me. He said: ` Do eat!” 
and added, “I will never eat that meal”. By Allah 
whenever we took a handful of the meal, the meal 
grew from underneath more than that handful Iill 
everybody ate to his satisfaction; yet the remaining 
Jood was more than the original meal. Abi Bakr saw 
the food was as much as or more than the original 
amount. He called his wife, “O sister of banî Firas!” 
She said: “O pleasure of my eyes. The food has been 
tripled in quanfity.” Abû Bakr then started eating 
thereof and said: “It (i.e. my oath not to eat) was 
because of the Shaitan. ” He took a handful from it. 
and carried the rest of it to the Prophet %# so thc 
food was with the Prophet #. There was a tredı 

between us and some people, and when the period ¢ 
that treaty had elapsed, he divided us into fwsive 
groups, each headed by a man. Allah Knows 2m 
many men were under the command of each leader 
Anyhow, the Prophet % surely sert a leader with 
each group. Then all of them ate of that meal”. 


The story of the debt of Jûbir’s father, and the 
multiplication of the dates: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Jûbir who said: “My father had died in debt. So I 
came to the Prophet š and said: “My father (died)

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leaving unpaid debts, and I have nothing except the 
yleld of his date-palms; and their yield for many 
years will not cover his debts. So please come with 
me, so that the creditors may not misbehave with 
me.” The Prophet šë went round one of the heaps of 
dates and invoked Allah, and then did the same with 
another heap and sat on it and said: “Measure (for 
them)”. He paid them their righis and what 
remained was as much as had been paid to them™3#. 


The guest who drank the milk taken from seven 
goats: 


Imûm Muslim related on the authority of Abû 
Hurairah that: “Allûh’s Messenger +¢ invited a non- 
Muslim. Allûh’s Messenger š# commanded that a 
goat be milked for him. It was milked and he drank 
lis milk. Then the second one was milked and he 
drank its milk, and then the other one was milked 
and he drank its milk, fill he drank the milk of seven 
goats. Ihe next morning he embraced Islûm and 
Allah ’s Messenger commanded that a goat should be 
milked for him and he drank its milk and then 
another was milked but he did not finish it, 
whereupon Allûh’s Messenger š# said: “A believer 
drinks in one intestine whereas a non-believer 
drinks in seven intestines ”,.3*

C. The tree follows the command of the Prophet 3¥ 


Imûm Muslim reported on the authority of 
‘Ubûdah Ibn as-Sûmit on the authority of Jûbir who 
said: “We set out on an expedition along with Allûh *s 
Messenger š# until we got down at a spacious valley 
and Allûh’s Messenger š# went to relieve himself. I 
followed him with a bucket full of water and Allah *s 
Messenger + looked about and he found nothing to 
sit behind (for privacy) but two trees at the end of the 
valley. Allûh’s Messenger šš went to one of them and 
took hold of one of its twigs and said: “Follow me 
(i.e. be under my control) by the permission of 
Allah”, and so it followed him like the camel who 
has its nose string in the hand of ifs rider. And then 
he came to the second tree and took hold of one of its 
twigs and said: “Follow me by the permission of 
Allah”, and so it followed him, just as the first one 
did. When he came in the middle of the two trees he 
joined together the two twigs and said: “Join with 
the permission of Allah”, and so they Joined 
together. Jûbir said: “I was afraid lest Allah 's 
Messenger should be aware of my nearness and go 
still farther. I sat down and began to talk to myself, 
and suddenly I found Allûh’s Messenger before me 
and the two trees were separated and each one of 
them was standing at its trunk. I saw Allah *s 
Messenger # standing for a short time, nodding his 
head toward right and left (i.e. pointing to the trees 
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lO g0, one to the right and one to the left)”. Then he 
(The Holy Prophet št) came to me and said: “Jabir, 
did you see the place where I was standing?” I said: 
“Allah's Messenger, yes”. He then said: “Then Jou 
should go to those two trees and cut a twig from 
each of them and go to that place with them where 
I was standing and stand there and place a twig on 
the right and a twig on the left”. Jûbir said: “I set 
out and took hold of a stone and broke it and 
sharpened it and then I came to those trees and cut a 
Iwig from each one of them. 1 then dragged them 
until I stood at the place where Allûh’s Messenger 
had been standing and placed a Iwig on the right and 
a twig on the left. Then I came to him and said: 
‘Allah's Messenger, I have done that, but (kindly) 
explain to me the reason for it”. Thereupon he said: 
“1 passed by two graves the occupants of which had 
been undergoing torment. I liked to make 
intercession for them <o that they might be relieved 
of this torment as long as these twigs remain 
Jresh”. Jûbir said: “We went back to the army camp 
and Allah ’s Messenger š¢ said: “Jûbir, call people to 
perform Wudd’”. 1 said: “Allûh’s Messenger, there 
is not even a drop of water in the army camp ”. There 
was a person who used to cool the water for Allûh’s 
Messenger š# in an old water-skin, which was 
hanging by the twig. He asked me to go to such and 
such Ansûrî (the supporters from the inhabitants of

Madinah) and ask him to see if there was any water 
in that skin. I went to him and cast a glance in it but 
did not find anything but a drop in the mouth of that 
water-skin and if I were fo draw that, the water 
skins dried part would soak it up. I came to Allah *s 
Messenger # and said: “I have not found anything in 
it but a drop of water in the mouth of the water-skin 
and now if I were to draw that, it would be 
absorbed. He then said : “Go and bring that to 
me”. I brought it to him. He took hold of it and 
began to utter something which I could not 
understand and then pressed it with his hand and 
gave that to me and said: “Jûbir, announce for the 
tub to be brought”. So, I announced that the tub of 
the army (be brought). It was brought accordingly 
and I placed it before him (the Holy Prophet). 
Thereupon Allûh’s Messenger š#¢ placed his hands in 
the tub like this: with his fingers stretched out, and 
then he placed his fingers at the bottom of the tub 
and said: “Jûabir, take it (that water-skin) and pour 
water over me and say: “Bismillah” (In the Name 
of Allah)”. I poured water and I said: “Bismillah ” 
(In the Name of Allah)”, and found water spouting 
out between the fingers of Allah s Messenger % . 
Then that tub gushed forth until it was filled up and 
the Messenger # said: “abir, make an 
announcement to the effect: He who needs water 
should take that”. Jûbir said: “The people came 
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and got water until they were all satisfied. I said: “Is 
there anyone left who wants any water? And Allûh ’s 
Messenger š¢ then lifted up his hand from that tub 
and it was still full. Then the people made a 
complaint to Allûh ’s Messenger šš about hunger and 
he said: “May Allah provide you with food!”. We 
came back to the ocean and the ocean was tossing 
and it threw out a big whale and we lit a fire and 
cooked it and took it until we had eaten to our 
heart ’s content. Jûbir said: “I and such and such Jive 
persons entered its socket and nobody could see us 
untill we had come out, and we took hold of one Of its 
ribs and twisted it into a sort of arch, then we called 
ihe tallest of the persons of the army and the most 
huge of the camels of the army and it had a big 
saddle over if, and it could easily pass through it 
without the rider having need to bend down 3, 


A sign which was shown to him by Jibreel 
(Gabriel): 


Imûm Ahmad narrated on the authority of Anas 
lbn Mûlik who said: “Jibreel came to the Messenger 
of Allûh š4 one day, when he was sitting on his own 
Jeeling sad and bleeding after being hit by some of 
the people of Makkah. Jibreel asked him: “What is

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wrong with you?” He said: “Those people did so 
and so to me”. Jibreel then said to him: “Would 
you like me to show you a sign (from Allah)?” The 
Prophet š# sald to him: “Yes”. Jibreel said to him: 
“Look at one of the Irees down at the other end of 
that valley”. And then he said: “Call it”. The 
Messenger of Allah š did, and so the tree came 
walking and stood before him. Jibreel then said to 
him: “Command the tree to go back”. Thereupon the 
Prophet š# commanded it and it vent back to its 
place. The Messenger of Allûh then said: “That ts 
sufficient for me ®, 


The Messenger of Allah š% calls a palm tree which 
responds to hts call: 


Imam Ahmad narrated on the authority of Ibn 
‘Abbûs who said: “A man from Banî ‘Amir came to 
the Prophet šš and said: “O Messenger of Allah! 
Show me (the seal) which is between your two 
shoulders, I am one of the most knowledgeable 
people in medicine”. The Messenger of Allah, then 
said to him: “Shall I show you a sign?” The man 
said: “Yes”. The Messenger of Allah šš then looked 
at a palm tree and said to the man: “Call that bunch 
of dates (on the palm tree)”. So, the man did and 
the bunch of dates came jumping between his hands. 
The Messenger of Allûh then said to it: “Go back”,

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and so it went back to its place. The man then said: 
“O Banî ‘Amer (tribe of ‘Amer) I have never in my 
life come across a magician who is more skilful in 
magic than that man”.” In another narration by 


Imam al-Baihaqî, Ibn ‘Abbûs said: “The man then 
said: “O Banî ‘Amer! By Allah I will never belie 
him in anything he says”. And in another narration 
reported also by [mûm al-Baihagî, Ibn ‘Abbûs said: 
“The bunch of dates came down the palm tree until it 
Jell on the ground, and kept on jumping until it came 
between the hands of the Prophet së When the 
Messenger of Allah šë ordered it to go back, it ther 
went back to iis place on the palm tree. The meru 
then said: “T fesfify that you are the Messenger of 
Allah”, and he embraced Islûm ”.& 


D. The weeping of the pulpit on missing the 
Prophet 3¥: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Jûbir Ibn ‘Abdullûh who said: “The Prophet šë used 
fo stand by the trunk of a date-palm (palm trees were 
used as the pillars of the mosque), while delivering a 
sermon. When the pulpit was placed for him we

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heard that trunk crying like a pregnant she-camel till 
the Prophet šš got down from the pulpit and placed 
his hand over it (he silenced if)”. 


Imam al-Bukhûrî also narrated on the authority 
of Jabir Ibn ‘Abdulldh who said that “The Prophet š 
used to stand by a tree or a date-palm (trunk) on 
Friday. Then an Ansûrî woman or man said: “O 
Allah's Messenger! Shall we make a pulpit for you?” 
He replied: “If you wish”. So, they made a pulpit for 
him and when it was' Friday, he proceeded towards the 
pulpit (to deliver the sermon). The date-palm (trunk) 
cried like a child! The Prophet š%# descended (the 
pulpit) and embraced it while it continued moaning like 
a child being rendered quiet. The Prophet š% said: “It 
was crying for (missing) what it used to hear of 
religious knowledge given near to it. “ 


E. The stones glorify Allah _ in the palm of the 
Prophet ¥ 


Imam al-Baihaqî narrated on the authority Abû 
Dharr who sald: “I saw ‘Uthmûn + one day in a 
situation, after which I never menfioned him except 
wıth all that is good. I was a man who used to 
Jollow the Prophet šš in his seclusion. One day, I

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saw him sitting on his own, so I entered to sit with 
hım. Abu Bakr # then entered, greeted him and sat 
on his right š#, and ‘Umar +# came in and sat to the 
right of Abû Bakr. Then, ‘Uthmûn «<ë came and sat to 
the right of ‘Umar +#. The Prophet š# had seven or 
nine stones in his hand. He took them in his palm, 
and they started to glorify (say Tasbîh) Allah, until 
we heard them moaning (like the trunk of the date- 
palm). When the Messenger of Allah šë put them 
down, they became silent. The Prophet šš then took 
them and put them in the palm of Abû Bakr, and they 
started glorifying Allah (say Tasbîh) until we heard 
them moaning (like the trunk of the date-palm), and 
when he put them down they became silent. The 
Messenger of Allah took them again and put them in 
the hand of ‘Umar, and they started to glorify Allûh, 
unill we heard them crying like the trunk of the date- 
palm, and when he put them down they became 
silent. The Prophet #¢š then put them in the had of 
‘Uthmdn, and they started to glorify Allah until we 
heard them moaning like the trunk of the date-palm, 
and then he put them down, so they became silent. 
Ihe Prophet # then said: “This is the Khilûfah 
(succession) of Prophethood”. 


Imam al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of Ibn 
Mas ûd who said: “We heard the meal glorifying 
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Allah when it was being eaten (by him) ”.“ 


F. The stones salute him # 


Imam Muslim reported on the authority of Jûbir 
that the Prophet š#¢ said: “I recognize a stone in 
Makkah, which used to salute me before my advent 
as a Prophet and I recognize that stone even now”. 


G. The Prophet 3 throws dust into the enemies 
faces in Badr and Hunain: 


Imûm Muslim narrated on the authority of 
Salamah who sald: “We fought by the side of the 
Messenger of Allah at Hunain. Wher we encountered 
fhe enemy, I advanced and ascended a hillock. A 
man from the enemy turned towards me and I shot 
hım with an arrow. He (ducked and) hid himself from 
me. ] could not understand what he did, but (all of a 
sudden) I saw that a group of people appeared from 
fhe other hillock. They and the Companions of the 
Prophet turned back and I too turned back defeated. 
1 had two mantles, one of which was wrapped 
around my waist (covering the lower part of my 
body) and the other I put around my shoulders. My 
waiıst-wrapper became loose and I held the two 
mantles together. (In this downcast condition) I 
passed by the Messenger of Allah šš who was riding

So, they turned back fleeing and Allûh the 
Exalted and Glorious defeated them, and the 
Messenger of Allûh šë distributed their booty among 
the Muslims ”.* 


In another narration by Imûm Muslim, al- Abbûs 
sald (in a long Hadîth): “.......... And the Messenger 
of Allah šš who was riding on his mule looked at 
their fight with his neck stretched forward and he 
said: “This is the time when the fight is raging 
hot”. Then the Messenger of Allah š¥ took (some) 
pebbles and threw them in the face of the infidels. 
Then he said: “By the Lord of Muhammad, the 
infidels are defeated. Al-‘Abbûs said: “I went round 
and saw that the battle was in the same condition in 
which I had seen it. By Allah, it remained in the 
same condition unlill he threw the pebbles. I 
conlinued to watch until I found that their force had

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been spent out and they began to retreat”. 


As for the battle of Badr the Qur’ãn says about it 
in Surah al-Anfûl (the spoils of war): 
...وما ريت إذ رَميْت وَلّكنٌ الله رمَى وَليبْلي المُوْمنينَ‎ 
)٠۷:لافنألا( مه بلَاء حَسنًا إن الله سَميعٌ عليم(۱۷))‎ 


“And you (Muhammad) threw not when 
you did throw but Allûh threw, that He 
might test the believers by a fair trial 
Jfrom Him”. (8:17). 


As for what has taken place in the battle of 
Hunain, the Qur ûn says:

H. The Prophet š#¥ pointed to the idols and they fell 
on their faces: 


Imam al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
‘Abdullah «¢ who said: “When the Prophet së entered 
Makkah on the day of the Conquest, there were 360 
idols around the Ka‘bah. The Prophet + started 
striking them with a stick he had in his hand and was 
saying: “Truth has come and Falsehood will neither 


start nor will it reappear”, “ 


4. The miracles related to animals: 


A. The story of the camel which fled: 


Imam Ahmad narrated on the authority of J@bir 
Ibn ‘Abdullah who said: “We returned from one of 
our journeys with the Prophet št, until we reached a 
garden, which belongs to Bûnî an-Najjûr. When we 
Iried to enter the garden, there was a camel. No one 
enters the garden except that the camel attacks him. 
When the people mentioned this to the Prophet š ,

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he went inside the garden and called the camel who 
came putting his snout on the ground, unfil he knelt 
down 1n Jront of the Prophet +ë. The Prophet š# then 
said: “Bring me a halter “, thereupon he tied him 
up and gave him back to his owner. The Prophet š 
then turned to the people and said: “There is 
nothing -which exists - in between the heaven and 
the earth, except that it knows that I am the 
Messenger of Allah, except for those disobedient 
among the Jinn and mankind”. 


B. The story of the camel which wept and 
complained to the Prophet ¥ 


Imûm Abi Dawûd narrated on the authority of 
Abdullah Ibn Jafar who said: “One day I was 
riding behind the Prophet š#, and he told me secretly 
about a matter, which I should not mention to 
anybody at all. What the Messenger of Allûh š#¢ liked 
most to hide behind (while relieving himself) was an 
elevated piece of land or a winding group of palm 
trees. One day, he went inside a garden which 
belonged to one of the Ansûr and there was a camel 
, which upon seeing the Messenger of Allah š¥ë started 
weeping and tears fell from its eyes. The Prophet # 
went to the camel and rubbed his ear, and so the 
camel became quiet and stopped crying. The 
Messenger of Allûh š#š asked “Who is the owner of 
this camel?” A young man from the Ansûr came and 
sald: “It is mine O Messenger of Alûh”. The Prophet 
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š# then said to him: “Don’t you fear Allah regarding 
this dumb animal, which Allûh gaye you as your 
own property? The camel complained to me that 
you do not give him enough food and that you force 
him to work until he gets too tired”.%® 


C. The Messenger of Allûh ¥ is informed about the 
poisoned sheep: 


Imam al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Abû Hurairah who said: “When Khaibar was 
conquered, Allûh ’s Messenger šë was presented with 
a poisoned (roasted) sheep. Allah ’s Messenger š# 
said: “Collect for me all the Jews present In this 
area”. (When they were gathered) Allah ’s Messenger 
#ë sald to them: “I am going to ask you about 
something; wil you tell me the truth?” They 
replied: “Yes, O Abul-Qasim!” Allah’s Messenger š 
said to them, “Who tis your father?” They said, 
“Our father is so and so”. Allah ’s Messenger š# said: 
“You have told a lie, for your father ts so and so”. 
They said: “No doubt, you have said the truth and 
done the correct thing”. He again said: “If I ask 
Jou about something, will you tell me the truth?” 
They replied, “Yes, O Abul-Qasim! And if we should 
tell a lle you will know it as you have known I! 
regarding our father”. Alldûh’s Messenger #éš then 
asked: “Who are the people of the (Hell) Fire?”

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Ihey replied, “We will remain in the (Hell) Fire for 
a while and then you (Muslims) will replace us in 
It.” Allûh’s Messenger # said to them, “You will 
abide in it with ignominy. By Allûh, we shall never 
replace you in it at all.” Then he asked them again: 
“If I ask you about something; will you tell me the 
truth?” They replied, “Yes” He asked: “Have you 
put the potson tn this roasted sheep?” They replied: 
“Yes”. He asked, “What made you do that ?” They 
replied, “We intended to learn if you were a liar in 
which case we would be relieved from you, and if 
you were a prophet then it would not harm you. “® 


D. The story of the camel of Jûbir: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî related on the authority of 
Jûbir who said: “While I was riding a (slow) and 
fired camel, the Prophet +ë passed by and beat it and 
prayed for Allûah’s Blessings for ifl. The camel 
became much faster than it had ever been before. 
Ihe Prophet š%#š then said: “Sell it to me for one 
Uqiyah (of gold)”. I said: “No”. He again said: 
“Sell it to me for one Uqiyah of gold”. I sold it and 
stftpulated that I should ride it tژo‎ my house. When we 
reached (Madînah) I took that camel to the Prophet 
š#¥ and he gave me its price. I returned home but he 
sent for me (and when I went to him) he said: “I will

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not take your camel. Take your camel as a gift “.7 


The Prophet #¥ rides the slow horse of Talhah 
which becomes very fast: 


Imûm al-Bukhûarî narrated on the authority of 
Anas who sald: “The Prophet #š was the best and the 
bravest amongst the people. Once the people of 
Madinah became terrified at night, so they went in 
the direction of the noise (that terrified them). The 
Prophet šš mei them (on his way back) after he had 
Jound out the truth. He was riding an unsaddled 
horse belonging to Abû Talhah (which was a slow 
horse) and a sword was hanging around his neck, 
and he was saying: “Don’t be afraid! Don’t be 
afraid!” He jurther said, ‘1 found it (i.e. the horse) 
very fast, ” or said, “This horse is very fast. 


E. The blessing of the Prophet ¥ gives power to the 


donkey of Halimah as-Sa ‘diyah (his wet nurse): 


When Halimah took the Prophet š3 when he was 
a baby to breast feed him, she had already come to 
Makkah with a fatigued and very slow donkey. But 
when she decided to take the Prophet $š back to her 
tribe (of Banî Sa ‘d), she sat on the same donkey with 
the blessed child, but then she was ahead of all 
those who had come with her to Makkah. They were

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astonished at the speed of her donkev. Not only that, 
but his mercy š started to show on her animals, 
which started to give plenty of milk at a time when 
all the animals in that area had started to dry up, 
due to lack of rain. The people of her tribe asked if 
they were pasturing their sheep somewhere else, 
apart from the known places, which they were 
accustomed to use. 


F. The wolf who testıfied that Muhammad š#& is the 
Messenger of Allah: 


Imûm Ahmad related on the authority of Abû 
Sa ‘îd al-Khudrî who said: “A wolf attacked a sheep 
and took it away, but the shepherd ran after the wolf 
and grabbed it from him. The wolf sat down and 
said: “Don’t you fear Allah? How could you grab 
jJrom me a sustenance which Allah has given me? The 
Shepherd then said: “How strange! A wolf talking 
like a man!” The wolf then said to him: “Shall I tell 
you something which is even stranger? Muhammad 
3š in Madinah is telling people the news of the 
previous times in history”. The shepherd then came 
leading his sheep until he entered Madînah, and he 
left his sheep on one side of Madînah. He then came 
fo the Prophet # and told him about the wolf. The 
Messenger of Allah š¥ë asked someone to announce 
among the people that: “A prayer is to be offered in 
congregallon (i.e. to say As-Salatu Jûmi ‘ah) ”. The 
Prophet š¢ then came out and said to the shepherd: 
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“Tell them (what happened with the wolf)”. The 
shepherd then told the people about what happened 
with the wolf. The Prophet # then said: “He is 
truthful. I swear by Whom my soul is in His hand, 
the hour (Day of Judgment) will not be established 
unflil the wild animals talk to man, and the man is 
spoken to by the tip of his lash and by his shoelace, 
and his thigh tells him about what his wife did after 
he left her”. 


G. The Hadith of the deer wkich seeks the 
protection of the Prophet ¥: 

Al-Hafiz Abû Naîm al-Asbarûnî (May Allûh 
bestow His mercy upon him) related on the authority 
of Umm Salamah ( the wife of the Prophet š#) who 
said: “While the Prophet šë was sitting somewhere in 
the desert, there was a voice calling out to him: “O 
Messenger of Allah! O Messenger of Allah!” The 
Prophet š% then turned round, but could not see 
anybody. The voice then called again, so the Prophet 
3š Jollowed the source of the voice and there was a 
Jemale gazelle tied up firmly. Beside the gazelle there 
was a Bedouin wrapped in his garment and sleeping 
in the sun. The gazelle said to the Prophet š : “This 
Bedouin caught me and I have two fawns in tha! 
mountain over there. Could you please untie me So 
that I could go to suckle them and then come back to

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my bond. The Prophet š then said to her: “Would 
+ou really come back?” The gazelle then said: “May 
Allah torture me with the worst torment if I don’t”. 
Ihe Prophet š¥ then untied her, and so she went to 
suckle her young and then came back. While the 
Prophet š¢ was tying her, the Bedouin woke up and 
said: “O Messenger of Allûh, may I ransom you with 
my mother and father, 1 caught her earlier. Do you 
need her?” The Prophet ššé then said: “Yes”. The 
Bedouin then said: “It is yours”. The Messenger of 
Allûh šë untied her, and she set off running in the 
desert Joyfully, beating the earth with her feet and 
saying: ‘T testify that there is not God except Allûh 
and that you are the Messenger of Allûh”. 


H. The story of the bird: 


Imûm al-Baihaqî related on the authority of Ibn 
Mas ûd on the authority of his father who said: 
"Once we went out on a journey with the Prophet š. 
We passed by a tree and saw two little birds in a 
nest, and so we took them. The mother of the little 
birds came to the Prophet š# flapping her wings. The 
Prophet #š then said: “Who has grieved this bird by 
taking away her little ones?” We replied: “We did”. 
The prophet šë thereupon said: “Give them back to 
her”. We put the little birds back in the nest, but she 
didn ’t come back. 
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5. The _ miracles related to the companions of the 
prophet š¥: 


A. The story of the two men whose sticks lit the way 
for them: 


Imam al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Anas <+# who said: “Once two men from the 
companions of the Prophet šš went out of the house 
of the Prophel š# on a very dark night. They took 
with them two things that resembled lamps lighting 
the way in Jront of them, and when they parted, each 
of them had those two things (lamps) till they 
reached their homes °. 

Imam ‘Abdur-Razzûq narrated on the authority 


of Anas who said that: “Usaid Ibn Hudair' and 
‘Abbûd Ibn Bishr* went to the Prophet š# to ask him 


about something. By the time they went out of the 
house of the Prophet + it was nighttime, and it was a 
very dark night. Each had a stick in his hand, and 
the stick of one of them lit the way for them and they

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walked accompanied by its light. When they parted, 
the other stick started also to light the way for the 
other one, and se each of them continued to walk in 
the light of his stick until they reached their homes ”. 


B. The man whose fingers lit the way for him: 


mûm al-Bukhûrî narrated in his book “art-Tûarîikh (the 
History)”, on the authority of ‘Amro al-Aslamî* who 


said: “We were with the Prophet š¥ on a very dark 
night. When we parted, my fingers lit up, so that 
even the people who were with me, gathered their 
riding animals, depending on their light”. 


C. The miracle of Tamim ad-Dûrî who pushed away 
the_ fire which appeared in al-Harrah (a mountain 
at the side of Madinah): 


Imûm al-Baihaqî related on the authority of 
Mu ‘ûwiyah Ibn Harmal who said: “‘Umar «¢ came 


to Tamîm ad-Dûrî“ and said to him: “Get up to push 


away this fire”. Tamîm then said: “O Amir al-

‘Umar +# insisted that he get up and finally he did. 
They both set off towards the place where the fire 
was, and I (Ibn Harmal) followed them. When they 
reached the fire, Tamîm kept on pushing it away with 
his hands until it entered one of the mountains, and 
1amîm went after it. ‘Umar then said: “The one who 
saw is not like the one who didnt”. He said it three 
times. ” 


D. The story which Anas told about “al-‘Alû’ Ibn 
al- Hadramî”: 


Imûm al-Baihaqî related on the authority of Anas 
who said: “‘Umar Ibn al-Khattûb +# prepared an 
army, which was led by “al-‘Alû’ Ibn al-Hadramî ®. 


Anas continues, I was in that army, and when we 
reached the spot we were heading for, we discovered 
that the enemy had destroyed all the water wells. It 
was very hot, and so we, and our animals, became 
extremely thirsty. It was a Friday, and so when the 
Sun started to come down, al-‘Alû’ gathered us and 
prayed two Rak‘as and then raised his hands 
(Invoking Allah), but there were no clouds in the SKy.

E4 died while he Was still in charge of Bahrain, and Abû Bakr and 
‘Umar kept him in his position and he died during the Khilûfah of

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hands down than the wind started to blow and 
clouds gathered and it started to rain until all the 
roads became flooded with water, and we drank unttl 
we quenched our thirst and gave water to our riding 
aniırals. Then we encountered our enemy, who had 
already crossed a small gulf in the sea until they 
reached an island. Al-‘Alû’ stood by the gulf and 
said: “O Allûh, The Exalted, The Most Glorious, The 
Forbearing, The Most Generous. And then he said: 
“Cross in the name of Allah”. Anas continues: “We 
crossed and the water was so shallow that even the 
feet of our animals did not get wet. It did not take us 
too long, before we gained victory over our enemy. 
We Killed some, took others as war captives, and 
started on our way back. When we reached the gulf 
on the way back, al- ‘Ald’ repeated what he had first 
said, and so we crossed again, and the water did not 
even get the feet of our animals wet. 


Anas continues: “It was not too long before he 
died. So, we dug a grave for him, washed him and 
buried him. A man then came along, and asked: 
“Who is that?” We answered him: “He is the best of 
all people, he is Ibn al-Hadramî. The man then sald: 
“This land rejects the dead bodies, so it would be 
better if you transfer him to another land, one or Iwo 
miles away, which does not do so. We replied: “We 
can not leave our companions to be eaten by wild 
animals”, and so we re-dug the grave. When we 
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animals”, and so we re-dug the grave. When we 
reached the spot where he was buried, our 
companion was not there, but the grave was 
glittering with light as far as you can see. So, we 
Put the rubble back into the grave and left. 


E. An army which walks on the water: 


Imûm al-Baihaqû related on the authority of al- 
A mash who said: “We reached The Tigris river (at 
the battle of al-Madû ’in) and the Persians were on 
the opposite bank of the river. A Muslim man said: 
“In the name of Allûh”, and he entered the water 
wılh his horse, which started to run over the water. 
Ihe rest of the army then said: “In the name of 
Allah” and broke into the water like him, and here 
they were all running (with their horses) and walking 
Over the water. The Persians then looked at them and 
said: “Crazy people! Crazy people!” and they fled. 
Ihe Muslims then started to see if they had missed 
anything, and if was only a cup, which had been 
hung by the saddle of one of the warriors. Then they 
started to divide the war booty (which the enemy had 
left behind) between themselves. 56 


* This miracle took place during the conquest of “al/-Madû’in”, and 
the leader of the army was “Sa‘d Ibn Abî Waqqas ”., and he was one 
whose prayer and Duû’ were heard and answered. Sa ‘d appointed 
Asem Ibn ‘Amro as a leader over one detachment of Muslims. 
Asem said: “Who would come with me to be the first to cross this 
sea?” Sixty of the most brave Muslims came along to cross with 
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6. Miracles related to the cure of disease: 


A. The Prophet 3 cures the boy who is suffering 
from _ epilepsy (due to being touched by_ the 
Shaltan): 

Imûm Ahmad narrated on the authority of Ya ‘lf 
Ibn Murrah who said: “A4 woman came to the 
Prophet šš with a son of hers who was suffering from 
epilepsy (due to being touched by the Shaitûn). The 
Messenger of Allah šë said to him: “Get out you - 
enemy of Allûh- I am the Messenger of Allah #7. 
Thereupon the boy was cured, and the woman gave 
the Messenger of Allûh two sheep, some cheese and 
some butter as a present. The Prophet š¥ took the 


cheese and the butter, and one of the two sheep, and 


gave her the other”. 


them, and the Persians were standing in rows on the opposite bank. 
One of the Muslims came forward when he saw that the people were 
apprehensive about crossing The Tigris river, and said to them: ‘Are 
you afraid of this drop of water, and he recited the verse of Allah: 
“And no person can ever die except by Allah Leave and at an 
appointed term” (3:145). He then broke into the water and the 
people came after him. The group of sixty people was divided into 
two groups: Those riding the male horses in one team, and the other 
group consisted of those riding the female horses. When the 
Persians saw them floating on the surface of the water they said: 
“Crazy people! Crazy people!” The Sa‘d Ibn Abû Wagqqûs 
commanded the people to cross the water and they went along with 
their horses as if they were walking on the ground talking to each 
other. 

Related by Imûm Ahmad in his Musnad, 4/171. 
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B. Making Du‘û’ for the woman who was suffering 
from epilepsy: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî related on the authority of 
Ald’ bin Abî Rabûh who said: “Ibn ‘Abbûs said to 
me: “Shall I show you a woman of the people of 
Paradise?” I said “Yes”. He said: “This black lady 
came to the prophet š%š and said: “1 get attacks of 
epilepsy and my body becomes uncovered; please 
invoke Allûh for me”. The Prophet š# said (to her): 
“If you wish, you can be patient and enter 
Paradise; and if you wish, I will invoke Allûh to 
cure you.” She said: “I will remain patient” and 
added, “But I become uncovered, so please invoke 
Allûh for me that I may not become uncovered”. So, 
he š¥ invoked Allûh for herî. 


C. Making Du‘û’ for the Emigrants to be cured 
from fever in Madînah: 

Imam al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
‘Aishah (may Allah be pleased with her) that: “When 
the Messenger of Allûh š arrived in Madînah, both 
Abû Bakr and Bilûl fell ill. When Abû Bakr’s fever 
got worse, he would recite the (poetic verses): 
Everybody is 
Staying alive with his people, yet 
Death is nearer to him than

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His shoe laces”. 

And Bilûl, when his fever deserted him, wou:d recite: 
Would that I could stay overnight in 

A valley wherein I would be surrounded by 

Idhkhar and Jalîl (two types of good smelling grass) 
Would that I could drink the water 

Of the Majanna, and would that (The two mouniains J 
Shûmah and Tafîl would appear to me! 


The Prophet š said: “O0 Allah! Curse Shaibah bin 
Rabî‘ah and ‘Utbah bin Rabî‘ah and Umaiyyah bin 
Khalaf as they turned us out of our land to the land 
of epidemics.” Allûh’s Messenger š then said: “O 
Allah! Make us love Madînah as we love Makkah or 
even more than that. O Allah! Give blessings in our 
Sê‘and our Mudd (measures symbolizing food) and 
make the climate of Madinah suitable for us, and 
divert its fever towards al-Juhfah*” ‘Aishah (may 
Allûh be pleased with her) added: “When we reached 
Mûdînah, it was the most unhealthy of Allûh ’s land, 
and the valley of Bathûn (the valley of Madînah) used 
to flow with impure colored water”.%* 


Allah the Almighty, responded to the Du‘û’ of 
the Prophet # and al-Madînah became the most 
healthy place, due to the blessing of the arrival of the 
Prophet š# in it, and his Du ‘û.

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D. The blind man was cured when he said a Du ‘û’ 
that was taught to hi by the Prophet š%& 

Imûm al-Baihaqî related on the authority Oof 
‘Uthmûn bin Hunaif , who said: “I heard the Prophet 
3# when a blind man came to him and complaining 
that he had lost his sight. The man said to the 
Prophet š#š: “O Messenger of Allûh! I do not have 
anyone to lead me (as I am a blind man) and it has 
become difficult for me to keep going”. The 
Messenger of Allah then said: “Go and make Wudû’ 
(ablution) and pray two Rak‘as and say: “0 Allûh! 
I ask You and turn to you by the dıgnity of your 
Prophet Muhammad š#%, the Messenger of mercy. O 
Muhammad! I turn to my Lord, by Jour dignity 
(and honor), to return back my sight to me. O 
Allah! I ask You for his intercession (for me). ” 
‘Uthmûn said: “By Allûh, we did not leave our 
place, and we did not remain there Jor long, except 
that the man came in as if he had never suffered from 
any disease ”. 


7. His Du‘û’ #¥is answered: 
HN LUCA BUS answered: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Abi Hurairah, who said: “I said to the Prophet š¥ 
“T hear many Ahûdîth from you but I Jorget them. ” 
Ihe Messenger of Allûh said: “Spread your 
garment” “I did accordingly and then he moved his 
hands as if filling them with something (and emptied 
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them in my garment) and then said: “Take and wrap 
this sheet over your body”. “I did it, and after that I 
never forgot anything ”.% 

In another narration, he said to the companions 
#: “Whoever spreads his garment fill I finish my 
speech , then collects it to his chest , will never 
forget whatever I’ve said!” Abû Hurairah said: 
“Therefore I spread my garment, and he directed his 
speech to me, then I collected it. By Allûh! 1 never 
forgot anything which I heard from him later on”. 


His Du ‘û’ 3¥ for Ibn ‘Abbas: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of Ibn 
‘Abbûs who said: “Once the Prophet #š entered a 
lavatory and I placed water for his ablution. He 
asked “Who placed it?” He was informed 
accordingly and so he said: “O0 Allah! Grant hiın 
(Ibn ‘Abbûs) Fiqh (understanding) in religion. * 


Imûm al-Baihaqî in another narration by Ibn 
‘Abbûs added that the Prophet š# put his hand on his 
(Ibn ‘Abbûs) shoulder and said: “O Allah Grant 
him Fiqh (understanding) in religion and teach hım 
the interpretation of the Qur’ ûn”. 

Allah the Almighty responded to the Du'û’ of 
His Messenger # for his cousin (Ibn ‘Abbûs), who

became a scholar in religion, especially in the 
science of Tafsîr (Qur’ãn exegesis). He benefited 
from all the knowledge of the companions, which 
they learnt from the Prophet š# before he was even 
born, and also from all that he managed to hear 
from the Prophet š# before his death. 


Hts Du ‘û’ 3¥ for Anas: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Qartadah, who said: “Umm Sulaim said to the 
Prophet #š : “Anas is your servant.” The Prophel š# 
said: ‘O Allah! Increase his wealth and offspring, 
and bless (for hin) whatever you give him”. 


Imûm at-Tirmidhî narrated on the authority of 
Abû Khaldah, who said: “I said to Abî al- ‘Aliyah: 
“Has Anas heard the Hadîth from the Prophet #?” 
He said to me: “He served him for ten years, and the 
Prophet š5 made Du‘û’ for him. ‘Anas had an 
orchard, which produced fruit twice a year, and he 
also had Basil plants -in that orchard- which had 
Musk- like fragrance”. 


It was also narrated that Anas had almost a 
hundred boys and girls or even more. 


In another narration, it was reported that the 
Prophet šš said : “O0 Allûh!' Make him live a long 
life”. Anas, then lived a 100 years. 


The Prophet š# also made Du‘û’ for his mother 
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Umm Sulaim and her husband Abû Talhah, and sO 
they were given 9 sons, who were all reciters of the 
Qur’ãn by heart. 


His Du‘û’ 3š for Abû Huraira’s mother to follow 
the right path: 


Imûm Muslim narrated on the authority of Abii 
Hurairah, who said: “I invited my mother, who was 
a polytheist, to Islûm. I invited her one day and she 
said to me something about Allûh’s Messenger #% 
which I hated. I came to the Prophet! šš weeping and 
said: “Allûh’s Messenger, I invited my mother to 
Islam but she did not accept (my invitation). I invited 
her today but she said to me something, which I did 
not like. (Kindly) supplicate Allûh that He may set 
the mother of Abû Hurairah right. Thereupon, 
Allûh’s Messenger # said: “O Allûh! Set the mother 
of Abû Hurairah on the right path”. 1 came out 
quite pleased with the supplication of Allah s 
Messenger š# and when I came near the door, lt was 
closed from within. My mother heard the sound of 
my footsteps and she said: “Abû Hurairah, Just walt, 
and I heard the noise of water falling. She took a 
bath and put on a garment and quickly covered her 
head with a headdress and opened the door and then 
said: “Abû Hurairah, I bear witness to the fact that

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there is no god but Allûh and Muhammad is His 
bondsman and His Messenger. He (Abu Hurairah) 
sald: “FT went back to Allûh’s Messenger +ë and (this 
ime) I was shedding tears of Joy. 1 said: “Allah’s 
Messenger, be happy, for Allûh has responded to 
your supplication and He has set on the right path 
the mother of Abû Hurairah. He (the Holy Prophet) 
4% praised Allûh, and extolled Him and uttered good 
words. I said: “Allûh’s Messenger, supplicate to 
Allah so that He may instill love of mine and that of 
my mother in the hearts of the believing Servants 
and lef our hearts be filled with their love, 
whereupon Allûh ’s Messenger # said: “O Allah, let 
there be love of these servants of yours, (i.e. Abû 
Hurairah and his mother) in the hearts of the 
believing servants and let their hearts be filled with 
the love of the believing servants”. (Abû Hurairah 
sald: This prayer) was so fully granted by Allah that 
no believer was ever born who heard of me and saw 
me, but they loved me. ”%* 


Hts Du‘û’ 3# for Sa‘d bin Abî Wagqqas: 


Ihe Messenger of Allah made Dud’ Jor him 
while he was sick, and he got better. Also, he made 
Du'a’ #¥ that Sa‘d’s invocation would always be 
answered. The Prophet šš said: “O Allah, make his

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spear hit unerringly and answer his prayer

As narrated by Imam al-Bukhûrî, the Du ‘û’ of 
Sa ‘d was answered when he was the governor of Al- 
Kufah in Iraq. Jûbir bin Sumrah narrated that: “The 
people of Kûfah complained against Sa'd to ‘Umar 
4% and the latter dismissed him and appointed 
‘Ammdûr as their chief. They lodged many complaints 
against Sa'd and even alleged that he did not pray 
properly. ‘Umar sent for him and said: “O Abû 
Ishdq! These people claim that you do not pray 
properly”. Abû Ishûq (Sa'd) said: “By Allah, I used 
to pray with them a prayer similar to that of Allah *s 
Messenger š#¢ and F never reduced anything of it. I 
used to prolong the first two Rak'‘ût of ‘Isha’ and 
shorten the last fwo Rak‘dat”. ‘Umar sald: “O Abu 
Ishdq, this was what I thought about you. ” And then 
he sent one or more persons with him to Kûfah SO as 
to ask the people about him. So, they went there and 
did not leave any mosque without asking about him. 
All the people praised him fill they came to the 
mosque of the tribe of Banî Abs; one of the men 
called Usûamah bin Qatûdah with the surname of Abû 
Sa ‘dah stood up and said: “As you have put us under 
an oath; I am bound to tell you that Sa'd never went 
himself with the army and never distributed (the war

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booty) equal) and never did Justice in legal 
verdicts. ” (On hearing it) Sa‘d said: “J pray to Allûh 
Jor three things: O Allûh! [f this slave of yours isa 
liar and got up for showing off, give him a long life, 
increase his poverty and put him to trials. ” (And so 
It happened). Later on when that person was asked 
about his condition, and he used to reply that he 
was an old man in trial as the result of Sa'd’s curse. 
Abdul Malik, the sub-narrator, said that he had 
seen him afterwards and his eyebrows were hanging 
over his eyes owing to old age and he used to tease 
and assault the small girls in the way ”™% 


Hts Du ‘û’ šëé for As-Sû ib: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of As- 
Sû ib bin Yazîd who said: “My aunt took me to Allûh’s 
Messenger š and said: “O Allûh’s Messenger! My 
sister ’s son is sick.” So, he passed his hand over my 
head and invoked Allûh’s blessing upon me and then 
performed ablution. I drank from the water of his 
ablution and I stood behind him and looked at his 
Khatm (seal of Prophethood) between his shoulders 
(and its size was) like the button of a tent. 7 As-Sû ’ib 
lived until he was ninety four, and his body remained 


upright, and never bent forward. Not one hair that the 
hand of the Prophet š touched became white. His

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senses remained strong until he died, due to the 
blessing of the Prophet ’s Du ‘û’ for him. 
His Du‘û’ 3š for ‘Abdur-Rahmûn bin ‘Auf: 

When ‘Abdur-Rahmûn bin ‘Auf came to al- 
Madînah, the Prophet š joined he and Sa'd Ibn Ar- 
Rabî‘ as brothers. Anas, the noble companion 4# 
narrates what happened: “.... Sa d said to ‘Abdur - 
Rahmûn: “O brother, I am the richest of all the 
Ansûr, so I want to divide my wealth (between US). 
And I have two wives, so choose the one you like 
better and I'll divorce her, and when she finishes her 
prescribed period (i.e. ‘Iddah), then marry her”. 
‘Abdur-Rahmûn then said: “May Allah bless your 
family and your property for you. Where is the 
market?” So, they showed him the Qainuqû“ market. 
(He went there and) returned with a profit in the 
form of dried yogurt and butter . He continued golng 
(to the market) till one day he came, bearing the 
traces of yellow scent. The Prophet %# asked: “What 
is this (scent)?” He replied : “I got married.” The 
Prophet #¢ asked: “How much dowry did you give 
her?” He replied: “I gave her a date -stone weight of 
gold or a golden date-stone.” The Prophet # then 
said to him: “Make a Waltîmah (wedding meal), 
even with one sheep. ® 


In another narration, the Prophet šš made Du ‘û’

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Jor him when he met him and said: “May Allah 
bestow His Blessing on you. Make a Walîmah 
(wedding meal), even with one sheep”, 


Ihe Du‘û’ of the Prophet š% was answered, as 
his buying and selling was blessed and successful, 
and he was very fortunate in his trade , so that he 
once said: “Xf I lift up a stone, I find silver and gold 
under if. ” 


His Du‘û’ 3¥ for Abû ‘Aqil: 


[mûm al-Bukhûrî narrates on the authority Of 
Abû ‘Aqîl, who said that: “His grandfather, 
Abdullah bin Hishûm used to take him Jrom the 
market or to the market (the narrator is in doubt) 
and used to buy grain and when Ibn Az-Zubair and 
Ibn ‘Umar met him, they would S@y to him: “Let us 
be your partners (in trading) as the Prophet š4 
invoked Allûh ’s blessing upon you.” He would then 
take them as partners and he would sometimes gain a 
whole load carried by an animal, which he would 
send home. ”* 


His Dud’ š is answered concerning the spread of 
Islam in Persia, Syria and Yemen: 


Abi Dawûd at-Tiûlisî narrated on the authority 
of Zaid Ibn Thûbit who said: “The Prophet #š looked

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towards Yemen and said: “O0 Allûh!' Make their 
hearts turn to us (t.e. to embrace Islam). ” And then 
looked towards Syria and said: “0 Allah! Make 
their hearts turn to us.” And then he looked 
towards Iraq and said: “”O0 Allah! Make their 
hearts turn to us, and give blessings in our Sû‘ and 
our Mudd (measures symbolizing food)”. And so it 
happened, as the people of Yemen embraced Islam 
before those of Syria, and the latter promised to 
continue on the right path and support Islûm till the 
Day of Judgment. 


Hıs Du‘û’ 3¥ on some people (i.e. invoked curse 
upon them) ts also answered: 


Imam Muslim narrated on the authority of ‘Jûs 
bin Salamah bin al-Akwa, “ who reported on the 
authority of his father that “@ person ate in the 
presence of Allah ’s Messenger +ë with his left hand, 
whereupon he said: “Eat with your right hand.” He 
salid: “I cannot do that,” whereupon the holy 
Prophet šš said: “May you not be able to do that. ” 
It was vanity that prevented him from doing So, and 
he could not raise it (the right hand) up to his 
mouth. 7 


Imdûm Muslim also narrated on the authority of 


Ibn ‘Abbûs who said: “I was playing with some

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children and Allûh’s Messenger šë happened to pass 
by (us). I hit myself behind the door. He (the Holy 
Prophet š#¥š ) came and patted my shoulders and 
said: “Go and call Mu‘ûwyiah.” I returned and 
sald: “He is busy eating.” He again asked me to go 
and call Mu ‘ûwyiah to him. I went (and came back) 
and sald that he was still busy eating, whereupon he 
said: “May Allûh not fill his belly!” Imûm Ibn 


Kathir comments on this narration saying that this 
invocation affected Mu ‘ûwyiah at the time of his 
Caliphate, as it is said that he used to eat seven 
times a day, food cooked with meat, and still say: 
“By Allah I never get satisfied (with food). ” 


His curse 3# upon some of the disbelievers was 
answered on the Day of Badr: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of [bn 
Mas ‘ûd that: ”Once when the Prophet šš was praying 
beside the Ka‘ bah, there were some people of the 
Quraish sitting in a gathering. One of them said: 
“Don’t you see this person, who does deeds just to 
show off? Who amongst you can go and bring the 
dung, blood (in another narration the dirty fetus of da 
she-camel) and the abdominal contents (intestines, 
etc.) of the slaughtered camels of the family of so 
and so and then wait fill he pros:rates and put that

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between his shoulders?” The most unfortunate 
amongst them (‘Uqbah bin Abî Mu‘ait) went (and 
brought them) and when Allah ’s Messenger # 
prostrated he put them between his shoulders. The 
Prophet % remained in prostration and they laughed 
so much so that they fell on each other. A passer-by 
went to Fûtimah (the Prophet ’s daughter), who was a 
young girl in those days. She came running and the 
Prophet š%¥ was still in prostration. She removed 
them and cursed upon the Quraish to their faces. 
When Allûh ’s Messenger #% completed his prayer, he 
said: “O Allah! Take revenge on Quraish. ” He 
sald so thrice and added: “Take revenge on ‘Amr 
bin Hisham, ‘Utbah bin Rabî‘ah, Shaibah bin 
Rabî‘ah, al-Walid Ibn ‘Utbah, Ummayah Ibn 
Khalaf, ‘Uqbah bin Abî Mu‘ayyt, ‘Umarah bin al- 
Walid.” ‘Abdullah Ibn Mas ûd added: “By Allûh! I 
saw all of them dead in the battle field on the day of 
Badr and they were dragged and thrown in the Qalîb 
(a well) at Badr: Allaûh’s Messenger š then said: 
“Allûh’s curse has descended upon the people of 
the Qalîb (well). 7 


Imûm Muslim reported on the authority of 
‘Aishah (may Allûh be pleased with her) that: “Two 
persons visited Allah ’s Messenger š# and both of 
them spoke about a thing of which I am unaware. If

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annoyed him and he invoked a curse upon both of 
them and hurled malediction, and when they left, I 
sald: “Allah’s Messenger, the good would reach 
everyone but it would not reach these two. He said: 
“Why so?” I said: “Because you have invoked a 
curse and hurled malediction upon both of them. ” He 
said: “Don’t you know that I have made condition 
with my Lord saying this: O Allûh!, I am a human 
being and that for a Muslim upon whom I invoke 
curse or hurl malediction make it a source of purity 
and reward.” Abû Hurairah also reported in 
another narration that Allûh’s Messenger š¢ said: “O 
Allah!, I am a human being and for any person 
amongst Muslims upon whom I hurl malediction or 
tınvoke a curse or give him a whipping, make it @ 
source of purity and mercy. ”* 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî also reported on the authority 
of Abû Hurairah, who said that he heard the 
Messenger of Allah š# saying: “O Allah! If I should 
ever abuse any believer please let that be a means 
of bringing him near to You on the Day of 
Resurrection, ”™ 


The man who apostatized and was rejected by the 
earth after his burial:

F Narrated by al-Bukhûrî in the Book of “Invocation. ” 
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Imam Ahmad narrated on the authority of Aras 
that: ‘There was a Christian man who embraced 
Islam and he used to write (the revelation) for the 
Prophet #š . This man had read Surah (chapter) al- 
Baqarah and ‘Al-‘Imrûn, and when a man reads 
Ihose Suras (chapters) we used to honor and revere 
him. However, when the Prophet šš used to dictate 
to him: “Write: Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful”, the man then disobeyed and wrote 
: Allah is Ever All-Knowing, All-Wise.” The 
Messenger of Allah then would say to him: “Write SO 
and s0..”, thereupon the man would say: “I write 
whatever I like.” The Messenger of Allah #ë would 
dictate to him: “Allah is Ever All-Knowing, AlI- 
Wıse”, but then the man writes instead: “Allûh is 
Ever All-Hearer All-Seer.” This man eventually 
apostatized from Islam and went back to join the 
disbelievers. He said to them: “I am the one, who 
know most about Muhammad, and I only used to 
write what I liked. ” When this man died, the Prophet 
#š said : “The earth will reject his body.” Anas 
added: “Abû Talhah informed me that he went to the 
spot where that man died, and found that the earth 
had thrown his body out. Abû Talhah then asked the 
people: “What is wrong with that man?” Thereupon 
they told him that they buried him several times, but 
the earth threw him out every time they did. ”

8. The Prophet ¥ was asked bout certain matters, 
and hts answer was in accordance with - the facts — 
that were stated in the previous books revealed to 
other Prophets (before his Message): 


A. Hıs answer about : the soul, the people of the 
cave and Dhul Qarnain: 


At the advent of the Message of the Prophet # , 
Quraish sent to the Jews in Madînah to ask them 
about certain matters, which they could in turn ask 
the Prophet 4# (with the intention to embarrass him), 
as the Jews already had a revealed Book (The 
Torah). The Jews told the people of Quraish to ask 
him about three things: First: About the -nature- of 
the soul. Second: ask him about those young men 
who lived in olden times and nobody knows what 
happened to them. Third: to ask him about a man 
who traveled round the earth until he reached its east 
and west. When the people of Quraish returned and 
asked the Prophet #%# the three questions, the 
following verse was revealed by Allah the Almighty: 


و n‏ م وکو ك ر A‏ 
(ويَساألوئك عن الوح قل الروح من أمر ربي وما أوتُم من 
العم إل قايا( ۸›) (الإسراء:۸5) 
“And they ask you (O0 Muhammad)‏ 
concerning the soul; Say: “The soul is one‏ 


of the things the knowledge of which is 
only with my Lord. And of knowledge, 
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you (mankind) have been given only a 
little.” (17:85). 


Then Sirah al-Kahf was revealed, giving details 
about the story of the young men, who abandoned 
the religion of their people (who were atheists) and 
believed in Allah, the All-Mighty, Worthy of all 
Praise! Worshipping none but Him. So, they decided 
to escape from their people and went to hide in a 
Cave in which they slept for 309 years, when Allah 
the Almighty woke them up. Allah has given us 
details of their full story in Sûrah al-Kahf. 


In the same Sûrah, Allah the Almighty, revealed the 
story of Dhul-Qarnain:

)۸ ۳: (الكهف‎ 
“And they ask you about Dhul- 


Quarnain. Say: I shall recite to you 
something of his story.” (18:83). 


The following verses, give details of the 
journeys made by him to the East and to the West, 
and the good deeds, which he performed. 


B. His answer 3¥ about the signs of the Hour and 
other questions: 


Imam al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Anas <# that: “When the news of the arrival of the 
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Prophet ššë at Madînah reached ‘Abdullah Ibn Saluıi. 
(who was a Jew at that time), he went to ask him 
about certain things. He said: ‘I am going to ask 
you about three things, which only a Prophet can 
answer: What is the first sign of the Hour? What is 
the first food, which the people of Paradise will eat? 
Why does a child look more like his father or his 
mother?” The Prophet #š replied: “Gabriel (Jibrîl) 
has just now informed me of that.” Ibn Salûm then 
said: “He {i.e. Gabriel) is the enemy of the Jews, 
amongst the angels.” The Prophet # said: “As for 
the first sign of the Hour, it will be a fire that will 
push the people (to gather them together) from the 
East to the West. As for the first meal, which the 
people of Paradise will eat, it will be the extra lobe 
of the fish liver. As for the child, if the man’s 
discharge precedes the woman’s discharge, the 
child looks more like his father, and if the woman ’s 
dıscharge precedes the man’s, then the child looks 
more like his mother.” Thereupon, ‘Abdullah Ibn 
Salam said: “I testify that None has the right to be 
worshipped except Allah, and that you are the 
Messenger of Allûh.... 6 


Imûm Muslim also narrated on the authority of 
Ihaubûn (the freed slave of the Messenger of Allãh 
#%, who said: “While I was standing beside the

Messenger of Allûh š%, one of the Rabbis of the Jews 
came and said: “Peace be upon you, O 
Muhammad. ” I pushed him back so strongly, that he 
was about fall. Upon this he said: “Why are you 
pushing me?” I said: “Why dont you say O 
Messenger of Allah?” The Jew said: “We call him by 
the name by, which he was named by his family. 
Ihe Messenger of Allah šš said: “My name is 
Muhammad with which I was named by my 
Jamily.” The Jew said: “I have come to ask you 
(somelthing).” The Messenger of Allah šš said: 
“Should that thing be of any benefit to you, if I tell 
you?” He (the Jew) said: “I will lend my ears to it. ” 
Ihe Messenger of Allûh #š drew a line with the help 
of the stick that he had with him and then said: “Ask 
(whatever you like).” Thereupon, the Jew said: 
“Where would the human beings be on the Day when 
the earth would change into another earth and the 
heavens too (would change into other heavens)?” 
Ihe Messenger of Allûh šš said: “They would be in 
darkness beside the Bridge.” He (the Jew) again 
sald: “Who amongst people would be the first to 
cross (this bridge)? He said š#: “They would be the 
poor amongst the immigrants.” The Jew said: 
“What would constitute their breakfast when they 
would enter Paradise?” He (the Holy Prophet % ) 
replied: “The extra lobe of the fish-liver.” He (the 
Jew) said: “What would be their food after this?” 
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Ihe Messenger of Allûh šë said: “A bullock, whiclı 
was fed in the different quarters of Paradise woulc: 
be slaughtered for them.” He (the Jew, said: “Whai 
would be their drink?” The Holy Prophet # said. 
“They would be given drink from the fountain, 
which tis named Salsabiîl.” He (the Jew) said: “] 
have come to ask you about a thing, which no one 
amongst the people on the earth knows except a 
Prophet or one or two men besides him.” The 
Messenger of Allah šé then said: “Would it benefit 
you tf I tell you?” He (the Jew) said: “I would lend 
my ears to that.” He then said: “I have come to ask 
you about the child.” The Messenger of Allah š 
said: “The discharge of the man is white and tkat 
of the woman is yellow, and when they have sexual 
Intercourse and the male’s substance (his sperm) 
prevails upon the female’s substance it is the male 
child that is created by Allûh’s Decree, and when 
the substance of the female prevails upon the 
substance contributed by the male, a female child is 
formed by the Decree of Allah.” The Jew said: 
“What you have said is true; verily you are a 
Prophet.” He then returned and went away. The 
Messenger of Allah š% said: “He asked me about 
such and such things of which I have had no 
knowledge till Allûh gave me that. ” 7

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C. The Story of the Jew who defied him ¥: 


Imûm Ahmad narrated on the authority of 
Safwûn bin ‘Assûl who said: “Once a Jew said to his 
companion, lets go to the Prophet and ask him 
about this verse:

“And indeed We gave to Mûsû (Moses) 
nine clear signs.” (17:101). 


They went and asked the Prophet š#, who replied 
saying: “Do no associate anything in worship with 
Allah, do not steal, do not commit adultery, Kill not 
anyone whom Allûh has forbidden, except for a just 
cause, do not practice magic, do not eat Ribû 
(usury), do not take an innocent man to someone in 
authority to kill him, and do not accuse chaste 
women” or he said (as the narrator was uncertain): 
“Do not run away from the battle field”. He then 
added š# :”And specially, you, -the Jews- 
Transgress not (by doing worldly works on) the 
Sabbath (Saturday).” Safwûn added: “They both 
kissed his hands and feet % and said: “We bear 
witness that you are a Prophet.” The Messenger of 
Allah š¥ then said to them: “What stops you from 
Jollowiıng me?” They said: “Dawid - may the peace 
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of Allah be upon him- invoked Allûh that there will 
always be a Prophet from his offspring, and we fear 
that if we embrace Islûm that the Jews may kill us. ” 


However it seems that the narrator of the 
Hadîtth, has mixed up the ten commandments (which 
are actually mentioned in the Hadîth and the nine 
signs mentioned in the verse, which are : the stick of 
Mûsa (Moses) xe, his hand that turned white, the 
flood, the locusts, the lice, the frogs, the blood, the 
draught, and the shortage of fruits (and crops..), 
(most of them are mentioned in Surah al-A ‘rûf 
“7:130-133”. 


D. A Jewish boy who used to serve the Prophet 3š, 
believes in his Message, but his father belies him: 


Imûm al-Baihqûî narrated on the authority of Anas 
that: “A Jewish boy who used to serve the Prophet š , 
fell ill one day, so the Messenger of Allûh š# came to 
visit him. When the Prophet š got there, he found the 
boy *s father reading the Torah at his head, thereupon 
he said to his father: “O you Jewish man! I beseech 
Jou by Allah Who revealed the Torah tټ‎ Mûsû 
(Moses)! Do you find my description, qualities and 
my location (from where the Message would emerge) 
in the Torah?” The father said: “No”. The boy then 
replied: “By Allûh! Yes we do O Messenger of Allûh. 
We find in the Torah, your description, your qualities 
and your location, and I bear witness to the fact that 
there is no god but Allûh and that you are His 
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Messenger.” The Prophet š% then said to his 
companions: “Take away this man (the boy’s father) 
Jrom beside his head, and take care of your brother. ” 


Third: The Previous books give Glad Tidings 
(Prophecles) about him šš: 


It is clearly mentioned in the Qur ûn and the 
Sunnah that the previous Prophets of the Messenger 
of Allah %# told of the Good news of his coming, 
and that their followers knew it, but most of them 
hid it and concealed all the facts, which are 
mentioned in their books about him ## . Allah the 
Almighty says in the Qur ûn:

“Those who follow the Messenger, the‏

(i.e. Muhammad #) whom they find 
written with them in the Torah and the 
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Injil (the Gospel). He commands them to 
do what is right and forbids them from 
doing that which is evil. He allows them 
as lawful all that is good, and prohibits 
them as unlawful all that is evil. He 
releases them from their heavy burdens 
(of Allah’s Covenant) and from the 
Jetters that were upon them. So those 
who believe in him, honor him, help 
him, and follow the light (the Qur’ ûn) 
which has been sent down with him, it is 
they who will be successful. Say (O 
Muhammad ¥) “O mankind! Verily, I 
am Sent to you al as the Messenger of 
Allah to Whom belongs the dominion of 
the heayens and the earth. None has the 
right to be worshipped but He; tt is He 
Who gives life and causes death. So 
believe in Allûh and His Messenger 
(Muhammad ¥$), the Prophet who can 
nelther read nor write, who believes in 
allah and His words and follow him so 
«hat you may be guided.” (7:157-158). 


And Sald:

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“That he or it (Muhammad š%#¥ or the 
Qur’ an) may give warning to him who is 
living and the Word may be justified 
against the disbelievers.”

Allah the Almighty, then mentioned in the 
Qur an that He sent His Messenger + to the illiterate 
(Arab Pagans) to the people of the Scripture, and to 
all mankind, Arabs and non-Arabs. Therefore, 
anyone who received the Message of the Qur ûn is 
considered to be a warning for him. 


Imûm Muslim narrated on the authority of Abi 
Hurairah that The Messenger of Allah š said: “By 
Him ın Whose hand is the life of Muhammad, he 
who amongst the community of Jews or Christians 
hears about me, but does not affirm his belief in 
that which I have been sent with and dies in this 
state (of disbelief) he shall be in the Hell -Fire. 7® 


Imam al-Bukhûarî narrated on the authority of 
Jabir bin ‘Abdullah that the Prophet # said: “I have 
been given five things, which were not given to any 
one else before me: 


1. Allah made me victorious by awe, (by His 
Jjrightening my enemies) for a distance of one 
month ’s Journey. 


* Narrated by Muslim in the Book of :” Faith”. 
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2. The earth has been made for me (and for my 
followers) a place for praying and a thing to 
perform Tayammum, therefore anyone of my 
followers can pray whenever the time of a prayer is 
due. 


3. Booty has been made Halal (lawful) for me yet 
tt was not lawful for anyone else before me. 


4. I haye been given the right of intercession (on 
the Day of Resurrection). 


5. Every Prophet used to be sent to his nation only 
but I have been sent to all mankind. ”” 


In another narration, the Prophet ## said: “I 
have been Sent to the black and the red (people)”. 
It was also narrated that he said š#¥ that he has been 
Sent to the Arabs and the non-Arabs, and it was also 
narrated that he has been sent to mankind and the 
Jinn, but what is actually meant is more general than 
that. What is meant in the Hadîth of the Prophet +¥ 
is that Glad tidings have been given about him in the 
previous Scriptures revealed by Allah the Almighty, 
to the previous Prophets. The Prophecy before 
Muhammad #ë ended with ‘Îsû Ibn Mariam (Jesus), 
who is the last Prophet to be sent to Banî Isrû ’il (the 
children of Isrû’ il). ‘sû (May the Blessings of Allûh 
be upon him) told them about the coming of

“And (remember) when ‘Îsê (Jesus), son 
of Mariam said: “O Children of Isrû’il! I 
am the Messenger of Allah unto you 
confirming the Torah which (came) 
before me and giving glad tidings of a 
Messenger to come after me, whose name 
shall be Ahmad (t.e. Muhammad) 3¥” 
(61:6). 


Adding to that, the Prophet #š told us that he was 
mentioned in the previous Scriptures, as evidenced 
by many verses from the Qur’ ûn and the Sunnah, 
which proves this issue. 


His Da’ wah is widespread 3¥ and this is one of his 


miracles: 


Moreover, the widespread Message of the 
Prophet š¢¥ , which has reached the East and West of 
the earth, is something which has never happened to 
any nation before his #. If Muhammad šš was not a 
Messenger of Allah, his harm would have been more 
than anybody and the previous Prophets would have 
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warned humanity of his danger, as they all warned 
their followers of the advocates of false beliefs. All 
the previous Messengers, including Nûh, - who was 
the first of Allah’s Messengers-warned their 
followers of the Dajjal (the liar or the false Christ), 
and it has never been stated that they warned them of 
Muhammad š: or told them anything about him 
except for praising him and giving glad tidings of his 
coming, and commanding their followers to follow 
him and warning them of disobeying him. Allah the 
Almighty says in the Qur ûn:

“And (remember) when Allah took the 
Covenant of the Prophets, saying: “Take 
whatever I gave you from the Book and 
wisdom and afterwards ihere will come to 
Jou a Messenger (Muhammad ¥% ) 
confirming what is with you; you must, 
then, believe in him and help him. Allah 
said: “Do you agree (to it) and will you 
take up My Covenant (which I conclude 
with you)?” They said: “We agree.” He 
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sald: ‘Then bear wıtness, and I am with 
Jou among the witnesses (for this). Then 
whoever turns away after this, they are the 
immoral and the disobedient. ” (3:81-82). 


Some of the news eiven In the previous Scriptures 
about Muhammad 3š: 


1I. In the story of Ibrahim: 


In the Book of Genesis, during the course of the 
story of Ibrahim (May Allah’s blessings be upon 
him), It is said that Allah inspired Ibrahîm, after he 
was saved from the fire to go and travel to the East 
and the West for the sake of his son. When he told 
Sarah about this, she hoped that the son would be 
hers, and she was very much concerned to drive 
away Hûjar and her son Ismû 1. Thereupon, [Ibrahîm 
took them both to Arabia and the wilderness 
(mountains) of Parn. Ibrahîm thought that this 
prophecy was for his son Ishaq untill Allah inspired 
him that his son I[shûqg would be given a blessed 
offspring but as for Ismû'‘îl I have blessed thee and 
have given him a great nation, and from his 
offspring will come Muhammad, who will have a 
great nation 


“The Lord sald to Abram, “Leave your 
country, your relatives, and your father’s home, and 
go to a land that I am going to show vou. I will give 
you many descendants, and they will become a great 
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nation. I will bless you and make your name famous, 
so that you will be a blessing” (Genesis: 12:1-2), 
“You are going to have a son, and you will name 
him Ishmael, because the Lord has heard your cry 
of distress ” (Genesis: 16:11). 


Also when Hûjar was placed by the Ka ‘bah by 
her husband Ibrûhîm, and she became very thirsty, 
she became very worried about her son. Then came 
the angel, who brought forth the spring of Zamzam 
and ordered her to keep this boy, as a great person 
would be born from his offspring. 


It is well known that there are none of the 
offspring of Ismû “îl, rather of Adam who is greater 
or more honored than Muhammad šš, and it was his 
nation which dominated the eastern and the western 
part of the land. 


2. The story of Ismû ‘il: 


Also in the course of the story of I[smû ‘îl in the 
Book of Genesis, it says that the child Ismê ‘îl would 
lead all the nations, and would live by his brothers. 
This was not fulfilled by anyone except for the 
nation of Muhammad šš. 


3. Tithe story of Mûsû (Moses) š# : 


In the Book of Deuteronomy it is mentioned that 
Allah inspired Mûsûê (Moses) š##ël to say to the 
children of Isrû îl : “And the Lord said unto me, 
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they have well spoken that which they have spoken, I 
will raise them up a prophet from among thelr 
brethren, like unto thee and will put my words in his 
mouth; and he shall speak unto them all that I shall 
command him. ” (Deuteronomy 18:17-18). 


And also said: “The Lord your God will raise up 
for you (Children of Isrû’ îl) a Prophet like me from 
among you, from your brethren — him you shall 
heed... ” (Deuteronomy 18:15). 


4. In the Book of Deuteronomy: 


It is mentioned here that Mûsa (Moses) ša 
talked to the children of Isrû îl towards the end of 
his life - in the 39% year of the Teeh (wondering 
through the land) and reminded them of Allah’s 
bounties and Graces, which He had provided them 
with, and said to them: “And remember that the Lord 
will send you a Prophet from among your own 
selves, as He sent me to you. He will command you 
to do the right and forbid you from doing evil. He 
will make lawful for you all that is good and make 
unlawful all that is evil. Whoever disobeys him will 
be disgraced in this life, and subject to torment in 
the Hereafter. ” 


5. At the end of the Book of Deuteronomy: 


In the fifth (and the last) book of the Torah it 
says: “The Lord came from Mount Sinai and rose 
like the sun over Sa îr, and he shone on his people 
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Jrom Mount Paran. 7o his right there is a light, and 
to hts left there is a fire. All nations gather around 
him” (Deuteronomy: 33:2). This means that the 
Shari'ah of Allãh came from Sinai, which is the 
mountain at which Miûsû (Moses) š# talked to Allah 
the Almighty. Sa ‘îr stands for the hills in Jerusalem 
where ‘Îsû (Jesus) xêl preached. “He shined” i.e. 
His Message was finally complete, dominant and 
clear, from the side of the Mount of Paran, which 
are - without dispute- the mountains of Arabia (or 
the heights of Makkah). This only took place when 
Muhammad š# proclaimed his Message. Allah, 
Glorified be He, mentioned the three places in the 
order in which the events took place. Therefore, he 
mentioned the place where Mûsû (Moses) xtk' started 
the Message, then ‘sû (Jesus) xt# and finally the 
land where Muhammad completed the Message. 
When Allah the Almighty swore by these three 
places —in the Qur ’ûn- , he mentioned them in the 
order which ends with the best of the three. In Sûrah 
at-Tîn Allûh says: 


“By the fig and the olive” (95:1) (which is the 
location of Jerusalem, where ‘Îsa (Jesus) stk! was. 
And then He said: “By the Mount Sinai” (95:2), 
which is the mountain by which Allah talked to His 
Prophet Miusû (Moses) x . And finally He said: 
“And by this city of security (Makkah)” (95:3), 
which 1s the city, where Muhammad proclaimed his 
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mission. (This is according to the opinion of many 
interpreters of the Qur ûn). 


6. In the Psalms (Zabûr) of Dawûd (David) ê: 


In the Psalms of Dawdd š#ël there is a 
description of this nation that they are a nation of 
Jihûd and worship. It also gives an example, which 
wus related by the Prophet # that he is the final 
brick iı Gız buill dome, as was mentioned in the 
FHiadîtk that is narrated by Imûms al-Bukhûrî and 
Muslim on the authority of Abû Hurairah who said: 
“The Messenger of Allûh ¥ said: “My similitude in 
comparison with the other Prophets before me, is 
that of a man who has built a house nicely and 
beautifully, except for a place of one brick in a 
corner. The people go about it and wonder at tts 
beauty, but say: “Would that this brick be put in its 
place! So, I am that brick, and I am the last of the 
Prophets. ® The same meaning is also expressed in 


the Qur ûn in the verse:

“Muhammad ¥ is not the father of any

7. The description of Muhammad $š in the Psalms: 


It is also mentioned in the Psalms that the 
Message of Muhammad *% will spread and be 
established from sea to sea, and all the kings will 
come to him from all countries willingly, carrying 
presents to him. It also says that he š# helps the 
needy, supports the weak, that prayers are said on 
him at all times, Allãh will bless him everyday and 
he will be mentioned forever. This description only 
applies to Muhammad š% . 


8. In the Scriptures of Isaiah: 


There is a long speech in the scriptures of Isaiah 
that reprimands the Children of Isrû îl, and tells 
them that Allãh is sending them an illiterate Prophet, 
who is not harsh hearted or severe, he does not raise 
his voice in the markets. Allah the Almighty also 
sald about him, I shall endow him with every noble 
manner, with serenity, piety, wisdom, sincerity, 
Justice, truth, and guidance of others to the right 
path. Islam will be his religion (Dîn) and the Qur ûn 
will be his book. His name will be Ahmad, through 
him 1I will save humanity from being led astray, 
gather them together after being separated, unite the 
hearts (of the believers), and make his nation, the 
best ever raised up for mankind. The sacrifice they 
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offer (to Allah) is their blood, and their gospel is 
(preserved) in their hearts. They are monks at night 
and daring lions during the day,

“That is the Grace of Allûh, which He 
bestows on whom He pleases. And Allah 
is the Owner of Great Bounty ” (57:21). 


In another chapter of Isaiah he says: “He gains 
victory over all nations and defeats the polytheists in 
Arabia”. 


9. His description in the Scriptures of Ilias (Elias): 


It is said in the Scriptures of Iliûs št that he 
went on a trip with a group of his companions, and 
when they reached the land of Arabia, Ilidûs said to 
them: “Look at those (the people of Arabia), they are 
the owners of your great forts.” His companions 
asked him: “0O Prophet of Allah! Whom do they 
worship?” He then replied: “They glorify Allah on 
top of each hill. ” 


10. His description in the Scriptures of Ezektel: 


It is said in the Scriptures of Ezekiel : “My 
chosen slave, I descend my revelation upon him. He 
makes my justice prevail among the nations. I have 
chosen him for Myself, and sent him to the nations 
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wıth truthful judgments. ” 
I1. In the Book of Prophecies: 


It is said in the Book of Prophecies that : “One 
of the Prophets passed by al-Madînah, and the tribes 
of Banû Quraizah and Banû an-Nadîr (Jewish Iribes) 
recelved him as their guest. When he saw them, he 
cried, so they said to him: “What is making you cry, 
O Prophet of Allah!” He said to them: “A Prophet 
wıll be sent by Allûh from the side of that mountain 
(al-hirrah, which is on one side of Madînah). He will 
(this coming Prophet) destroy your homes and take 
your women as war caplives. ” The Jews then wanted 
to kill that Prophet, so he ran away. ” 


12. His description š#¥ in the Bible: 


In the Gospel of John, Jesus Says: “I am going 
(1.e. Jesus) to Paradise, and will send you the 
Paraclete (the comforter), the spirit of truth, who 
shall teach you everything.” And: “But when the 
Paraclete (the comforter) is come whom I will send 
unto you Jrom the Father, even the Spirit of truth, 
which proceedeth from the Father, he shall bear 
witness of me” (John: 14°16, 15:26, 16:1 7). The 
Paraclete, refers to the Prophet #, as it is also in 
agreement with what is mentioned in the Qur ûn:

E‏ وَمُبَشّرا برَسول ياتي من عدي اسْمَهُ أحمَد فلما جاءهم 


بالات الوا هذا سحْرٌ مين( )) (الصف:٠)‏ 
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“and giving glad tidings of a Messenger 
to come after me, whose name shall be 
Ahmad (i.e. Muhammad 3#)” (61:6). 


There are many more details about this issue, 
which one can refer to in books, which contain 
extensive studies about the Prophecies of Muhammad 
šš, in the Old and New Testaments. 


Fourth: His Telling ¥ about events which actually 
took place: 


1. His telling about the damage of the parchment 
containing the conditions of the boycott: 


When Quraish decided to boycott the family of 
the Prophet %# (Banî Hûshim and Banî ‘Abdul 
Muttalib) due to his announcement of His Message 
aloud in Makkah, they suspended the parchment of 
boycott (which included all the articles of their 
proclamation) from the ceiling of the Ka ‘bah. They 
decided not to do any business with them or any sort 
of inter-marriage or even to give shelter to any of 
them, until they hand over Muhammad šš to Kill him. 
Every member of Banî Hûshim and Banî ‘Abdul 
Muttalib, whether a Muslim at the time or a non- 
Muslim went into a valley on the outskirts of 
Makkah, as they refused to respond to their request. 
But Allûh the Almighty, sent an “ant” which ate the 
parchment, just leaving the name of Allah. The 
Prophet ## told his uncle, Abû Talib, who in turn told 
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the people of Quraish about it and said to them: “My 
nephew has told me that Allûh has sent an ant, which 
ate your parchment, which ate it all except Jor the 
part which has Allûh’s names written on it. So, bring 
lt over, and if what he said was not true, then 1 shall 
give him up to you.” When they went to see what 
had happened, they found that it had been eaten 
away by ants, just as the Prophet # had told his 
uncle, and the proclamation was thus abrogated. 
Thereupon, both Banî Hûshim and Banî ‘Abdul 
Muttalib returned to Makkah and to their normal life. 


2. His telling š# about the migration to Madînah 
and what took place afterwards: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Abû Musû who said: “The Prophet #¢ said: “In a 
dream I saw myself migrating Jrom Makkah to a 
place having plenty of date- trees. I thought that it 
was al-Yamûmah or Hajar, but it came to be al- 
Madinah i.e. Yathrib. In the same dream I saw 
myself shaking a sword and its blade got broken. It 
came to Symboltze the defeat, which the Muslims 
suffered from on the Day of Uhud. I moved the 
sword again, and it became normal as before, and 
that was the symbol of the victory Allûh bestowed 
upon the Muslims and their gathering together. I 
saw cows in my dream, and by Allûh, that was a 
blessing, and they symbolized the believers on the 
Day of Uhud. And the blessing was the good Allah 
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bestowed upon us and the reward of true beltef, 
which Allûh gave us after the day of Badr”.*" 


3. His telling 3é about the killing of Umaiyah Ibn 
Khalaf: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
‘Abdullûh bin Mas ‘ûd who said: “Sad bin Mu 'ûdh 
came to Makkah with the intention of performing 
‘Umrah and stayed at the house of Umaiyah bin 
Khalaf Abû Safwûn, for Umaiyah himself used to 
stay at Sa‘d’s house when he passed by Madinah on 
his way to Syria. Umaiyah said to Sa‘d: “Will you 
wait till midday when the people are (at their homes) 
then you may go and perform the Tawûf around the 
Ka‘bah?” So, while Sa'd was going around the 
Ka ‘bah, Abû Jahl came and asked: “Who is that who 
is performing Tawûf?” Sa'd replied: “I am Sa'd. 
Abû Jahl said: “Are you making Tawûf around the 
Ka ‘bah safely in spite of the fact that you have given 
refuge to Muhammad and his companions?” Sa ‘d 
said : “Yes, ” and they started quarrelling. Umaiyah 
said to Sa'd: “Don’t shout at Abî al-Hakam (t.e. 
Abû Jahl) for he is the chief of the valley (of 
Makkah). Sa‘d then said (to Abû Jahl), : “By Alldh, 
if you prevent me from performing the Tawûf of the 
Ka‘bah, I will spoil your trade with Syria. ” 


8! Narrated by al-Bukhûrî in the Book of “The merits of the Prophet 
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Umaiyah kept on saying to Sa'd: “Don’t raise your 
voice ” and kept on taking hold of him. Sa'd became 
Jurlous and said (to Umaiyah): “Be away jfrom me, 
Jor I have heard Muhammad +¢ saying that he will 
kill you.” Umaiyah said: “Will he kill me?” Sa‘d 
sald: “Yes.” Umaiyah said: “By Allah! When 
Muhammad says a thing, he never tells a lie. ” 
Umaiyah went to his wife and said to her: “Do you 
know what my brother from Yathrib ('.e. Madînah) 
has said to me?” She said: “What has he said?” He 
sald: “He claims that he has heard Muhammad 
claiming that he will kill me.” She said: “By Allah! 
Muhammad never tells a lie.” So, when the infidels 
started to proceed for Badr (Battle) and declared 
war (against the Muslims), his wife said to him: 
“Don’t you remember what your brother from 
Yathrib told you?” Umaiyah decided not to go but 
Abu Jahl said to him, “You are Jrom the nobles of 
the valley (of Makkah) so you should accompany US 
Jor a day or fwo.” He went with them and thus Allûh 
had him killed, ” %* 


4. His telling ¥ about the disbelievers, who were 
killed on the Day of Badr: 


Imûm Muslim related on the authority of ANAS, 
who said: “..... Allûh’s Messenger š# showed us one

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day before (the actual battle) the place of death of 
the people (participating) in (the Battle) of Badr and 
he was saying” “This would be the place of death 
and so and so tomorrow, with the will of Allah.” 
‘Umar said: “ By Him Who sent him with truth they 
did not miss the places (of their death), which 
Allah ’s Messenger +ë had pointed out for them. Then 
they were all thrown in a well one after another. 
Allah ’s Messenger šë then went to them and said: “O 
so and so, the son of so and so; O so and so, the 
son of so and so, have you found correct what 
Allûh and His Messenger had promised you? I 
have, however, found absolutely true what Allah 
had promised me.” ‘Umar said: “Allah s 
Messenger, how are you talking to dead bodies with 
no soul in them?” Thereupon he said: “ You cannot 
hear more distinctly than (their hearing) of what I 
say, but with this exception that they haye no power 
to make any reply. ®% 


5. His telling š#¥ about the conquest of Persia and 
Syria (ash-Sham): 

In the battle of al-Ahzûb (the confederates) while 
the companions were digging the ditch, an obstinate 
rock stood out as an obstacle in the ditch. The 
Prophet ¥# took a spade and struck it, and the rock 
was immediately shattered into a heap of sand. The

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Prophet š# while striking the rock was uttering : “In 
the Name of Allûh, Allûh is Great, the keys of Ash- 
Shûm (now Syria) are mine, I swear by Allah, I 
can see tts palaces at the moment.” At the second 
strike he said: “Allûh is Great, Persia is mine, I 
swear by Allah, I can now see the white palace of 
Mada ’in; and for the third time he struck the rock, 
and said: “Allah is Great, I have been given the 
keys of Yemen, I swear by Allûh I can see the gates 
of San ‘@’ while I am in my place.“ 


6. His telling ¥ about the fall of the kingdom of 
Khosrau (in Persia) and Caesar (in Rome): 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Abû Hurairah who said: “The Messenger of Allûh š#¥ 
said: “When Khosrau perishes, there will be no 
(more) Khosrau after hin, and when Caesar 
perishes there will be no more Caesar after him. 
By Him in Whose Hands Muhammad’s life is, you 
will spend the treasures of both of them in Allûh’s 
Cause. 5 


This actually took place during the rule of the 
three Khalîfs - Abû Bakr, ‘Umar and ‘Uthmûn. 
Both kingdoms were conquered by the Muslims and

7. His speech with ‘Adiy bin Hûtim at-Tû’ î, which 
eventually came true: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
‘Adiy bin Hûtim at-Tû’î who said: “While I was in 
the city of the Prophet #, a man came and 
complained to him of destitution and poverty. Then 
another man came and complained of a robbery (by 
highway man). The Prophet š# said: ““Adiy! Have 
you been to al-Hirah?” I said: “I haven ’t been to lit, 
but I was informed about it.” He said šš : “If you 
should live for a long time, you will certainly see 
that a lady in a Howdah travelling from al-Hirah 
will (safely reach Makkah and) perform the Tawûf 
fearing none but Allah.” I said to myself: “What 
will happen to the robbers of the tribe of Taf, who 
have spread evil throughout the country?” The 
Prophet šš further said: “If you should live long, the 
treasures of Khosrau will be opened (and taken as 
spoils).” I asked: “You mean Khosrau, son of 
Hurmuz?” He said: “Khosrau son of Hurmuz and if 
you should live long, you will see that one will 
carry a handful of gold or silver and go out looking 
for a person to accept it from him. And any of you, 
when meeting Allah, will meet Him without needing 
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an interpreter between him and Allûh to interpret 
Jor him, and Allah will say to him: “Didn’t I send 
you a Messenger to teach you?” He will say : “Yes” 
Allah will say: “Didn’t I give Jou wealth and 
offspring and do you favors?” He will say: “Yes.” 
Then he will look to his right and see nothing but 
Hell, and look to his left and see nothing but 
Hell.” ‘Adiy further said: “I heard the Prophel š%# 
saying: “Save yourself from the (Hell) Fire even 
wıth half a date (to be given in charity) and if you 
do not find a half date, then with a good pleasant 
word.” ‘Adiy added: (Later on) “I saw a lady in a 
Howdah travelling from al-Hîrah rill she performed 
rhe Tawûf of the Ka ‘bah, fearing none but Allûh. 
And I was one of those who opened (conquered) the 
Ireasures of Khosrau, son of Hurmuz. If you should 
live long, you will see what the Prophet Abul Qûsim 
## had said: “A person will come out with a 
handful of gold.... %6 


8. His Comforting of Khabbûb: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Khabbab Ibn al-Arat who said: “We complained to 
the Messenger of Allûh së (of the persecution inflicted 
on us by the infidels) while he was siiting in the 
shade of the Ka‘bah, leaning over his Burd (1.e.

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covering Sheet). We sald to him: “Would you seek 
help for us?” He sald: št “Among the nations 
before you a (believing) man would be put in a 
ditch that was dug for him, and a saw would be put 
over his head, and he would be cut into two pteces: 
Yet that (torture) would not make him given up his 
religion. His body would be ruined with iron combs 
that would remove his flesh from the bones and 
nerves, yet that would not make him abandon his 
religion. By Allah, this religion (i.e. Islam) will 
prevail till a traveler from San‘a’ (in Yemen) to 
Hadramaut (south of Arabia) fears none but Allah, 
or a wolf as regards his sheep, but you (people) are 
hasty. 7 


9. His telling š#é about the fighting and envy 
between the people of his nation over worldly 
fortunes: 


Imûm al-Bukhûarî narrated on the authority of 
‘Uqbah bin ‘Amir, who said: “The Messenger of 
Allah #ë once came out and offered the funeral 
prayer for the martyrs of Uhud and proceeded to the 
pulpit and said: “]I shall be your predecessor and a 
witness for you, and I am really looking at my 
sacred Fount now, and no doubt, I have been given

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the keys of the treasures of the world. By Allah, I 
am not afrald that you will worship others along 
wıth Allah, but I am afraid that you will envy and 
fight one another for worldly fortunes. ° 


10. His telling the good news to Thûbit that he will 
be in Paradise: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of Anas 
Ibn Mûlik who said: “The Prophet š# noticed the 
absence of Thûbit bin Qais. A man said: O 
Messenger of Allah! I shall bring you his news.” So, 
he went to him and saw him sitting in his house 
drooping his head (sadly). He asked Thûbit: “What 
is the matter?” Thûbit replied: “An evil situation: A 
man used to raise his voice over the voice of the 
Prophet š¥ and so all his good deeds have been 
annulled and he is from the people of Hell.” The 
man went back and told the Prophet šë that Thûbit 
had said so and so. (The sub-narrator Mûsû bin 
Anas said, “The man went to Thûbit again with glad 
tidings.” The Prophet 4š said to him, “Go and say to 
Ihûbit: “You are not from the people of Fire, but 
Jrom the people of Paradise. ® 


Narrated by Imûm al-Bukhûrî in the Book of “The merits of the

89 Narrated by Imûm al-Bukhûrî in the Book of “The merits of the 
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Thdûbit was killed as a martyr In the battle of al- 
Yamdmah. 


11. Hts telling ¥ that ‘Abdullah bın Salam is from 
the people of Paradıtse: 


Imam al-Bukhûarî narrated on the authority of 
Sa ‘d bin Abî Waqqûs who said: “I have never heard 
the Prophet š¢ saying about anybody jrom the people 
of the earth that he is from the people of Paradise 
except ‘Abdullah bin Salam. The fJfollowing verse 
was revealed concerning him: “And a witness from 
among the children of Isrû îl testifies that this 
Qur ’ûn is true.” (46:10).* 


Fifth: Hts telling ¥ about future events: 
1. What he sald 3 about ‘Umar +: 


Imam al-Bukhûarî narrated on the authority of 
Abû Hurairah that the Prophet š said: “Among the 
nations before you there used to be people who 
were inspired (though they were not Prophets). 
And if there ts any of such persons amongst my 
followers, it is ‘Umar. ” * 


There were many events, which took place 
during the life of ‘Umar which, proved that he was

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inspired. Of these is the incidence of the prisoners of 
war from the battle of Badr as the Qur’ãn was 
revealed confirming the opinion of ‘Umar, who did 
not agree that they should take ransom, but rather to 
kıll all the leaders of the disbelievers. The Prophet ## 
though, was more inclined to the opinion of Abû 
Bakr, and that is why they both (the Prophet 4¥ and 
Abû Bakr) cried when the verse was revealed but 
Allah forgave them with His mercy, and confirmed 
the fact that they should have accepted the opinion of 
‘Umar. Imûm Muslim narrated this incident on the 
authority of Anas 4#, who said in a long Hadîth 
about the battle of Badr: “........ Ihe Messenger of 
Allah š said to Abû Bakr and ‘Umar: “What is 
your opinion about these captives?” Abû Bakr said: 
‘They are our kin. I think you should release them 
after getting a ransom for them. This will be a 
source of strength to us against the infidels. It is 
quite possible that Allah may guide them to Islûm. 
Then the Messenger of Allûh +¢ said: “What is your 
opinion Ibn al-Khattûb?” He said: “Messenger of 
Allah, I do not hold the same opinion as Abû Bakr. I 
am of the opinion that you should hand them over to 
us So that we may cut off their heads. Hand over 
Aqil to ‘Alî that he may cut off his head, and hand 
over such and such relative to me that I may cut off 
his head. They are leaders of the disbelievers and 
veterans among them. The Messenger of Allûh š# 
approved of the opinion of Abû Bakr and did not

approve of what I said. The next day when I came to 
the Messenger of Allah š, I found that both he and 
Abû Bakr were sitting shedding tears. I salid: 
“Messenger of Allah, why are you and your 
Companion shedding tears ? Tell me the reason. For 
I will weep and if not, I will at least pretend to weep 
in sympathy with you. The Messenger of Allah %#% 
said: “I weep for what has happened to your 
companions for taking ransom (from the prisoners). 
I was shown the torture to which they were 
subjected. It was brought to me as close as this tree. 
(He pointed to a tree close to him). Then Allah 
revealed the verse: “It is not for a Prophet that he 
should take prisoners unltll the force of the 
disbelievers has been crushed....” (8:67), to the end 
of the verse: “So enjoy what you have gotten of the 
spotlls of war, (tt is ) lawful and good” (8:69). So 
Allûh made booty lawful for them.* 


2. His telling š% about which of his wives ts the 
first to die after him: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
‘Aishah (may Allûh be pleased with her) that: “ Some 
of the wives of the Prophet š# asked him: “Who 
amongst us will be the first to follow you (1.e. die 
after you)?” He said: “Whoever has the longest 
hand. ” So, they started measuring their hands with a

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stick and Sauda ’s hand turned to be the longest. 
(When Zainab bint Gahsh died first of all in the 
Caliphate of ‘Umar). We came to know that the long 
hand was a symbol of practicing charity, so she was 
the first to follow the Prophet š# and she used to 
love to practice charity. (Sauda died later during the 
Caliphate of ‘Umar).% 


3. His telling 3š about the merits of Uwais al- 
Quranî: 


Imdûm Muslim narrated on the authority of Usaid 
bin Jûbir that : “A delegation from Kûfah came to 
‘Umar and there was a person amongst them who 
jJeered at Uwais. Thereupon ‘Umar +¢ said: “Is there 
amongst us one from Qarûn?” That persom came 
and ‘Umar said: “Verily, Allûh’s Messenger š# has 
sald: “There would come to you a person from 
Yemen, who would be called Uwais and he would 
leave none in Yemen (behind him) except his mother, 
and he would have whiteness (due to leprosy) and he 
supplicated Allûh and it was cured except for the size 
of a dînûr or dirham. He who amongst you meets 
him should ask him to supplicate for forgiveness 
(from Allah) for you. ” 


In another narration by Imûm Muslim, ‘Umar 
said: “I heard Allûh’s Messenger š saying: “Worthy 
amongst the successors would be a person who 
Narrated by Muslim in the Book of “Zakût. (charity) ” 
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would be called Uwais. He would have his mother 
(living wıth hım) and he would have (a small) sign of 
leprosy. Ask him to supplicate Allah for you, for 
forgiveness. 


This man actually existed at the time of the 
Caliphate of ‘Umar , in exactly the same description 
as the Prophet # told the companions. Many 
narrations described the white mark, which existed 
on his body, and said that he had been extremely 
kind to his mother. ‘Umar +# met him, and asked 
him about his disease and asked him to supplicate 
Allah for him, for forgiveness. 


4. Umm Waraqah ts informed by the Prophet 3¥ 
that she would die as a martyr: 


Imûm Abû Dawûd narrated on the authority of 
Umm Waraqah bint Nawfal, that when the Prophel š¥ 
went to the Battle of Badr, she said to him: “ O 
Messenger of Alldûh! Give me permission to go out 
with you to the battle. I could look after the sick and 
the wounded, and may Allah grart me Shahdûdah 
(death in the cause of Allah).” The Messenger of 
Allah š¥ then said to her: “Stay in comfort at home, 
as Allûh will grant you Shahûdah (t.e. even if you 
stay at home.”) Therefore, people used to call her 
the martyr. She used to recite the Qur ûn, and she

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asked the Prophet šë to give her permission to get 
someone who would call for the prayer (make 
Adhan) at her home. She had intended to free a boy 
and a girl (who were her slaves), after her death. 
Ihey both woke up one night and suffocated her with 
a velvet garment of hers, until she died. In the 
morning, ‘Umar asked the people, about anyone who 
knew the whereabouts of those two slaves, or had 
seen them anywhere, and if so, they should hand 
them in. So, they were both brought to him and were 
crucified (as a punishment for what they had done). 
Ihey were the first to be crucified in Madînah. ” 


5. Abu Dhar is informed by the Prophet š# that he 
would die on his own in the desert: 


Imam Ahmad narrated on the authority of Umm 
Dhar who said: “When Abû Dhar was about to die I 
sat beside him crying”. He then said to me: “Why 
are you crying?” I said: “Why shouldnt I cry while 
you are about to die in a desert with no one to bury 
you, and I do not have a garment which is sufficient 
Jor you as a shroud.” He smiled to her and said: 
“Calm down. Don’t cry. I heard the Prophet šš once 
saying while I was sitting with him among a number 
of companions: “One of you will die in a desert land 
and a group of the faithful will witness him.” All 
of those who were sitting with me at that assembly 
have died, whether in a village or among. a 
congregation. No one is left except me, and now I 
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am dying in a desert land. By Allah, he š# did not 
lie and neither did I.” It is well known that Abi 
Dhar died in a desert land called Ar-Rabadhah, 1n 
the year 23 AH, during the Caliphate of ‘Urhmdn. 
‘Abdullah Ibn Mas ûd was one of the group of the 
faithful believers who attended his funeral, and he 
prayed the funeral Jandzah) prayer for him. 


6. His telling š¥ about the hole in the wall of Gog 
and Magog: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Zainab Bint Jahsh, the wife of the Prophet who said 
that: “The Prophet # came to her in a state of fear 
saying: “None has the right to be worshipped but 
Allah! Woe to the Arabs because of evil that has 
come near. Today a hole has been made tn the 
wall of Gog and Magog as large as this, ” potnting 
with two of his fingers making a circle. Zainab 
said: “I said, ‘O Messenger of Allah! Shall we be 
destroyed though amongst us there are pious 
people?” He said: “Yes, if evil prevails .”% 


7. His telling ¥ about those who invaded Cyprus by 
sed: 

Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Anas Ibn Mûlik, who said: “Allah ’s Messenger #4

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used to visit Umm Harûm bint Malhûn, who would 
ojfer him meals. Umm-Harûm was the wife of 
‘Ubûdah bin As-Sûmit. Allûh’s Messenger šé visited 
her and she provided him with food and started to 
comb his hair. Then Allûh’s Messenger š¢ slept and 
afterwards woke up smiling. Umm Haram asked: 
“What causes you to smile, O Messenger of Allah?” 
He said: “Some of my followers (in a dream) were 
presented before me as fighters in Allûh’s Cause 
(on board of a ship) amidst the sea, causes me t0 
srnile; they were as kings on the thrones (or like 
kings on the thrones. ”) (Ishûq a sub-narrator is not 
sure as to which expression the Prophet šš used.) 
Umm Harûm said: “0 Allûh’s Messenger! Pray to 
Allah that He makes me one of them.” Allûh’s 
Messenger š%¥ invoked Allûh for her and slept again 
and woke up smiling. Once again Umm Haram 
asked: “What makes you smile, O Allûh’s 
Messenger?” He replied: “Some of my Jollowers 
were presented to me as fighters in Allûh’s cause, ” 
repealing Ihe same dream. Umm Harûm said: “O 
Allah ’s Messenger! Invoke Allah that He makes me 
one of them.” He said: “You are amongst the first 
ones.” It happened that she sailed on the sea during 
the Caliphate of Mu ‘ûwiyah bin Abî Sufyan, and 
ajter she disembarked she fel from her riding 
animal and died. 5®

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8. His telling ¥ about Fighting the Turks tin the 
future: 


Imûm al-Bukhûarî narrated on the authority of 
Abû Hurairah who said: “The Prophet š¢ said: “The 
Hour will not be established fill you fight a nation 
wearing shoes made of hatr, and fill you fight the 
Turks, who will have small eyes, red faces and flat 
noses: and their faces will be like flat shields. And 
you will find that the best people are those who hate 
responsibility of ruling most of all ill they are 
chosen to be the rulers. And the people are of 
different natures: The best in the pre-Islamic period 
are the best in Islam. A time will come when any of 
you will love to see me rather than to have his 
family and property doubled. 7 


9. His Prophecy šš to ‘Abdullah Ibn Salam: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Qais Ibn ‘Ubûdd who said: “While I was sitting in the 
Mosque of Madînah, there entered a man (‘Abdulah 
Ibn Salam) with signs of solemnity upon his face. The 
people said: “He is one of the people of Paradise. ” 
He prayed two light Rak‘as and then left. 1 followed 
him and said: “When you entered the Mosque, the

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people said: “He is one of the people of Paradise. ”

fhe Prophet šš I had a dream, which I narrated to 
him. I saw that I was in a garden.” He then 
described ifs size and beauty. He added: “In its 
center there was an iron pillar whose lower end was 
Jixed to the earth and the upper end was in the Sky, 
and at its upper end there was q@ (ring shaped) 
handhold. I was told to climb it. I said: “I can’t. ” 
Then a servant came to me and lifted my clothes 
Jrom behind and I climbed till I reached the top (of 
the pillar). Then I got hold of the hand-hold and I 
was told to hold it tightly, then I woke up and (the 
effect of) the handle was in my hand. I narrated all 
that to the Prophet #4$ who said: “The Garden is 
Islam, the pillar is the pillar of Islûm and the 
handhold is the Most Trustworthy Hand Hold. So, 
you will remain as a Muslim fill you die.” The 
narrator added: “The man was ‘Abdullah Ibn 
Salam. * 


10. His telling š¥ about the killing of Al-Husain bin 
‘Alî +: 

Imûm al-Baihaqî narrated on the authority of Um 
al-Fadl bint al-Hûrith, that she entered the house of

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the Prophet š#š and said: “O Messenger of Alldh! + 
saw a bad dream last night.” He then asked her šš . 
“What was if?” She replied: “I saw as if a piece of 
your body was cut off and put in my lap.” The 
Prophet #¥ said to her: “You saw a good dream. 
This is Fatimah (his daughter). With the will of 
Allûh, she will give birth to a boy, and he will be 
put in your lap.” Later, Fûtimah gave birth to Al- 
Husain and he was put in my lap, just as the 
Messenger of Allûh š¥ said. I then put the baby boy 
- Al-Husain- in the Prophet ’s lap š# , and glanced at 
his face, and there he was š¢ with his eyes filled with 
tears. So, I said to him: “O Messenger of Allah! 
May I ransom you with my mother and father! What 
is wrong with you?” He then said š# : “Jibritl 
(Gabriel) came to me and told me that may nation 
will kill this son of mine!” I then said: “This one?” 
The Messenger of Allah 4š replied: “Yes. And he 
(Jibrîl) brought some of the soil, where he will be 
buried, and it was red. ” 


11. His telling 3š about the appearance of liars who 
claim Prophethood: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Abû Hurairah who said: “The Messenger of Allah šš 
said: “The Hour will not be established unfil there 
appears about thirty liars, all of whom will be 
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claiming to be the Messenger of Allûh. 


In another narration by [mûm al-Baihagî, the 
Messenger of Allûh š¢ mentioned some of them when 
he said: “The Hour will not be established until 
there appears about thirty liars, of which are 
Musatliımah (the liar), al-‘Ansî (who appeared in 
Yemen) and al-Mukhtûr (who was the prince of 
Kûfah for a year, and claimed that he used to 
receive revelation and news of the unseen and the 
future). ” 


Imûm Muslim narrated on the authority of Abû 
Naufal who reported that: “Asmû’ bint Abî Bakr said 
lo Al-Hajjûj Ibn Yûsif: “.......... Verily Allah ’s 
Messenger +¢ told us that in Thaqîf there would be 
born a great liar and a great murderer. The liar we 
have seen (al-Mukhtûr), and as far as the murderer 
is concerned, I do not find anyone else besides you 
(A1-Hajjûj) ”. Thereupon he (Al-Hajjûj) stood up and 
died, without giving any reply to her. 


An inspiration of ‘Umar 4#: 


Imûm al-Baihaqî reported on the authority of 
Abu ‘Adhbah who said: “A man came to ‘Umar Ibn

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al-Khaltdb +# and told him that the people of Irûq 
have thrown pebbles at their prince.

“Subhûna Allah! Subhûna Allah!” When we 
completed the prayer, he said: “Who among you is 
Jrom Syria?” A man then stood up and then another 
one and then I got up, third or forth. ‘Umar then 
said: “O Allah! They have made me confused, SO 
make them confused, and hasten with the young man 
of (the tribe of) Thaqif whose judgment among them 
will be that of Jûhiliyah, who will not accept from 
their good-doers and he will not forgive the wrong- 
doers." (The narrators of this event, believe that 


the young man which ‘Umar meant, was Al-Hajjdj). 


12. The Prophecy of the Prophet 3š concerning the 
Khilûfah (Caliphate) of ‘Umar bin ‘Abdel ‘Azîz (the 
fifth of the rightly guided Khalifs): 

Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Hudhaifah Ibn al-Yamûn, who said (in a long 
Hadîth): “People used to ask Allah ’s Messenger #š 
about good, but I used to ask him about evil for fear 
that it might overtake me. Once I said: “O Allah ’s 


I%' ‘This narration reflects one of the inspirations of ‘Umar 4% and 


The Prophet ## said that he is one of those who 
are inspired (as mentioned earlier). 
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Messenger! We wcre in ignorance and in evil and 
Allah has bestowed upon us the present good (i.e.

Balhaqî and others, are of the opinion that this 
second “good time” which will come after the first 
zvll period, is the Caliphate of ‘Umar Ibn ‘Abdel 
Aziz.

Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
‘Abdullûh Ibn ‘Umar, who said: “Once the Prophet 
#ë led us in the ‘Ishûd; prayer during the last days of 
his life and after finishing it (the prayer) with Taslim 
(the final salutation of the prayer) he said #šë : “Do 
you realize (the importance of) this night?” Nobody 
present on the surface of the earth tonight will be 
living after the completion of one hundred years 
from this night, ® 


Imûm Muslim also narrated on the authority of 
‘Abdullah Ibn ‘Umar who said: “The Messenger of 
Allûh š¢š led us in the ‘Ishd ‘“ prayer atl the latter part 
of the night and when he had concluded It by 
salutations, he stood up and said: “Have you seen 
this night of yours? At the end of one hundred 
years after this, none would survive on the surface 
of the earth (from amongst the Companions). Ibn 
‘Umar said: “People did (not realize) these words of 
the Messenger of Allah šš which had been uttered 
pertaining to one hundred years. Allûh ’s Messenger 
#¥ in fact meant (by these words) that on that day 
none from amongst those who had been living upon 
the earth (from amongst his Companions) would 
survive (after one hundred years) and that would be

14. His prophecy #¥ about the appearance of Imam 
Mûlik in Madinah: 

Imûm at-Tirmidhî narrated on the authority of 
Abû Hurairah who said: “The Messenger of Allûh š 
sald: “People are about to ride their camels, on 
long journeys seeking knowledge, but they do not 
come across anyone who is more knowledgeable 
than the Imûm of Madînah (i.e. Mûlik bin Anas). ” 
(Imûm Mûlik died in the year 179 AH). 


15. His prophecy 3#; about the classes of his 
followers: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
‘Imrûn bin Husain who said that the Prophet š# said: 
“The best of my followers are those living in my 
generatton (i.e. my contemporaries), and then those 
who will follow them, and then those who will 
follow the latter.” ‘Imrûn added: “f! do not 
remember whether he mentioned two or three 
generattons after his generation, then the Prophet š#¥ 
added: “There will come after you, people who will 
bear witness without being asked to do so and will 
be treacherous and untrustworthy, and who will 
yow and never fulfill their vows, and fatness will

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appear among them (as they like to eat and drink 
too much). ® 


In another narration by Imûm al-Bukhûrî on the 
authority of ‘Abdullûh who said that the Messenger 
of Allah #¢ said: “The best people are those living in 
my generation, and then those who will follow 
them, and then those who will follow the latter. 
Then there will come some people who will bear 
witness before taking oaths, and take oaths before 
bearing witness.” (I[brûhîm, a sub-narrator said: 
“They used to beat us for witnesses and promises 
when we were still children).'% 


16. His telling # about the fire, which came out tn 
Hijûz: 

Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Abû Hurairah, who said that the Prophet # sald: 
“The Hour will not be established till a fire will 
come out of the land of Hijûz and it will throw light 
on the necks of the camels at Busrû.”” Imûm Abû 
Shûmah (the Historian) says that this fire appeared 
on Friday the 5% of Jumadû Al-Akhirah in the year

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634 (A.H.)'*. This fire appeared in Madînah and 


lasted for one month, exactly as the Prophet # 
described it, as the people saw the necks of the 
camels at Busrû through the light of this fire. Other 
books mentioned that it lasted for more than a 
month, and appeared on the eastside of Madinah, 
towards the valley of Shadha, beside the mountain of 
Uhud. It was also said that the people heard noises 
five days before its appearance, on the Monday at 
the beginning of that month, and the noises 
continued day and night until it appeared on Friday, 
when a great fire gushed out of the land at the valley 
of Shadha, which caused the stones to melt, leaving 
what looks like molten lead, which then became like 
black coal. 


17. His telling š#¥ about the people who carry in 
their hands whips like the tails of the cow: 


Imûm Muslim narrated on the authority of Abû 
Hurairah who said: “The Messenger of Allûh ## said: 
“There are two types of the inhabitants of the Hell 
Fıre whom I did not see: “People having whips like 


'* [mûm adh-Dhahabî mentioned in his book “The countries of 
Islãm, ” that this fire was of the minor signs of the Hour, which the 


Prophet E mentioned, and even though it was a great fire with a 
very strong light, and lasted for days, it did not produce much heat. 
The inhabitants of Madînah thought that it was The Hour, and 
started repenting and making Du‘û’ to Allãh the Almighty to forgive 
them. 
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the tails of the cow with them arid they would be 
beating people, and the women who would be 
dressed but appear to be naked, who would be 
inclined (to evil) and make their husbands incline 
towards it (or they do not walk in a straight 
manner, rather they swagger and keep on moving 
from one side to the other). Their heads would be 
like the humps of the camel inclined to one side. 
They will not enter Paradise and they will not smell 
ifs odor even though its odor can be smelt from 
such and such distance. 


18. His telling 3# about the increase of the wealth 
of his nation: 


Imûm Ahmad Ibn Hanbal narrated on the 
authority of Dawûd bin Abî Hind, who said: “I came 
to Madînah and went to see the Messenger of Allah 
#5 While he was praying, a man came and said to 
him (after he concluded the prayer): “O Messenger 
of Allûh! Eating dates (all the time) has caused our 
stomachs to burn, and the linen clothes (which are 
made of the fibers of the palm trees, and are of a 
very bad quality) have burnt our bodies. The 
Messenger of Allûh then praised Allûh and said: 
“There was a time when my companion and I (i.e. 
Abû Bakr) had no food but black dates, until we 
came to our brothers, the Ansûr, who shared their

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Jood with us, and it was also dates, I swear by 
Allah, Who none has the right to be worshipped but 
He, if I could feed you bread and dates, I would 
have given you that. There is a fime to come, 
whether you or those after Jou will live through it, 
when people will be wearing clothes like the drapes 
of the Ka‘bah (i.e. very expensive clothes), and will 
be served with delicious food, one after the other. ” 
Ihe companions then asked: “O Messenger of Allah! 
Are we better then (at that time) or today?” He then 
sald #¥ : “No, you are better today, as you are all 
brothers. When that time comes, you will be killing 
each other. ” 


19. His telling 3¥ about those who come to renew 
the religion of his nation: 


Imûm Abû Dawûd narrated on the authority of 
Abt Hurairah, who said that the Messenger of Allah 
#5 sald: “Allah will raise for this nation (Ummah) 
at the end of every hundred years one who will 
revive ifs religion for it. 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî also narrated on the authority 
of Mu ‘dwiyah, who said: “I heard the Messenger of 
Allah šë saying: “A group of people amongst my 
Jollowers will remain obedient to Allûh’s orders

harmed by anyone, who will turn them down or 
who will oppose thêm, till Allûh’s Order (the Last 
Day) comes upon them while they are still on the 
right path. s11! 


Sixth: The Miracles of the Prophet %# compared to 
those of the Previous Messengers: 


The Miracles of the Prophet 3% surpass the miracles 
of the previous Prophets: 


The Messenger of Allah 3% was supported by 
miracles, which resemble the miracles of a group of 
the Prophets who came before him. Some of his 
miracles # were even more superior to the miracles 
of the other Prophets, in addition to the great 
miracles, which were not given to any Prophet 
before him ¥. 


Of these miracles, no doubt, is the Glorious 
Qur ûn, which no falsehood can reach, from before 
it or behind it. (It is) sent down by the All-Wıise, 
Worthy of all praise (Allah the Almighty). It 1S a 
miracle, which will remain forever, wıth its clear 
evidence that no one can neglect. Allah the Almighty 
challenged the Jinn and mankind to produce the like 
of this Qur ûn, ten Sûras like ıt, or even one short

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Surah, but they failed. 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of Abû 
Hurairah that the Messenger of Allãh # said: 
“Every Prophet was given miracies because of 
which people believed, but what I have been given, 
is Divine Inspiration, which Allûh has revealed to 
mne. So I hope that my followers will outnumber 
the followers of the other Prophets on the Day of 
Resurrection. 


The miracles which were given exclusively to the 
Prophet 


Five things were given to him, which were not given 
to other Prophets: 


We have mentioned earlier the Hadîth, which 
was reported by al-Bukhûrî and Muslim on the 
authority of Jûbir, +# who said: “The Messenger of 
Allûh š¥ said : “: “I have been given Jive things, 
which were not given to any one else before me: 


1. Allûh made me victorious by awe, (by His 
frightening my enemies) for a distance of one 
month ’s journey. 


2. The earth has been made Jor me (and for my 
Jollowers) a place for praying and a thing to perform 
Tayammum, therefore anyone of my followers can

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pray whenever the time of prayer is due. 


3. Booty has been made Halûl (lawful) for me yet it 
was not lawful for anyone else before me.

5.Every Prophet was sent to his nation only but I 
have been sent to all mankind. 


Many scholars said that all the miracles of the 
previous Prophets, are considered a miracle for the 
Last of the Messengers Muhammad šš because they 
all gave Prophecies about his advent, and 
commanded his people to follow him, as Allah the 
Almighty said:

1. Comparing his miracles 3¥ to those of Prophet 
Noah A: 


His Curse on his enemies was answered:

We have mentioned earlier his D/û‘û’ on the 
people of Quraish, who put on his back the dung, 
blood and abdominal contents (intestines, etc.) of 
the slaughtered camel while he was prostrating 
beside the Ka ‘bah, and they were all killed on the 
Day of Badr. 


His curse on ‘“Utbah bin Abî Lahab: 


Ihe Messenger of Allãh cursed ‘Utbah Ibn Abî 
Lahab, and asked Allãh to send on him one of His 


'“ Abû Nu'aim mentioned made this comparison in his book:

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beasts. His Du û’ #é was answered and ‘Utbah was 
eaten by a lion on one of his journeys in Syria. 
‘Utbah was so sure that the curse of the Prophet 3¥ 
would be answered that when he saw the lion, he 
said: “A swear by Allûh that Muhammad Killed me 
while he was still in Makkah. ” 


Noah the Prophet of Allah, also cursed his 
people, when they continued tO ridicule his Da ‘wah 
and they chose to disbelieve in all that was revealed 
to him by Allah, after he spent 950 years wıth them. 

‘û’ on them and said: 


He made Du 'd

“My Lord! Leave not one of the 
disbelievers on the earth!” (71:26). 


Allãh the Almighty, answered his curse, and bis 
people died, except for a few who believed with 
him, and the animals that he took with him on his 
boat. This was one of the virtues given to Prophet 
Noah #4 , which the Messenger of Allah, 
Muhammad 4š was also given as evidenced by many 
narrations. 


Imûm Ibn Karthîr commented on what Abû 
Nu ‘aim mentioned by saying: “Bur we believe that 
Muhammad š# was given the same virtue, when he 
was belied by the Quraishites and suffered with his 
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cuipanloris, all sorts of torment. Allûh the 4lnughty 
sent him the Angel of the Mountains, who was asked 
to obey him šë in whatever he ordered the Angel to 
do, in relation to destroying the disbelievers, who 
had belied him and ridiculed his Da ‘wah. However 
the Prophet š# chose to be patient with them, and to 
make Du'û’ for them to be guided to the right path, 
which is better.” This event is mentioned herein: 


Sending the Angel of the Mountains to the Prophet 
: 


Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the authority of 
Aishah (may Allûh be pleased with her) that she 
asked the Prophet # : “Have you encountered a day 
harder than the day (of the battle) of Uhud?” The 
Messenger of Allûh replied š# : “Your tribes have 
troubled me a lot, and the most painful was on the 
day of ‘Aqabah when I presented my self to Ibn 
‘Abd-Yûlîil bin ‘Abd-Kulûl and he did not respond to 
my demand. So, I departed, overwhelmed with 
excessive sorrow, and proceeded on in bewilderment 
nd could not relax till I found myself at Qarnath 
lha ûlib, where 1 lifted my head towards the Sky to 
see a cloud casting its shade on me. I looked up 
and saw Jibreel in it. He called me saying: “Allah 
has heard your people’s words to Jou and He has 
heard their reply to you. Allûh has sent the Angel 
of the Mountains to you so that you may order him 
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to do whatever you wish to these people.” The 
Angel of the Mountains called and greeted me, and 
then said: “0 Muhammad! Order what you wish, 
If you like, I will let al-Akh-Shabain (1.e. the two 
mountains) fall on them.” The Prophet satd: “No, 
but I hope that Allûh will let them beget children 
who will worship Allûh Alone, and will worship 
None besides Him, ® 


Imûm Abû Nu‘aim compared the Du'a’ of 
Prophet Noah in the verse: 


(فدعا رب أي مَغْلوب فالتصر ره ١)قفتَحتا‏ أَبْرّاب السَمَاء بمَاء 
مُنهمر (١١)رفجرا‏ الأرْض عيوا فالَفى الْمَاء على أَمْر قَذ

“Then he invoked his Lord (saying): “I 
have been overcome, so help (me)!” So, 
We opened the gates of heaven with 
water pouring forth. And We caused the 
earth to gush forth with springs. So the 
waters (of the heaven and the earth) met 
for a matter predestined. ” (54:10-12), 


These were mentioned with the Prophetic 
Traditions (Ahûdîth) relevant to the Istisqû’ prayer 
(invocation for rain), which we cited earlier in this

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book. We also mentioned that ‘Umar + used to 
invoke for rain, asking Al-‘Abbûs, the Prophets 
uncle š%š to make Du ‘û’ for them, whereupon the rain 
started to fall. 


Imam Abû Nu ‘aim then said: “Noah šëël stayed with 
his people for 950 years, at the end of which, the 
number of those who believed in his Message, men 
and women, who went on the ship with him, were 
less than a hundred. On the other hand, our 
Messenger # stayed for just over twenty years 
calling his people, at the end of which, his Message 
spread east and west, emperors and tyrants like 
Caesar (in Rome) and Khusrau (in Persia) feared 
that they would lose their reign due to the spread of 
the Message of Islûm'®. Negus (the emperor of 


Abyssinia), and the kings of Yemen embraced Islûm, 
by their own free will and not out of fear. People 
came into Islûm in crowds as Allah the Almighty 


Says:

Imûm Ibn Kathîr commented saying: “By the 
time the Prophet š#¢ died, Allah had already granted 
him victory over al-Madinah, Khatbar, Makkah, 
most of Yemen and Hadramout. He left behind him #š 
a hundred thousand of his companions or even more. 
Towards the end of his life, he wrote to all the Kings 
on earth calling them to Alldûh the Almighty. Some 
of them answered him positively and some acted in 
pride and rejected his message š , and thus they 
were the losers such as Khosrau, who was too 
arrogant to accept the call of Islam, and so, Allah 
destroyed his kingdom that was conquered by the 
companions of the Prophet š . The pious Khalifs 
Abû Bakr, ‘Umar , ‘Uthmûn and ‘Alî then conquered 
the Eastern and Western points of the earth, from the 
western to the eastern Sea, just as the Prophel %¥ 
said: “Allah, the Exalted, folded for me the earth, 
so much so that I saw its eastern and western sides 
(i.e. the extremities). The Kingdom of my Ummah 
(nation) will reach as far as the earth was folded 
for me. The two treasures, the red and the white, 
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were bestowed on me....”"” And he said +¥ : “When 


Khosrau perishes, there will be no (more) Khosrau 
after him, and when Caesar perishes there will be 
no more Caesar after him. By Him in Whose 
Hands Muhammad’s life is, you will spend the 
treasures of both of them in Allûh’s Cause. 


Furthermore, just as the curse of Noah škl 
affected all the people who were living on earth at 
his time, when all, except a few who believed were 
drowned In the flood, likewise, the blessing of the 
Message of the Prophet %# and his Du ‘û’ prevailed. 
More and more people embraced Islam, and believed 
in Allah the Almighty, and the evidence has been 
established against those who did not believe. Verily, 
Allah the Almighty said: 


وما سلاك إل م للْعَالْمنَر۷ ۰ (١‏ (الأنبياء: ۷ ۰ ۱( 


“And We haye sent yeu (O0 Muhammad 
3 ) not but as a mercy for the ‘Alamîn 
(mankind, Jinn and all that exists). ” 
(21:107). ) 
Abu Nu‘aim commented saying: “If Allûh the 
Almighty called His Messenger Noah by one of His

Allûh, the Almighty called Muhammad by two 
of His ihames, as He sald:

“.. for the believers (he ¥ ) is full of 
pity, kind and merciful. ” (9:128). 


Abû Nu ‘aim also added that Allah the Almighty 
called all His Prophets by their namics and sald: “O 
Noah!, O Ibrahîm!, O Mûsûd!, ...... But when He 
called Muhammad #% He said: “O Messenger 
(Muhammad š#), O Prophet! O you wrapped in 
garments! O You enveloped (in garments)!” which 
clearly portrays his honor #$ . 


Also, when the unbelievers claimed that their 
Prophets were insane and foolish, each of Allah’s 
Prophets answered for himself. Noah said:

“0 my people 1! There is no error in me, 


but I am a Messenger from the Lord of 
the ‘Alamin. ” (7:61). 
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Hûd also said:

“O my people! There is no foolishness 


in me, but (I am) a Messenger from the 
Lord of the ‘Alamîn.” (7:67). 


When the Pharaoh said to Mûsû :

“O0 Masê (Moses)! I think you are indeed 
bewitched. ” (17:101), 

Mûsû then said to him:

“Verily, you know that these signs have 
been sent down by none but the Lord of 
the heavens and the earth as clear 
evidences.

Jrom all good)!.” (17:102). 


As for Muhammad š#, it is Allah the Almighty 
who answers those who insult His Prophet, like 
when they said:

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` Comparing his miracles š%#¥ to those of Prophet 
Hûd šã: 

Abû Nu‘aim said that Allãh the Almighty, 
destroyed the people of Hûd with the barren wind, 
sent as a punishment because of their disbelief. On 
the other hand, the Messenger of Allãh was given 
victory by means of the wind at the battle of the 
Confederates (al-Ahzûb), as Allûh said:

The Messenger ofAllãah š% also said, assuring‏ 
this fact: “I! was granted victory with as-Sabû‏ 
(Easterly wind -which frightened the enemy) and‏ 


the nation of ‘Ad was destroyed by ad-Dabûr 
(Westerly wind). ” 


Comparing his miracles ¥ to those of Prophet 
' Narrated by al-Bukhûrî in the Book of : “al-Istisqû’ (invoking 
Allûh for rain). ” 
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Salih a: 

Abû Nu ‘aim said that if someone says that Allah 
gave Prophet Sûlih a she-camel, which came out of a 
rock, as a miracle, and gave it a right to drink 
(water) on a certain day, and his people a right to 
drink (water) on a certain day, we could say that 
Allah also gave Muhammad šš something similar, Or 
even more. The she-camel of the Prophet Salih 
neither spoke to him nor testified that he was a 
Messenger of Allah, while on the other hand the 
camel testified that Muhammad is the Messenger of 
Allah and complained to him about his owners who 
did not feed him properly and who wanted to 
slaughter him. It was also narrated that before the 
advent of his Message, the stones used to salute him, 
as did the trees. 


Comparing his miracles 3% to those of Prophet 
Ibrûhim %4: ) 

Imûm az-Zamalkûnî (may Allah bestow His 
mercy upon him) said: “As for ihe fire which 
subsided when Ibrûhîm šël, was thrown into it - and 
did not burn him- it was also reported that the fire of 
Persia subsided when the Prophet š# was born, i.e. 
forty years before His Message. The fire of Ibrûhîm, 
subsided when he came in direct contact with the 
fire, while the fire of Persia, subsided even though it 
was far away from him in space and hme. 
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Abû Nu ‘aim said: “Bur if someone says: Ibrûhîm 
v'us e€eXclısively given the stalus of Khillûh ( intimate 
Jrlendship or love) besides being given the status Of 
Prophethood, we answer him by saying that Allûh 
hus taken Muhammad as a Khalîl (the one whose 
ove is the strongest and most intimate of all people, 
and is superior than a friend or a beloved one) and 
was also loved in a superior way by Allah. Imûm 
Muslim narrated on the authority of Ibn Mas ‘ûd who 
sald: “The Messenger of Allûh said: “If I were to 
take a Khalil, other than my Lord, I would have 
definitely chosen Abû Bakr as such, but he is my 
brother and my companion and Allûh, Exalted and 
Ulortlous, has taken your brother and companion 
(meaning the Prophet himself) as a Khalil. 


Imam Muslim narrated on the authority of Ubayy 
Jlbn Ka‘b that the Messenger of Allûh š# said, in a 
long Hadîth: “....... lt was again conveyed to me for 
tnê third time to recite in seven dialects And (I was 
further told) : “You have sought for every reply 
that I sent you, which you should seek from Me. I 
satd: “O Allah! Forgive my people, forgive my 
people and I have deferred the third one for the day 
on which the entire creation will turn to me, 


'* Narrated by Muslim in the Book of : “The merits of the

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including even Ibrûhîn (for intercession)”*'. This 
Hadîth assures us that the Messenger of Allah š# has 
a higher status, as everybody will turn to him on that 
Day (of Judgment). It also indicates that Prophet 
Ibrahîm is the best after the Messenger of Allah š, 
as he mentioned no one else in the Hadith. 


The visions of Ibrahim and those of the Prophet 3¥: 
The verses of the Qur’ ãn which say : 
كلك ري إبرَاهيم مَلَكَوت السَمَرّات وَالرْض وليكون من‎

“Thus did we show Ibrûhîm the kingdom

Allah the Almighty also said about Muhammad š3:

Many Ahûdîth (traditions) actually provide us 
with details of all the visions, which the Prophet # 
saw on the night journey (al-Isrû’ and the Mi‘rûj), 
that will be mentioned later on. 


Comparing the patience of the Prophet 3¢ to the 
pattence of Yaqûb (Jacob): 


Imûm Ibn Hûmid, made a comparison between 
the trial which Ya ‘qûb faced when he lost his son 
Yûsûf xêl , his patience and his seeking help from 
Allah (though his continuous Du ‘û ’), and the trial 
which the Prophet š# faced when he lost his son 
Ibrahîm and his patience and contentment with 
Allah’s Divine decree when he said: “The eyes are 
shedding tears and the heart is grieved, and we will 
not say except what pleases our Lord, O Ibrûhîm! 
Indeed we are grieved by your separation. 7 


Imûm Ibn Kathîr then added: “And I say, more 
than that , the three daughters of the Prophet # 


'“* Narrated by al-Bukhûrî in the Book of : “The Funerals). 
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Rugayyah, Umm Kulthûim and Zainab, died during 
his lifetime as did his uncle Hamzah_ (The lion of 
Allûh) who was killed and mutilated (after his death) 
on the Day of Uhud, but he also met all these 
calamities with patience and contentment. ” 


The signs which were given to Mûsûd (Moses) ê: 


The greatest signs which were given to Misûd, 
were the nine signs which were mentioned in Sirah 
al-Isrû’: “And indeed We gave to Mûsû nine clear 
signs...” (17:101). As mentioned earlier, those signs 
are : the stick which turned into a snake, his hand 
which when inserted into his pocket and taken out, 
shines like a moon, his Du ‘û’ on his people which 
was answered when Allah the Almighty punished 
them with: the flood, locusts, lice, frogs, blood, 
drought, and the shortage of fruit (and cropSs..), 
(most of them are mentioned in Surat al-A ‘raf 
“7:130-133. Of the signs which Mûsû was given 
also includes, splitting of the sea Into two parts tO 
save Banî Isrû îl, sending down to them “Al-Manna ” 
(a kind of sweet gum) and “As-Salwû” (a kind of 
bird). Also, when Mûsû asked for water for his 
people, he was asked to strike the stone with his 
stick and thereupon, water gushed from twelve 
springs, and more signs such as the story of the cow, 
which was mentioned in Sirah “al-Baqarah (the 
COW). ” 
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A comparison between the stick of Mûsû and the 
Tasbth (glorifying Allah) of the stones in the hand 
of the Prophet š% and the blessed people of his 
nation: 


Concerning the stick of Mûsa, Imam Ibn az- 
Zamalkûnî sald: “As for the stick of Mûsû which 
turned into a live reptile (the snake), the stones 
(which are solid matter) glorified Allah (said Tasbîh) 
in the hands of the Prophet šš .” We mentioned 
earlier the Hadîth which was narrated by Imûm al- 
Baihaqî on the authority Abu Dharr who reported 
that the stones glorified Allah in the hands of the 
Prophet š#ğ, and said: “...He took them (the stones) in 
his palm, and they started to glorify (say Tasbih) 
Allah, until we heard them moaning (like the trunk of 
the date-palm). When the Messenger of Allûh #š put 
them down, they became silent. The Prophet šš then 
took them and put them in the palm of Abû Bakr, and 
they started glorifying Allah (saying Tasbih) until we 
heard them moaning (like the trunk of the date- 
palm), and when he put them down they became 
silent. The Messenger of Allah took them again and 
put them in the hand of ‘Umar, and they started to 
glorify Allah, until we heard them crying like the 
trunk of the date-palm, and when he put them down 
they became silent. The Prophet š¥ then put them in 
the had of ‘Uthmûn, and they started to glorify Allah 
until we heard them moaning like the trunk of the 
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date-palm, and then he put them down, so they 
became silent. The Prophet š¢ then said: “This Is 
the Khilûfah (succession) of Prophethood” 


Ihings made of solid matter speak to him š& : 


We mentioned earlier under the heading 
“Miracles related to the earth” many traditions 
which provided details about this incident such as the 
Hadîth narrated by al-Bukhûrî on the authority of Ibn 
Mas ‘ûd that they heard the food glorify Allah (say 
Tasbîh) while being eaten by the Prophet š . Also 
the stones saluted him, as was reported by mdr 
Muslim on the authority of Jûbr who said that the 
Prophet š#¢ said: “I recognize a stone in Makkah 
which used to salute me before my advent as a 
Prophet and I recognize that stone even now”. We 
also mentioned the Hadîrh of the tree which came 
along when the Prophet called it, and the two trees 
which joined when ordered by the Prophet 3# as In 
the Hadîth reported by Imûm Muslim on the 
authority of Jûbir who said in a long Hadith: 
n Allûh’s Messenger š¢ went to one of them and 
took hold of one of its twigs and said: “Follow me 
(i.e. be under my control) by the permission of 
Allah”, and so it followed him like a camel who has 
its nose string in the hand of its rider. And then he 
came to the second tree and took hold of one of its 
twigs and said: “Follow me by the permission Of 
Allah”, and so it followed him, just as the first one 
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had done. When he came in the middle of the two 
Irees he joined together the two twigs and said: 
“Jotn with the permission of Allah”, and so they 
Joined together..” (mentioned under the heading: 
“The food multiplies in amount in his hand 4¥”. 


The Messenger of Allah š also called upon a 
bunch of dates (on a palm tree), which came jumping 
between his hands as in the narration reported by 
Imam al-Baihaqî on the authority of Ibn ‘Abbûs who 
said: “....The bunch of dates came down the palm 
tree until it fell onto the ground, and Kept on jumping 
unill it came between the hands of the Prophet š 
When the Messenger of Allûh š ordered it to go 
back, it then went back to its place on the palm tree. 
The man (from Banî ‘Amir) then said: “JI testify that 
you are the Messenger of Allah”, and he embraced 
Islam”. 

We have also mentioned the Hadîth narrated by 
Imam al-Bukhûrî on the authority of Jûbir about the 
weeping of the pulpit on missing the Prophet # 
Drawing a comparison between Mûsû #4 talking to 


Allah and the night journey of the Prophet ¥ and 
seeing His Lord: 


Imam Muslin narrated on the authority of Abû 
Dharr, who said: “I asked the Messenger of Allah š¥: 
“Did you see your Lord? (meaning on the night 
Journey) He said š# : “He is a Light; how could I 
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see him?” Also when Mûsû talked to His Lord at 
Sinai, he asked to see His Lord, but he was not 
granted what he had asked for. * The Messenger of 
Allah š# also talked to Allãh on the night journey of 
the Isrû’, and saw a light as mentioned in the Hadîth 
narrated by Muslim. 


Imûm Ibn Hûmid also mentioned those events in 
his book and added: “And if Allûh Almighty said to 
Mûsd:

“And I endued you with love from Me, tn 
order that you may be brought up under 
My Eye.” (20:39), 


He said to His Messenger 3¥

“Say (O Muhammad ¥$ to mankind): “If

Allah told us about the white, shining hand of 
Musa, as one of the signs which supported him in his 
struggle with the Pharoah:

“Put your hand tn your bosom tlt will 
come forth white without a disease, and 
draw your hand close to your side to be 
Jfree from fear. These are two signs from 
your Lord to Fir‘aun (Pharaoh) and his 
chiefs. ....” (28:32), 


Allah the Almighty gave His Messenger a 
more glorious sign, which is the splitting of the 
moon, which was reported in the Qur’ãn and the 
Sunnah. Imûm Ibn Hûmid says, commenting on the 
story of the shining hand of Prophet Misa, that the 
face of the Prophet #, as the companions described 
him, when he felt pleased with something, his face 
shone like a full moon. Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated 
on the authority of Kab Ibn Malik who salid in a 
long Hadith: “.....for whenever Allah ’s Messenger šš 
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was happy, his face used to glitter, as 1f If was da 
piece of the moon.. 


We also mentioned under the merits of the 
companions, the story of the two companions “Usaid 
bin Hudair and Abbûd bin Bishr, * who went out of 
the house of the Prophet š# on a very dark night, and 
cach of them had a stick in his hand. The stick of 
one of them lit the way for them and when they 
parted, the other stick started also to light the way 
for the other one (narrated by Imûm ‘Abdur-Razzûq). 
We also mentioned (under the same heading) the 
story of the companion whose fingers lit the way for 
hinî (as narrated by Imûm al-Bukhûrî in his book 
“at-Tûrîkh (the History ”). 

Comparing his miracles 3% to those of the Prophet 
Idris š%: 

ımaiı: Abû Nu‘aim, as many of the 1afsîr 
(Qur’ãn Exegesis) scholars consider that Idrîs 1s one 
of the Prophets who were sent to Banî Isrû îl, while 
the genealogists consider that he comes before Noah 


in his lineagu which is traced to Adam šël, and they 
believe that this is what is meant in the verse: 


(ورفغتاه مکائا علي (مرم: ۵۷)

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“And We raised him to a high status ” 

(19:57). 

Nevertheless, our Messenger # was given a 
status which is mush higher than that, as he is 
mentioned highly, both in this and life and in the 
Hereafter, as Allãh Almighty said: “And raised high 
Jour fame?” (94:4). It is well known that his name 
#% 1s mentioned at each call for the prayer, five times 
each day, in the East and West parts of the earth, 
when the caller says: “[ testify that there is no God 
but Allah and that Muhammad is His Messenger. ” 
So, his name is forever mentioned together with the 
name of Allûh at each call for the prayer (Adhûn). 


Ihe status of the Prophet # over the other 
Messengers of Allah will be made manifest on the 
Day of Judgment, as he was promised the Station of 
Praise and Glory (al-Magqûm al-Mahmûd), which 
Allah promised himz#. Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on 
the authority of Anas # who said: “The Messenger 
of Allah š% said: “The believers will be kept 
(waiting) on the Day of Resurrection so long that 
they will become worried and say, “Let us ask 
somebody to intercede for us with our Lord so that 
He may relieve us from our place.” Then they will 
go to Adam and say: “You are Adam, the father of 
the people. Allûh created you with His own Hand 
and made you reside in His Paradise and ordered 
Hts angels to prostrate before you, and taught you 


187 


the names of all things. Will you intercede for us 
with your Lord so that He may relieve us from this 
place of ours? Adam will say: “I am not fit for this 
undertaking ”. He will mention the mistake he had 
committed, i.e. his eating of the tree though he had 
been forbidden to do so. He will add: “Go to 
Noah, the first prophet sent by Allah to the people 
of the Earth.” The people will go to Noah who wll 
say: “I am not fit for this undertaking. He will 
mention the mistake which he had made, 1.e. his 
asking his Lord without knowledge.” He will say (to 
then): “Go to Ibrûhîm Khalil ar-Rahmûn.” They 
will go to Ibrûhîmn who will say: “I am not fit for 
this undertaking.” He will mention three words by 
which he told a lie, and say (to them): “Go to 
Moses a slaye whom Allûh gave the Torah and to 
whom he spoke directly and brought near Him for 
conversation: “They will go to Moses who will say: 
“[] am not fit for this undertaking He will mentton 
the mistake he made, i.e. killing a person, and will 
say (to them): “Go to Jesus, Allûh’s slave and His 
Apostle, and a soul created by Him and His word. ” 
They will go to Jesus who will say: “I am not fir for 
this undertaking but you’ d better go to Muhammad 
the slaye whose past and future sins have been 
forgiven by Allûh.” So, they will come to me, and I 
will ask my Lord’s permission to enter His House 
and then I will be permitted. When I see Him I 
will fall down in prostration before Him, and He 
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wIll leave me (in prostration) as long as He will ٤ 
and then He will say: “O0 Muhammad! Lift up your 
head and speak for you will be listened to, and 
intercede for your intercession will be accepted, and 
ask (for anything) for it will be granted.” Then I 
will raise my head and glorify my Lord with certain 
words of praise, which He has taught me. Allah 
will put a limit for me (to intercede for a certain 
type of people). I will take them out and make them 
enter Paradise.” Qatûdah said: I heard Anas Saying 
that the Prophet said: “I will go out and take theın 
out of Hell (Fire) and let them enter Paradise, and 
then I will return and ask my Lord for permission 
to enter His House and I will be permitted. When I 
will see Him, I will fall down in prostration before 
Him, and He will leave me (in prostrafion) as long 
as He will let me (in that state), and then He will 
say: “0 Muhammad! Lift up your head and speak 
Jor you will be listened to, and intercede for your 
intercession will be accepted, and ask (for anything) 
Jor it will be granted.” The Prophet ¢ added: “SO, 
I will raise my head and glorify my Lord with 
certain words of praise, which He has taught me. 
Then I will intercede and He will put a limit for me 
(to intercede for a certain type of people). I will 
take them out and make them enter Paradise. ” 
Qatûdah added: I heard Anas saying that the 
Prophet said: “I will go out and take them out of 
Hell (Fire) and let them enter Paradise, and I will 
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return for the third time and will ask my Lord for 
permission to enter His House, and I will be 
allowed to enter. When I will see Him, I will fall 
down in prostration before Him, and He will leave 
me (in prostration) as long as He will let me (tn that 
state), and then He will say: “O0 Muhammad! Lift 
up your head and speak for you will be listened to, 
and intercede for your intercession will be accepted, 
and ask (for anything) for it will be granted.” So, I 
will raise my head and praise Allah as He has 
taught me, and then I will intercede and He will put 
a limit for me (to intercede for a certain type of 
people). I will take them out and let them enter 
Paradise.” Qatûdah said: I heard Anas saying that 
the Prophet said: “I will go out and take them out 
of Hell (Fire) and let them enter Paradise, tll none 
will remain in the Fire except those whom the 
Qur ûn will imprison (i.e. those who are destined 
for eternal life in the Fire.” The narrator then 
recited the verse: “It may be that your Lord will 
raise you to a Station of Praise and Glory” (17:79). 
The narrator added: “This is the Station of Praise of 
Glory, which Allûh has promised to your Prophet %# 
.” (i.e. this station of intercession). * 


As mentioned earlier, all the previous 
Messengers gave prophecies of His Message #. The 


1% Narrated by Imûm al-Bukhûrî in the Book of : “Tawhid 
(Monotheism). 
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Messenger of Allah š&, lead all the Prophets in a 
congregational prayer on the night of Isrû’ (the night 
journey) the details of which will be provided later. 
Moreover, His religion # , i.e. Islûm, will remain 
until the Day of Judgment as no other religion will 
abrogate or replace it. 


Comparing his miracles ¥ to those of Prophet 
Dawûd ša: 
Allah the Almighty said:

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“And indeed We bestowed grace on 
Dawûd from us (saying): “O you 
mountains Glorify (Allah) wıth him! And 
you birds (also) !' And We made the iron 
soft for him. Saying: “Make you perfect 
coats of mail, balancing the rings of 
chain armor, and work you (men) 
righteousness. Truly, I am All-Seer of 
what you do. ” (34:10-11). 


Allah the Almighty made the birds and the 
mountains glorify Allah with him, and he never used 
to eat except from the work of his own hands. Our 
Messenger 3# also used to recite the Qur’ãn with a 
very beautiful voice. Jubair Ibn Mut ‘am said that 
Prophet š# read Sûrat at-Tin in the Maghrib prayer, 
and that he had never heard a more beautiful voice in 
his life. 


If the birds and the solid mountains sald TZasbîh 
with Prophet Dawûd, then the companions heard the 
Tasbîh of the stones in the palm of the Prophet 3¥ as 
mentioned above. Imûm al-Bukhûrî also narrated on 
the authority of Ibn Mas ‘ûd that they used to hear the 
Tasbîh of the food in the hands of the Prophet š¥, 1.e. 
while he was eating. We also mentioned earlier the 
story of the poisoned sheep, which informed him 3¥ 
about its being poisoned (under the section of the 
miracles related to animals). No doubt that the 
Tasbîh of small solid stones, which have no holes, 
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is more strange than that of the mountains, which 
contain many holes and caves, as they normally 
respond by echoing high pitched sounds. 


We know that Prophet Dawûd štkl' ate from the 
work of his own hands, as did the Messenger of 
Allah šš. He used to pasture sheep for the people of 
Makkah, and he used to say 3¥ that all the Prophets 
used to be shepherds. He also went to Syria for 
trade on behalf of Khadîjah (May Allãh be pleased 
wıth her). 


Allah the Almighty also said about Dawûd: “ ... 
and gave him wisdom and sound judgment in 
speech and decision.” (38:20). The wisdom which 
was given to the Prophet , was more perfect than 
what was given to all the previous Prophets, as his 
Sharî ‘ah šš , is the most perfect as well as being the 
final one. Imûm al-Bukhûrî also narrated on the 
authority of Abû Hurairah that the Prophet š# said: 
“ have been sent with the shortest expressions 
bearing the most comprehensive meanings and I 
have been made victorious with terror (cast in the 
hearts of the enemy), and while I was sleeping, the 
keys of the treasures of the world were brought to 
me and put in my hand. 7 


Comparing his miracles 3% to those of Prophet

And verily, he enjoyed a near 
access to Us, and a good final return 
(Paradise). ” (38:36-40),

Allah the Almighty also said:

“And to Sulaimûn the wind, its morning 
(stride from sunrise fill midnoon) was a 
months (journey) and its afternoon 
(stride from the midday decline of the 
Sun to sunset) was a month ’s (journey). 
And We caused a fount of (molten) brass 
to flow for him, and there were jinns that 
worked in front of him, by the Leaves of 
hts Lord, and whosoever of them turned 
aside from Our Command, We shall 
cause him to taste of the torment of the 
blazing Fire. They worked for him what 
he desired (making) high rooms, images, 
basins as large as reservoirs, and 
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(cooking) cauldrons fixed (in thetr 

places). “Work you, O family of Dawûd 

with thanks! But few of My slaves are 

grateful.” (34:12-13). 

It is true that Allah the Almighty subjected the 
wind to His Messenger Sulaimûn, but the Qur’an 
also mentioned in Surat al-Ahzûb (The confederates) 
that Allãh, Glorified be He, granted His Prophet 3 
victory over his enemy through the wind, which was 
sent against them. Allah the Almighty says in the 


Qur’ an:

“O you who believe! Remember Allah *s 

Favor to you, when there came against 

you hosts, and We sent against them a 

wind and forces that you saw not. And 

Allah is Ever All-Seer of what you do.” 

(33:9) 

Imûm Muslim narrated on the authority of Ibn 
‘Abbûs that the Prophet # said: “I was granted 
victory with As-Sabû (Easterly wind, which 
frightened the enemy) and the nation of ‘Ad was 
destroyed by Ad-Dabûr (Westerly wind). ” Imûm al- 
Bukhûrî also narrated on the authority of Jûbir bin 
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‘Abdullûh that the Prophet ¢ said (In a long Hadîth) 
: “I have been given five things which were not 
given to any one else before me: 


1. Allûh made me victorious by awe, (by Hlis 
Jrightening my enemies) for a distance of one 
month Ss jJourn€ey...... 


The other miracle of Sulaiinûn, which was the 
subjection of the devils and the Jinn to him, to work 
as he ordered them to do, was mentioned in the 
verse reported above. Allah the Almighty sent angels 
to fight with His Messenger # on many occasions, 
like on the Days of Uhud, Badr, al-Ahzûb and on 
the day of Hunain. Imûm al-Bukhûrî narrated on the 
authority of Abû Hurairah that the Prophet ## said: 
“A strong demon from the Jinns came to me 
yesterday suddenly, so as to spoil my prayer, but 
Allah enabled me to overpower hin, and so I 
caught him and intended to tie him to one of the 
pillars of the Mosque so that all of you might see 
him, but I remembered the invocation of my brother 
Sulainûn “And grant me a kingdom such as shall 
not belong to any other after me (38:35) so I let him 
go cursed, * 


Allah also sent a group of the Jinn to hear the 
Qur'an as is stated in Surah al-Ariqgéf and they 
actually believed in his Message # and returned to

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their people straightaway to warn them and call them 
to embrace Islam, as the Prophet š## was sent to 
mankind and to the Jinn. Allah the Almighty says: 
(وإذ رفا إليْك قرا من الجر يستمعون الْقرءان فَلَمّ‎ 
خض روه قالرا لصوا قل فضي ولوا إلى قزمهم مشذرين)‎ 
(الأٴحقاف:۲۹)‎ 
“And (remember) when We sent towards 
Jou a group of the Jinn, listening to the 
Qur’ ûn, when they stood in the presence 
thereof, they sald: “Listen in silence!” 


And when lt was fintshed, they returned 
to their people, as warners.” (46:29). 


Comparing his miracles ¥ to those of tProphet ‘Isû 
(Jesus) êl: 


The Qur’an tells us about the miracles that Allah 
the Almighty bestowed upon ‘Isû (Jesus) 3#, in 
many Surahs, Including the verse which states:

were, the figure of a bird, and breathe 
into it, and it becomes a bird by Allûh ’s 
Leave; and I heal him who was born 
blind and the leper and I bring the dead 
to life by Allûh’s Leave.....” (3:49). 


We have mentioned earlier in this book, many 
traditions, which mentioned that the Prophet %# 
spoke to solid stones (that saluted him) and how the 
trunk of the date-palm tree moaned when the Prophet 
started to use a pulpit, instead of standing beside it. 
We also mentioned the Hadîth about the poisoned 
sheep, which told the Prophet %# that the Jews 
poisoned it with the intention to kill him. So, if 
bringing a dead person back to life (by Allah’s leave) 
is a wondrous sign, then giving life to a solid stone, 
who never had a living soul, is even more wondrous. 
Also on the Day of Uhud as narrated by Ibn Hishûm 
(who wrote the Biography of the Prophet # ) 
Qatdûdah (one of the companions) was hit in his eye 
which fell onto his cheek, but the Prophet #%# took it 
in his honorable hand and put it back in its place. By 
the will of Allah it was cured and he continued to see 
with his eye as before. 


Ihe story of the blind man who regained his sight 
wıth the Du ‘û’ of the Prophet ¥ : 
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Imam al-Baihaqî related on the authority of 
‘Uthmûn bin Hunaif who said: “I heard the Prophet 
šë when a blind man came to him and complained to 
him that he had lost his sight. The man said to the 
Prophet 4#: “O Messenger of Allah! I do not have 
anyone to lead me (as I am a blind man) and it has 
become difficult for me to Keep going”. Ihe 
Messenger of Allah š#š then said: “Go and make 
Wudû?’ (ablution) and pray two Rak‘as and say: “O 
Allah! I ask You and turn to you by the dignity of 
your Prophet Muhammad 3š, the Messenger of 
mercy. O Muhammad! I turn to my Lord, by your 
dignity (and honor), to return back my sight to me. 
O Allah! I ask You for his intercession (for me). ” 
‘Uthmûn said: “By Allah, we did not leave our 
place, and we did not remain there for long, except 
that the man came in as if he had never sujfered from 
any disease ”. 


Seventh The Night Journey of _ al-Isrû’ and al- 
Mi‘rûj: 

The Night journey refers to the miraculous 
journey of the Prophet ## from Makkah to al-Aqsû 
Mosque in Jerusalem and his Ascent through the 
Heavens. Allah the Almighty says In the Qur’ ãn: 

(سشبحان الذي رى بعبده لَيْلا من المَسجد الْحَرّام إلى 
الممجد الأقصى الذي باركتا حول ريه م عاياتتا إله هر 
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“Glortfied be He (Allûh) Who took His 
slave Muhammad for a journey by night 
Jrom al-Masjid al-Harûm (at Makkah) to 
al-MasJid al-Aqsû (in Jerusalem), the 
neighborhood whereof We have blessed, 
ın order that We might show him 
(Muhammad 3¥ ) of Our signs. Verily, 
He ts the All-Hearer, the AlI-Seer. ” 
(17:1). 


Imûm al-Bukhûri narrated on the authority of 
Anas Ibn Mûlik who reported on the authority of 
Malik Ibn Sa ‘sa ah (May Allûh be pleased with them) 
that Allûh ’s Messenger š# described to them his night 
Journey saying: “While I was lying in al-Hatîm or 
al-Hyr, suddenly someone came to me and cut my 
body open from here to here” and pointed to his 
chest. “He then took out my heart. Then a golden 
tray full of Belief was brought to me and my heait 
was washed and filled (with belief) and then 
returned to its original place. Then a white animal 
which was smaller than a mule and bigger than a 
donkey was brought to me.” Al-Jûrûd (who was 
silting by his side) then asked: “Was it the Bûrûq O 
Abû-Hamzah? Anas replied in the affirmative: “The 
Prophet š¥ said: “The animal’s step (was so wide 
that ttf) reached the farthest point within the reach 
of the animal’s sight. I was carried on it, and 
Jtbrîil set out with me fill we reached the nearest 
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heaven. When he asked for the gate to be opened if 
was asked: “Who is it?” Jibril answered: “Jibrîl”. 
It was asked: “Who ?s accompanying you?” Jibril 
replied: “Muhammad.” It was asked: “Has 
Muhammad been sent (as a Messenger) ?” Jibril 
replied: “Yes.” Then it was said: “He is welcome. 
What an excellent visit is his!” The gate was 
opened, and when I went over the first heaven, I 
saw Adam there. Jibril said (to me): “This is your 
father, Adam; pay him your greetings.” So, I 
greeted him and he returned the greeting to me and 
sald: “You are welcome, O pious son and pious 
Prophet.” Then Jibril ascended with me fill we 
reached the second heaven. Jibril asked for the gate 
to be opened. It was asked: “Who is it?” Jibril 
answered: ‘“Jibril”. It was asked: “Who is 
accompanying you?” Jibril replied: “Muhammad. ” 
It was asked: “Has Muhammad been sent (as a 
Messenger)?” Jibril replied: “Yes.” Then it was 
sald: “He ts welcome. What an excellent visit is 
his” The gate was opened, and when I went over 
the second heaven, there I saw Yahya (John) and 
‘sû who were cousins. Jibrîl said (fo me): “These 
are Yahyû and ‘sû; pay them your greetings.” So, 
I greeted them and both of them returned my 
greetings and said: “You are welcome, O pious 
brother and pious Prophet.” Then Jibrîl ascended 
with me to the third heaven and asked for its gate to 
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be opened. It was asked: “Who is it?” Jibrîl 
answered: “Jibril”. It was asked: “Who is 
accompanying you?” Jibril replied: “Muhammad, ” 
It was asked: “Has Muhammad been sent (as a 
Messenger)?” Jibril replied: “Yes.” Then it was 
satd: “He is welcome. What an excellent visit is 
his!” The gate was opened, and when I went over 
the third heaven, there I saw Yûsif. Jibrîl said (to 
me): “This ts Yûsif; pay him your greetings.” So, I 
greeted him and he returned my greetings to me 
and sald: “You are welcome, O pious brother and 
plous Prophet.” Then Jibrîil ascended with me to 
the fourth heaven and asked for its gate to be 
opened. It was asked: “Who is it?” Jibriîil answered: 
“Jibril”. It was asked: “Who is accompanying 
you?” Jibril replied: “Muhammad.” It was asked: 
“Has Muhanmad been sent (as a Messenger)?” 
Jibril replied: “Yes.” Then it was said: “He is 
welcome. What an excellent visit is his!” The gate 
was opened, and when I went over the fourth 
heaven, there I saw Idrîs. Jibrîl said (to me): “This 
is Idris; pay him your greetings.” So, I greeted him 
and he returned my greetings to me and said: “You 
are welcome, O pious brother and pious Prophet.” 
Then Jibril ascended with me to the fifth heaven 
and asked for its gate to be opened. It was asked: 
““Who is it?” Jtbrîl answered: “Jibrîl” It was 
asked: “Who is accompanying you?” Jibril replied: 
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“Muhammad.” If was asked: “Has Muhammad 
been sent (as a Messenger) ?” Jibril replied: “Yes. ” 
Then it was sald: “He is welcome, What an 
excellent visit ts his!” The gate was opened, and 
when I went over the fifth heaven, , there I saw 
Hûrûn. Jibril said (to me): “This is Harûn ; pay 
him your greetings.” So, I greeted him and he 
returned my greetings to me and sald: “You are 
welcome, O pious brother and pious Prophet. ” 
Then Jibril ascended with me to the sixth heaven 
and asked for tts gate to be opened. It was asked: 
““Who is it?” Jibril answered: “Jibril”. It was 
asked: “Who tis accompanying you?” Jtbril replied: 
“Muhammad.” It was asked: “Has Muhammad 
been sent (as a Messenger)?” Jibril replied: “Yes.” 
Then tlt was satd: “He is welcome, What an 
excellent visit is his!” The gate was opened, and 
when I went over the sixth heayen, there I saw 
Mûsû. Jibrîl satd (to me): “This ts Mûsa; pay him 
your greetings.” So, I greeted him and he returned 
my greetings to me and satd: “You are welcome, O 
pious brother and pious Prophet.” When I left him 
he wept. Someone asked him: “What makes you 
weep?” Mûsa satd: “I weep because after me there 
has been sent (as a Prophet) a young man whose 
followers will enter Paradise in greater numbers 
than my followers.” Then Jtbril ascended with me 
to the seventh heaven and asked for lts gate to be 
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opened. It was asked: “Who is it?” Jibrîl answered 
: “Jibril” If was asked: “Who is accompanyın, 
you?” Jibril replied: “Muhammad. ” It was asked. 
“Has Muhammad been sent (as a Messenger)?” 
Jtbril replied: “Yes.” Then it was said: “He i: 
welcome. What an excellent visit is his!” So, when 
I went (over the seventh heaven), there I saw 
Ibrahîm. Jibrîl said (to me): “This is your father; 
pay him your greetings.” So, I greeted him and he 
returned the greetings to me and said: “You are 
welcome, O pious son and pious Prophet.” Then I 
was made to ascend to Sidrat al-Muntahû (i.e. the 
Lote Tree of the farthest limit). Behold! There ran 
four rivers, two were hidden and two were visible. I 
asked: “What are these two kinds of rivers O 
Jibrtil?” He replied: “As for the hidden rivers, they 
are two rivers in Paradise and the visible rivers are 
the Nile and the Euphrates.” Then al-Bait al- 
Mu ‘mûr (t.e. the Sacred House) was shown to me 
and a container full of wine and another full of 
milk and a third full of honey were brought to me. 
I took the milk. Jibrîl marked: “This is the Islûmic 
religion which you and your followers are 
following.” Then the prayers were enjoined on me; 
they were fifty prayers a day. When I returned, I 
passed by Mûsû who asked me: “What haye you 
been ordered to do?” I replied: “I have been 
ordered to offer fifty prayers a day.” Mûsû said: 
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“Your followers cannot bear fifty prayers a day, 
and by Allûh I have tested people before you, and I 
have tried my level best with Banî Isrûٌ îl (in vain). 
Go back to your Lord and ask to reduce the burden 
Jor your followers.” So, I went back and Allah 
reduced ten prayers for me. Once again I came to 
Mûsû but he repeated the same as he had said 
before. So again I went back to Allûh and He 
reduced ten more prayers. When I went back to 
Mûsû he said the same, so I went back to Allûh 
and He ordered me to observe ten prayers a day. 
When I came back to Mûsa, he repeated the same 
advice, so I went back to Allûh and was ordered to 
observe five prayers a day. When I came back to 
Mûsû he said: “What have you been ordered?” I 
replied: “I have been ordered to observe five 
prayers a day.” He said: “Your followers cannot 
bear five prayers a day, and no doubt I have 
expertence of the people before you, and I have 
tried my leyel best with Banî Isrû’ îl so go back to 
your Lord and ask to reduce the burden on your 
followers.” I said: “I have requested so much of my 
Lord that I feel ashamed, but I am satisfied now 
and surrender to Allûh’s order.” When I left, I 
heard a voice saying: “I have passed My Order and 
have reduced the burden of My Worshippers.

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The Hadith of al-Isrdû’ was narrated by more 
than 20 of the companions of the Prophet š3, and was 
reported 1n all the books of the Hadîth. 


Ihe Prophet š prays at al-Aqsû mosque before 
ascending to heaven: 


Imam Muslim narrated on the authority of Anas 
Ibn Malik who said the Messenger of Allûh šš said: “ 
I was brought al-Burûq, who is an animal white 
and long, larger than a donkey but smaller than a 
mule, who would place his hoof at the farthest 
potnt within the reach of its sight. I mounted it and 
came to Batt al-Mqdis (al-Aqsû) in Jerusalem, then 
tted it by the ring used by the Prophets. I entered 
the Mosque and prayed two Rak‘at in it, and then 
came out and Jtbril brought me a vessel of wine 
and a vessel of milk. I chose the milk, and Jitbril 
satd: “You have chosen the Fitrah (natural 
instinct). 


Ibn Hisham reported in his Seerah (Biography of 
the Prophet 3#) that the next morning, after the 
Prophet 3% returned to Makkah, he told the 
Quraishites about what had happened. Most of them 
said: “By Allah This is clear nonsense! A caravan 
takes a month to go to Syria and another to return, 
did Muhammad go and return in one night?” Some 
people asked Abû Bakr: “What do you think of your

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Jrtend Abû Bakr? He alleges that he went to al-Aqsû 
Mosque last night, offered prayer in it , and returned 
to Makkah. ” He answered that they were Iying about 
the Prophet šš, but they asserted the truth of the 
story and said that he was there in the mosque telling 
the people about it. Abû Bakr said: “By Allah, if he 
says so, then it is Irue. And what is amazing in that? 
By Allah, he tells me that a revelation from Allah 
comes down to him from the heavens to the earth in 
an hour of a day or night and I do believe him, and 
that 1s more uncommon than that at which you 
wonder!” He then went to the Prophet št, and knew 
that these reports were true. Abû Bakr said: “O 
Prophet of Allah, have you told the people that you 
went to al-Aqsû Mosque last night? ” The Messenger 
of Allah š% answered in the affirmative, so Abû Bakr 
sald: “O Prophet of Allah , describe it tژo‎ me, for I 
have been there. ” The Prophet š, said: “It has been 
elevated to me so as to be able to see it.” He š, kept 
on describing it, while Abû Bakr said: “This is true. 
I verify that you are the Messenger of Allah”, until 
he had finished the description. Then the Prophet 
said: “And you, Abû Bakr, are as-Siddiq (the 
verifier of truth).” Since then he was entitled “As- 
Siddiq *”. 

There 1s no wonder that this journey is one Of 
the greatest miracles of the Prophet š#, regarding all 
the courses of the journey, which took place 
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overnight. The fact that the Prophet #, asc. nded to 
the seventh heaven 1s in Itself a great miracle, but 
what makes it even greater is that he mct the 
previous Prophets who were sent before him 7fler 
they had actually died, and spoke to them as th:v 
already knew that he š¥ would be sent after them. 
Muslim scholars also like to stress the fact that 1t was 
on that night, tkat the prayer (which 1s the most 
important daily worship of the Muslim) was enjoined 
on the Muslims, 1.e. it was ordained directly from 
Allah the Almighty, to His Messenger š%, and not 
through the Divine Revelation through Jibrîil which 
reflects the crucial importance of prayer in Islam. 
One of the contemporary biographers of the Seerah 
of the Prophet # commented on his seeing the Nile 
and the Euphrates in Paradise saying: “The Prophet 
said that he saw two visible rivers -the Nile and the 
Euphrates- and two hidden ones. It appears that the 
two visible rivers, the Nile and the Euphrates, 
symbolically describe the area in whose fertile 
valleys, Muhammad ’s Message would settle, and the 
people whereof would always remain adherent 
standard bearers of Islam that would be passed from 
one generation to another. This in nO way SUggESIS 
that they well up from Paradise. ”*™
